Twenty-two members cf the Fort- 
nightly had the privilege of an inter- 
esting pilgrimage last Friday. The 
North Andover Historical Society, one 
of the most enterprising and energetic 
of the historical societies in Massa- 
chusetts was opened by special per- 
mission for the Group. A centennial 
celebration had just been held in the 
old town of North Andover to cele- 
brate the 100th anniversary of 
the erection of the present meeting- 
house.

There is little or no architecture, 
which fact adds much to its charm. 
Perched on the side of the hill it 
forms a landmark that can be viewed 
I for miles around. A wide veranda has 
; been built around two side?, and from 
,them one overlooks the valleys and 
hills. The interior is very interesting 
and one has a feeling of mystery for 
doors open up here and there and 
everywhere. The walls are hung with 
charming old scenic paper, and the 
furnishings include many old Colonial 
pieces.

The world has a strong hold on both 
church goers who attend service 
regularly as well as upon those who 
go only occasionally. These indi- 
viduals seem continually to believe 
the apostle when he says, "Ye can- ! 
not serve God and mammon." But 
let us bear in mind that such folk ! 
are known and they are not respected 
by sincere men and women and they ■ 
are genuinely pitied for their weak, I 
pusillanimous and truckling dispos- J 
ition.

Milady, dressed in the height of 
fashion, rarely thinks of the storm- 1 
swept Arctic seas where sturdy ships 
have been crushed, burned, and blown 
up in the race to fill staunch hulls 
with skins and fat, from which her 
fine shoes, pinseal handbag, and cost- 
ly toilet soap may be made, faye a 
bulletin from the Washington, D. C, 
headquarters of the National Geo- 
graphic Society. 

Young Seals Gain 2 to 3 Pounds 
Daily 

With the lengthening days of 
March, thousands of mother seals 
come up through "bobbing holes" 
and bear their young on the shift- 
ing ur fields north of Newfoundland. 
Innumerable little furry, while pup- 
pies lie among the ice pinnacles, 
gaining weight at the phenomenal 
rate of two or three pounds a day. 

Daddy seal goes off with his cron- 
ies to boast about his youngster. 
Mother seal stays home and does the 
work. Hour after hour she scours 
the adjacent icy seas for fish. She 
does not feed fish to her young, but 
gobbles great quantities herself so 
that she may provide abundant rich 
milk for her offspring. 

The baby seal guzzles for weeks 
and grows fatter and fatter. Sleek, 
brown-eyed creatures with cat's whis- 
kers, new-born harp seals look like 
fluffy white muffs. 

When a baby seal is about two 
weeks old and resembles a fat roll of 
butter, it may notice its mother sniff- 
ing the air suspiciously. Not far 
away a huge black hulk drifts close 
through shattered ice pans. A clamor 
of strange noises fills the air and 
odd two-legged creatures run out over 
the fields of ice. The baby seal is 
too much interested to be disturbed, 
but, as several of the intruders draw 
near, its startled mother makes off 
with other grown-ups. Quickly they 
slip into the ocean through conveni- 
ent breathing holes. The baby seal 
and its playmates wriggle toward 
the strangers. 

Seal Eats Much Cod 

The seal 'fisher" asserts that seals 
destroy thousands of barrels of good 
cod every year. And cod (which the 
Newfoundlander calls "fish") is life 
itself to thousands of the fishermen. 
Sealing is also undertaken to provide 
extra cash during otherwise idle win- 
ter and spring months. 

Early in March a small fleet of 
scarred, ice-breaking ships sail out 
of the bottle neck of St. John's har- 
bor, bound for seal-peppered ice fields 
off Labrador. Steamers smash their 
way through grinding ice, guided by 
members of the crew in lookout "bar- 
rels" high on the masts. Their cries 
of "Seals ahead!" give the signal for 
frenzied preparations among the mill- 
ing crews beneath. On each ship the 
Captain shouts, "All hands get ready 
ropes and gaffs." Futile formality, 
for the men are already straining at 
the rails, eager to get to work. Seal- 
ers wear canvas jumpers over home- 
made sweaters, homespun trousers, 
one to four flannel shirts. Sealskin 
or woolen caps with ear 
tect aganst zero winds. 

Light-footedness is the cardinal 
virtue of a sealer. At the call "Over 
the sides," nimble, raw-boned men 
jump out on spinning pans, armed 
with dogwood bats having iron hooks

and spikes, razor-sharp knives and 
light drag ropes. Acres of moon-eyed 
white pincushions await the fishermen 
curious and unafraid. Young seals 
(the whitecoats) are most highly 
prized, but when the hunt is lean, 
the parent animals are also taken. 

The sealer attacks his quarry with 
his bat, expertly husks off the sculps 
(the skins and the adherent fat), 
leaving the carcasses steaming on the 
ice. Three or four sculps are strung 
on a rope, by which the sealer hauls 
them to one of the colored marker 
flags where several men pile their 
catches. Later the ship breaks 
through the icefields to these piles. 
The sculps are hoisted aboard and 
dumped into fat-soaked holds. 

Back in port, the fat layers are cut 
off the pelts and rendered into a five 
odorless, colorless oil. Rough skins 
are transformed into fine leather. 
The oil is a constituent of some soaps 
and also is used as a lubricant, as an 
illuminating oil, as an adulterant of 
cod liver oil and in treating leather. 
Seal skins are cut and sewn into 
boots, pocketbooks, and novelty leath- 
er goods.

HOT WEATHER 

The perfect weather over the holi- 
day faded out into a particularly un- 
pleasant hot spell which first made it- 
self apparent Tuesday afternoon and 
which became intensified Wednesday 
when thermometer readings from 92 
to 102 degrees were reported about 
town.

That was all there was to the "ad." 
Just what its business purpose was 
we can surmise, but it evidently had 
another and more important purpose.

It 
did not only put this on a par with 
"plans and specifications" and "mate- 
rials; it put it above them. These 
are helpless and useless without 
the human factor. Man is greater 
than what he works out, or with, or 
on. The organic in nature has power 
to mold and fashion itself.

When Spring 
is here the tree puts forth its blos- 
soms and in the Fall its fruit. But 
stone and mortar and lumber never 
put themselves together in a struc- 
ture though the plans and specifica- 
tions be perfect. These plus man 
equal the building. 

The "human equation" brought Is- 
rael out of bondage, conquered Ca- 
naan. The human equation Christian- 
ized Europe, brought a Christian civi- 
lization to pass in half the world, 
carries the cross to man's remotest 
habitation. But let us come back 
home — to the home church. Making 
the church a cultural center, an evan- 
gelistic force, a transforming and re- 
fining agency depends on the human 
equations. The minister in charge, 
the Sunday school teacher, the offi- 
cial, people in the rank and file must, 
so to speak, put their lives in the bal- 
ance shall the local church be efficient.

How is this inspiring stream of en- 
ergy to help build a better world? 
In the first place, there must be an 
absolute conviction that a better 
world is possible. In the second 
place, there must be ideas, dreams, 
and visions as to what constitutes 
a better world. 

The first requisite for a better 
world is the establishment of peace. 
Peace can be accomplished only 
through the united efforts of in- 
dividuals and through international 
co-operation. As long as individ- 
uals envy each other and seek sel- 
fish interests, there will be wars. 
We, as young people, must learn 
that in the world, as in a family, 
countless unselfish adjustments must 
be made. The Golden Rule is as 
valid today as 2000 years ago. Again 
every nation must give up its sov- 
ereignistic claims and recognize the 
world as a unit, sharing profits and 
losses equally. Cannot we as young 
people strive for unselfishness, and 
develop this world consciousness? 

One of the greatest factors to en- 
courage war is to prepare for it. 
With a navy heaving in bulk, an 
army panting in size and an air force 
swooping overhead, merely a shot is 
needed to put all these forces into 
action. Armaments not only pre- 
pare for war directly, but indirectly 
lessen the morality and knowledge 
of the people. The huge sums paid 
for armaments are raised by taxa- 
tion. Incomes are reduced. Children 
are deprived of educational and cul- 
tural advantages. Consequently, civ- 
ilization is impoverished. There- 
fore, it is absolutely necessary that 
the youth of today work toward the 
reduction and final abolition of arm- 
aments. Perhaps at the present 
stage of civilization, total disarma- 
ment is impracticable. Cannot we 
then have an international police 
force to protect the rights of na- 
tions. Cannot we, as young people, 
foster a respect for such a force? 

There is another opportunity for 
young minds — the development of 
the idea of a League of all Nations 
I of the World. America, for instance, 
cannot keep apart forever. Her 
presence in the League would give 
confidence to other nations. Her 
aloofness today causes mistrust and 
fear. To insure the stability of the 
peace machinery now acting in the 
world, it is the duty of all nations 
to participate in, to respect, and to 
support the decisions reached by 
those bodies. Youth must have 
courage to support the peace organi- 
zations; to uphold the policy of trust- 
ing one's neighbor and appealing to 
his good-will. 

Finally, for a better world, prayer 
is necessary. We must look to God 
for guidance. Today, our greatest 
challenge is for a deeper faith, a | 
deeper faith in men, in nations, and 
in God — the exhibition of a purer 
religion. We must pray for courage 
to present our dreams, visions and 
ideas; for courage to fight alone, if 
necessary, that these may material- 
ize and become realities. This is the 
glorious opportunity of youth today, 
the promise of a better world.

A CONDENSED STATEMENT OF CONDITION 
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THE YEAR WITHOUT A 
SUMMER 



The cold weather exerienced here 
in June when a frost was recorded as 
near as Lexington and Concord re- 
calls a record kept by the late Asa 
Locke of Ridge street, Winchester. 
In this record he tells of the year 
1816 known as the year without a 
summer and nothing like it has been 
known before or since. May was a 
month of frosts and snow, and ice 
formed an inch thick on some of the 
ponds here in town. A man froze to 
death in Vermont, where a blanket 
of snow fell ten inches deep in some 
places, while in New York City three 
inches of snow fell in one day. On 
the Fourth of July the ponds were 
frozen over here in town and frost 
occurred as far south as Virginia. 

August was no better and the suc- 
ceeding months were cold, all hav- 
ing frost. Crops were a total loss 
and people starved to death in many 
places. Deer, other game and fish 
were exterminated all over New Eng- 
land as people tried to keep from 
starving. In the spring of 1817 corn 
sold for $5 a bushel right here in 
Winchester and it said that one fam- 
ily made a fortune because they al- 
ways held a large suppy for a rise in 
price. 

The curious feature of it all was 
that the preceding winter was excep- 
tionally mild. The ground was 
frozen only a few days and plowing 
could be done almost all winter on 
our local farms. Scarcely any snow 
fell although there were many cold 
rains. Such conditions are possible 
but not probable again. The Indians 
who lived here in town when it was 
settled by white people told of a 
similar winter many years before. 
Incidentally they had their farms in 
that section of town bordered by 
Cambridge, Yale and Oxford street? 
and kept a watchman on top of Horn 
Pond Mountain to see that bears and 
other tribes of Indians did noc make 
off with their crops. After their 
corn was ripe they took it to the top 
of Horn Pond Mountain where they 
ground it in stone mortar and pestle. 
This may still be seen in a ravine on 
the southeast side of the mountain 
near the summit.

ANIMAL RESCUE LEAGUE IN 
NEW VENTURE 



The Animal Rescue League of 51 
Carver street, Boston, that widely 
known organization, of which Mr. Rob- 
ert F. Sellar is president, doing so 
much to ameliorate the condition of 
our dumb friends, is establishing this 
summer two conferences to be held at 
Amrita Island, located in Buzzard's 
Bay off Cataumet, the first to be held 
from July 19 through Aug. 1 and the 
second, from Aug. 16 through Aug. 29. 

The conferences are made possible 
through the generosity of the late Mr. 
and Mrs. Thomas A. Baxendale, from 
whom the Animal Rescue League in- 
herited Amrita Island and the adja- 
cent Lawrence Island. These proper- 
ties are about 11 acres in extent and 
upon Amrita Island have been erected 
five wonderful houses with bedroom 
capacity suff.lient to care for about 
100 people comfortably. 

It is the ultimate aim of the Animal 
Rescue League to operate a series of 
summer conferences for public school 
teachers, at no expense to the teacV- 
ers themselves, making it possible for 
the worthy girl or man who is handi- 
capped for lack of funds, and who is 
responsible for the higher education 
of a younger brother or sister to spend 
a delightful vacation enjoying the 
best of bathing facilities and boating 
I in return for two weeks, intensive 
study of the best method for correlat- 
' ing nature topics with existing school 
courses, i.e., the teaching of geography 
by using the habits of migratory birds 
for the purpose of enlightening the 
child. Nature topics can be introduced 
in the teaching of Art and English 
composition, in fact, practically all of 
the elementary school studies. 

For the present, and possible for 
next year also, the League is restrict- 
in the use of Amrita Island to the 
two summer conferences mentioned 
above. Agents, principally from hu- 
mane organizations, who would bene- 
fit from an intensive study of all that 
relates to the work which the League 
carries on, have been invited. 

The tentative courses of study are 
both intensive and extensive in scope, 
including such topics as the raising of 
money, first aid for animals, legisla- 
tive procedure (the framing of bills), 
public relations, shelter management, 
how to take animal life humanely, live 
stock transportation and slaughter, 
law; and snecial lectures by such au- 
thorities as Dr. Marshall Hertig, pro- 
fessor of Pathology, Harvard Medical 
School; Miss Maude Phillips, director 
of Humane Education, Animal Rescue 
League; Prof. Leo P. Schleck, presi- 
dent, Wisconsin Federated Societies; 
and Miss Caroline Smiley, business 
manager of World Youth.

The sewer on Manchester Field 
which has been laying idle for some 
weeks, will, they say, be completed 
sometime. So also will the Parkway- 
bridge at West Medford, which has 
been closed since the March flood. 
Meanwhile Senator Daly, credited with 
putting the sewer through, has the 
Governor's pen signing the act to re- 
pair the bridge. 

Condemned for its criticism when 
the expensive sidewalk was laid along 
the Common at the railroad, the Star 
has been waiting for the storm of pro- 
test to follow its removal for a park- 
ing space. Is it possible that the 
Star's criticism was correct? 

The suggestion was made to the 
Star yesterday that the town might 
well acquire the former Laundry prop- 
erty on Mt. Vernon street for a com- 
munity recreation center. The thought 
seems emphatically one worthy of 
serious consideration, for an adequate 
place for recreation, especially at 
night, is yearly becoming more and 
more a necessity here. Those of us 
who have access to the police "blotter" 
are becoming increasingly concerned 
with the amount of costly damage be- 
ing reported here and there about 
town. Much of this damage is being 
done by young people with nothing 
constructive to use up the abundance 
of energy which without proper mo- 
tivation is likely to descend to the 
level of malicious mischief. Some 
hoodlumism there is bound to be, in 
increasing measure so long as the 
community continues its indulgent ea- 
sy-going method of dealine with the 
offenders. Generally speaking, how- 
ever, youth constructively busy is 
youth out of mischief, an! unless the 
town takes steps to provide a suit- 
able place where its young people can 
let off steam in a proper manner it will 
not be long before it has a serious 
problem upon its hands. A recrea- 
tion center will pay for itself many- 
times over, not only in better com- 
munity health, but also in improved 
community citizenship. Winchester 
has experimented with the recreation 
center idea, but has never had the 
plant or equipment to provide a real- 
ly adequate trial. If and when the 
town does acquire a center, there 
should be no untrained person placed 
in chnrere. A man acquainted with 
recreation problems and trained to 
handle them, employed at a fair sal- 
ary, will be a necessity.

Court Rulings Show How 
New Deal Plans Its 
Attack. 
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How the Roosevelt administra- 
tion has exerted constant and care- 
fully directed pressure to change 
the American form of government 
is shown by a review of the Su- 
preme Court decisions of the last 
two years. These changes have 
not been sought by amendments to 
the Constitution. The administra- 
tion has attempted to "build up 
new instruments of public power" 
without asking the people for the 
right to do so. 

In addition to usurping powers, 
the record shows, the administra- 
tion has sought to create powers 
which are in conflict with the Con- 
stitution. It has done this through 
the passing of numerous laws held 
to have a "desirable object" and 
a presumably strong popular ap- 
peal. After the Supreme Court 
ruled these laws invalid the ad- 
ministration systematically as- 
sumed the attitude that the Su- 
preme Court and the Constitution 
had thwarted the will of the peo- 
ple. 

The Constitution iB the supreme 
law of the land. In its framework 
are three fundamentals. The fed- 
eral and state governments have 
separate powers. Federal power 
is distributed among the legisla- 
tive, executive and judicial depart- 
ments. None may encroach upon 
the powers of the others. Guaran- 
ties of personal liberties constitute 
another fundamental. All of these 
three pillars of the American sys- 
tem of government nave been at- 
tacked by the administration. 

Checked by Court 

In defense of the American form 
of government the Supreme Court, 
passing upon New Deal laws,, has 
held: 

1. That practically unlimited 
legislative power was delegated 
to the Executive, thereby de- 
stroying the protection afforded 
by the distribution of power in 
coordinate departments as pro- 
vided in the Constitution. 

2. That Federal authority was 
exerted in fields reserved under 
the Constitution to the States to 
the extent of "obliterating" the 
States and breaking down our 
system of a Federal union of 
autonomous states. Local self- 
government has been imperiled. 

3. That individual liberties guar- 
anteed in the Bill of Rights were 
encroached upon. 

4. That the taxing power has 
been expanded into an instru- 
ment of coercion and a meant of 
effectuating social and economic 
control. 

A review of all the cases in 
which the Supreme Court has held 
acts of Congress or their applica- 
tion to be unconstitutional indicates 
that at no other period of the his- 
tory of the United States has there 
been _uch a concerted attack upon 
the American form of government 
as under the New Deal. It is fair 
to say that none of the acts held 
unconstitutional by the Supreme 
Court prior to the New Deal was 
the result of any conceived plan to 
undermine or destroy the Constitu- 
tion of the United States. 

List of Cases 

In fourteen cases, laws or their 
application have been held uncon- 
stitutional during the Roosevelt ad- 
ministration. In eight of the cases 
(two cases affecting the AAA be- 
ing considered as one) important 
laws enacted under the New Deal 
were declared unconstitutional 
while in i.wo others the applica- 
tion of major laws was held to be 
unconstitutional. The four other 
cases were of minor importance, 
two of them having to do with laws 
enacted under previous administra- 
tions. 

The eight major cases in which 
New Deal laws were held uncon- 
stitutional were those of the NRA, 
the "hot oil" case, the Guffey Bi- 
tuminous Coal Act, the AAA, the 
abrogation of the gold clause in 
government obligations, the Rail- 
road Retirement Act and the Farm 
Mortgage Act and the Municipal 
Bankrupt Act. The two chief 
cases involving an unconstitutional 
application of New Deai acts af- 
fected the Securities Act and the 
Home Owners' Loan Corporation 
Act. In two other cases not in- 
volving the constitutionality of 
lews, the Humphrey case and the 
Parker Dam case. New Deal poli- 
cies were disapproved by the Su- 
preme Court. 

Contrary to the popular impres- 
sion, only a relatively few acts of 
Congress have been held to be un- 
constitutional by five-to-four votes. 
Out of 79 decisions, the total of 
cases since the foundation of our 
government in which federal laws 
or their application have been held 
to be unconstitutional by five-to- 
four votes is only 11. Among the 
cases decided during the present 
administration only two— those af- 
fecting the Railroad Retirement Act 
and the Municipal Bankruptcy Act 
— were by a five-to-four vote. The 
decision in the NRA case was 
unanimous, while those in the AAA 
and Guffey Coal Act 
by votes of six to three.

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HEART TO HEART TALKS 
of a Passive Attitude 



Passive participation in wrongdo- 
ing has ever been an outstanding 
curse of humanity. There would be 
far less of positive wrong doing were 
it not for this passive attitude, which 
is the guilt of the less vicious and 
more respectable part of human so- 
ciety. The onlooker may congraulate 
himself that he is not mixed up in the 
direct cussedness, but he fails to take 
into account what is taking place in 
his inner life and to what extent he is 
responsible for the wrong doing that 
is actually taking place and what he 
himself may deplore from the house- 
tops. Such a one gives consent by 
his silence and his aloofness, whether 
or not he is conscious of having so 
considerable a part in what goes on. 

All of us need to ever bear in mind 
that the one thing needed is a keener 
sense of responsibility on the part of 
people who generally are placed in 
the category of good citizens. If an 
individual's own sentiments are to 
count for good government they must 
have some form of practical and ef- 
fective expression. Mere vocal ex- 
pression will not do. The evils of our 
social, industrial and political life are 
used to that. A group of like-minded 
folk may sit in their parlors or on 
their front verandas and express great 
indignation at what is going on in 
political and other circles, but who 
cares as long as their indignation is 
kept within their own circle. Civic 
and religious organizations have 
passed enough resolutions to turn the 
world upside down, but while they are 
passing resolutions the forces of evil 
are pressing their battle to the very 
gates. Just pause and reflect on the 
mass of moral sentiment in a con- 
servative community like Winchester 
and multiply this by the moral sen- 
timent of other conservative com- 
munities scattered over the land and 
we realize that some mighty improve- 
ments could be mobolized and made ef- 
fective for the good of all our people. 
But right there is the rub. By their 
silence, by their shameful inactivity, 
and by their unwillingness to run risks 
for righteousness, respectable people 
everywhere are passively consenting 
to furtherance of the forces of evil. 

We need to get right out on the fir- 
ing line and let righteousness assert 
itself and implement itself. We need 
to connect a better way of doing 
things, connecting up with the ma- 
chinery of human society. The forces 
of unrighteousness have had the run- 
ning of the machine while those who 
represent the higher things give en- 
couragement by a silent approval.

Loving Muck or Little 

It has been truly sahl that in those 
who love little, love is a primary af- 
fection; a secondary one In ihose who 
love much.

If you must shoot birds, shoot them 
with a camera, youthful nimrods are 
being asked by the U. S. Biological 
Survey. One reason for this appeal 
is the thinning population of birds, 
partly due to the use of guns and 
slingshot in the hands of young, in- 
experie-' _d hunters. 

One of the birds that has caused 
such an appeal, is the Pileated Wood- 
pecker, says a bulletin from the Wash- 
ington, D. C, headquarters of the Na- 
tional Geographic Society. This dandy 
of bird society is slow in flight, big, 
noisy and conspicuous, therefore a 
first-rate target. 

Feeds on Insect Enemies of Trees 
Muffled ax blows, that make tree 
lovers cry "Woodman spare that tree" 
may often be traced, not to a man, 
but to the noisy Pileated Woodpecker. 
When tracked down this dressy grub- 
eater is usually found chopping away 
at some dead stub or branch. Dig- 
ging deep, he extracts and devours 
thousands of larval enemies of live 
trees, but does little damage to green 
wood. 

At rest against a tree trunk in the 
upright posture characterisic of wood- 
peckers, Pileatus (to use his more 
convenient Latin name), seems to be 
clad in black, except for his brilliant 
scarlet crested skull cap and red 
stripes (absent in Mrs. P.) along the 
cheeks. But in flight, white under- 
pays and spots and streaks on wings, 
neck, cheeks, and throat, flash out 
in contrast to black plumage as he 
sweeps along. 

Pileated Woodpeckers are particu- 
larly noisy during the mating season 
and after their children are off their 
hands late in die spring. Their cack- 
ling call resembles that of the Flick- 
er, but it is louder, more ringing, and 
often more hesitant. 

Special adjustments in the brain of 
Pileatus protect it from the terrific 
shock of constant woodchopping. 
Large as a crow and, next to the now 
almost extinct Ivory Billed, biggest 
of all the woodpeckers, he packs a 
punch that recalls the action of a com- 
pressed air drill in breaking up pav- 
ing. With his long tough bill, this 
hard-hitting flyer may peel off long 
strips of bark to simplify his search 
for food: Chips of wood 6 or 8 inch- 
es long and as wide as a man's hand 
have been hewn from some trees. 

Likes the holes in the posts of a 
rail fence, Pileatus excavations in 
tree trunks are squarish and mortise- 
like; not round as are those of some 
other members of the woodpecker 
tribe. Of course, he chops out the 
entranceway to his nest but then again 
he may cut holes with no other appar- 
ent aim than to search for wiggly 
worms, or just for the fun of it. Oc- 
casionally the cavity he chops in one 
direction will meet one projected from 
another. 

Insects for Every Course 

Pileatus deserves every bit of his 
high reputation as a tree surgeon. 
He "gets under the skin" of trees and 
hauls out destructive wood eaters. 
Ants and wood-borers, which together 
inflict enormous damage on timber, 
make up 61 per cent of his diet. An- 
other 11 per cent is composed of mis- 
cellaneous insects, spiders, and milli- 
pedes. 

A barbed, horny-tipped tongue 
helps him to lap up scattering bugs. 
It is true that in the fall and winter 
when he has a struggle to find food, 
(he never migrates north or south 
with the seasons), he eats considera- 
ble vegetable food, but most of this 
is wild fruits, nuts and seeds. The 
farmer need fear no injury to crops 
or farmyard trees from him. 

Apparently not in any hurry about 
nest building a pair of Pileated Wood- 
peckers often take a month to pre- 
oare the cavity in the chosen tree. 
Sometimes the mother bird lays eggs 
before the interior decoration is com- 
plete. Muffled knocking in a tree, days 
after eggs are laid, tells of trimming 
and remodeling still in progress. 

Pileatus nests usually in a dead 
tree, 15 to 50 feet from the ground. 
The actual cavity, in which the eggs 
are laid on a nest of fine chips, may 
be as much as three feet deep. Two 
exits are not uncommon, so that when 
an enemy enters by one Pileatus and 
famiil na iolspcy n 
family may slip out by the back door.

CASTLE ROCK, THE HUB OF 
EDINBURGH 



The ancient office of Governor and 
Constable of Edinburgh Castle, whose 
duties in medieval times included su- 
pervision of Scottish tournaments and 
trials by combat, has been revived. 

Sentimentally, as well as geo- 
graphically, the rock from which Ed- 
inburgh Castle rises still is the heart 
of Scotland's capital, says a bulletin 
from the Washington, D. C, head- 
quarters of the National Geographic 
Society. 

"Acropolis" of the "Athens of the 
North" 

The crag supports a heavy weight 
of history, but with ease and dignity, 
for the rock is solid and its traditions 
proud. Memories cling to its battle- 
ments not alone of jousting knights, 
treacherous lords and the tragic Ma- 
ry, Queen of Scots, but also of gal- 
lant young men, death toll of the 
World War. Clustered buildings re- 
call both dark days and bright. Here 
was born James, Sixth of Scotland, 
First of England, famous for uniting 
warring nations. 

Once an impregnable fortress, the 
rock now has little military value. 
Edinburgh, "Athens of the North, 
as did ancient Athens, grew around 
this easily defensible natural bulwark. 
Medieval chapel, banqueting hall and 
royal apartments are counterparts of 
ancient temples and shrines on the 
Greek Acropolis. 

Benign overseer of the city s busy 
life, the castle-fortress also is a 
guidepost for those trapped in laby- 
rinthine Edinburgh streets. "There is 
the north face of the castle," remarks 
the confused visitor. "We must come 
to Princess street if we hold straight 
toward the rock." 

Overlooks Old and New Cities 

The easiest approach to the Cas- 
tle is from the east, by way of the 
Esplanade, which, during the reign 
of Charles I, was declared to be an 
integral part of Nova Scotia in order 
that the baronets of Nova Scotia 
might "get the feel" of their new 
possessions! 

Drawbridge, moat and portcullis 
gate defend the romantic Rock in ap- 
proved fashion. Within the walls are 
erun batteries, an infirmary, military 
hospital, the Governor's House and 
the old Sally Port. Through this port, 
in 1093, Queen Margaret's body was 



secretly carried off to her sepulchre 
in the old capital of Dunfirmline. 

The King's Bastion, at the summit, 
commands a sweeping panorama of 
the city and beyond to the Firth of 
Forth and the distant Highlands. Just 
under the Rock to the north are the 
Princesss Street Gardens bounded on 
the far side by Princess street, the 
"Michigan boulevard" of Edinburgh, 
with its shops, hotels, clubs, and banks. 
Between East and West Princess 
Street Gardens can be seen the Royal 
Scottish Academy and the National 
Gallery, with the towering Scott Mon- 
ument beyond. North ol', Princess 
.street the pretentious New City 
stretches along George and Queen 
streets and others leading toward the 
Firth of Forth. 

Northeast of the Rock is Calton 
Hill, adorned with monuments to 
Douglas Stewart and Lord Nelson, 
the City Observatory and the unfin- 
ished replica of the Parthenon. The 
Old City spreads east and south, 
thickly sprinkled with historic and 
literarv monument?. The hill called 
"Arthur's Seat" is prominent to the 
southeast with the spacious King's 
Park on its slopes. 

The chief "product" of Edinburgh 
that unrolls below is education. More 
than locally renowned are Edinburgh 
University,' numerous technical, indus- 
trial and professional colleges, and a 
highly organized public school system. 

Here, in the judicial and adminis- 
trative center of Scotland, Edinburgh's 
scholars and books have always over- 
shadowed the wheels of industry. 
However, in addition to printing and 
publishing, important commercial and 
industrial activities include rubber, 
machinery, clothing and chemical man- 
ufacture, shipbuilding and distilling. 
Smoke from home hearths, that has 
given Edinburgh its nickname "Auld 
Reekie," far exceeds that from fac- 
tory chimneys. 

On the Rock are several noted mon- 
uments. In front of St. Margarets 
Chanel (built about 1100 and restored 
in modern times) squats monster 
"Mons Meg," a cannon with 20 inch 
bore, fashioned in 1445, and veteran 
of many battlefields. 

A quadrangular group of buildings 
at the top of the Rock includes the 
Crown Room, where lie the "Honors 
of Scotland" (crown, sceptre, sword 
of state and jewels); the Banqueting 
Hall lined with shining armor; and 
the Scottish National War Memorial, 
a tribute to men of Scotland who 
lest their lives in the World War.

This year there were new recruits 
among them — 200 small cherry trees 
and 16 large ones. They were followed 
by an even more colorful display 
around Hains Point as the tardier 
pink blossoms opened. A backgrund 
of newly planted holly trees supplied 
contrast for the leafless snowy blos- 
soms of the Japanese trees. 

The completed Arlington Cemetery 
Gateway, now ready for its memo- 
rial statue, and a full set of pylons 
on the Arlington Memorial Bridge, 
usher southern visitors into a newly 
landscaped Mall. 

From the Lincoln Memorial to the 



Capitol, stretches a green expanse 
of parks, embroidered with darker 
green trees and near black roadway 
threads. It is now possible to drive 
the entire distance down "vista 
roads," which skirt the Reflecting 
Pool and the Washington Monument 
and lead to the Capitol's western 
steps. 

Union Square has ">een landsctped 
to frame the Grant Memorial Monu- 
ment. This impressive sculpture 
which includes the second highest 
equestrian in the wrld. has had its 
marble platform extended and a rich 
green border of boxwood planted 
around it. 

New Aoi <ach to Monument 
While the Grant Monument ha? 
been made more visible, the Wash- 
ington Monument is being made more 
approachable. The famous obelisk- 
will soon have a new entrance drive 
from the south. 

Another development in the Mall 
is taking place in the Rose Gardens 
in spite of a heaw cracked laver of 
mud left by the flood. Trees, shrubs, 
and rose bushps are accumulating 
there for a Shakespeare Garden, 
plans for which are not yet complete 
Rosemary — "that's for remem- 
brance" — will not be lacking: a near- 
by greenhouse is keeping rosemary 
plants in readiness . 

A complicated framework of red 
•nrders and concrete promises a new 
Interior Building, to contain office 
space for 5000 neople and two miles 
of corridors. This will be the first 
major government building in Wash- 
igton authorized, designed, and con- 
structed under the present adminis- 
tration. 

A block away, on Constitution Av- 
enue, between 20th and 21st Streets, 
work has begun on the Federal Re- 
serve Building. Both of these struc- 
tures are units in the northwest rec- 
tangle of government buildings. 

The Federal Triangle, that mas- 
sive wedge of granite buildings point- 
ing toward the Capitol, has won an 
excellent point in the new Archives 
Building, its apex. In addition to 
its two carved pediments and low-re- 
lief panels of guarding Roman sol- 
diers, the new home for old govern- 
ment documents is decorated with 
four heroic seated statues represent- 



ing Philosophy, History, Productive- 
ness, and Eternal Vigilance. 

With its major units now complete, 
the Federal Triangle is the largest 
group of related national buildings 
in the world. It occupies about 74 
acres and is three times as large as 
the Acropolis, glory of ancient 
Greece. 

The library of Congress is expand- 
ing with an annex now under con- 
struction across the street from the 
main building. The annex will pro- 
vide space for ten million books and 
will help to solve the library's stor- 
age problem of 500 new volumes 
daily. 

The former Patent Office is having 
its southern face lifted. Steps are 
beine amutated to widen and straight- 
en F Street to solve a major Wash- 
ington traffic problem. 

In Lafayette Square "across the 
street" from the White House, work- 
men are resetting trees to improve 
vistas, and laying new walks. Chang- 
es at George Washngton Unversity 
include a new red brick classroom 
building in its colony of white struc- 
tures. 

Rock Creek Park has acquired new 
charms with the completion of two 
bridges, an extension southward of 
its main motor drive to the Potomac 
and an additinal entrance road. Old 
Pierce Mill's new water wheel adds 
to the interest of that landmark in the 
park. The Zoo, a perennial favorite 
among visitors, is constructing new 
homes for birds and small mammals, 
a central heating plant, and an ele- 
phant house.

OF PEACE

If King Edward had been killed by 
that pointed revolver, almost his last 
words would have b**en a moving ap- 
peal for peace on earth. He had just 
presented new colors to six brigades 
of guards in Hyde Park and he had 
used this bristling military occasion to 
talk of the senselessness of war and 
the glories of peace time service. 

Addressing the long ranks of red- 
coated guardsmen lined up stiffly be- 
fore him, the King reminded them of 
their heroic traditions, going back 250 
years to the day of Marlborough. But 
he reminded them, tco, that their flags 
stood for the honor of their regiments 
as much in years of peace as on fields 
of war. 

"Only a few of us on parade this 
morning have known the awful weight 
of war with all its horrors," said the 
King, who as a young man had seen 
those horrors at first hand. 

"With all my heart I hope and I 
pray that never again will our age and 
generation be called upon to face such 
stern and terrible days. Humanity 
cries out for peace and you will find 
in peace opportunities of duty and 
service as noble as any that bygone 
battlefields can show."

Rear Admr. Richard E. Byrd, con- 
queror of the Antarctic, will hence- 
forth devote his energies to the cause 
of world peace. 

During a recent meeting in New 
York, at which he was honored by 
President Roosevelt, General Persh- 
ing and others, Admiral Byrd read the 
following excerpt from his diary 
written during his lonely six-month 
vigil in Little America: "If I survive 
this ordeal, I shall devote what is left 
of my life largely to trying to help 
further the friendship of my country 
with other nations of the world." 

In announcing his plans, Admiral 
Byrd declared: "Even aviation, which 
was a gift that would tie us together 
as members of the same human race 
in knowledge, understanding and 
friendship, is being perverted to uses 
that never were dreamed of. ... I 
have great faith that individuals of 
the human race do not of their own 
free will choose this road that is lead- 
ing to anarchy, for they want freedom 
and this common desire should be a 
bond of union between human beings."

Liberty League 
and New Deal 

Administration Leaders 
Once Grateful for 
Du Pont Gifts. 

One recent speech on the floor of 
the United States Senate has changed 
substantially the character of the New 
Deal's campaign arguments. The 
speech put almost a complete stop to 
the New Deal trick of answering all 
criticism by pointing a finger at the 
American Liberty League. When the 
attitude of the New Deal was assailed 
as being dangerous to the preservation 
of the Constitution It had been the cus- 
tom to ask "Who Is back of the Lib- 
erty League?" When a question was 
raised as to the tremendous waste In 
WPA the New Deal answer, almost In 
rubber stamp form, was. 'The Liberty 
League Is trying to drive suffering hu- 
mans back Into the soup lines." 

This stock argument had been picked 
up and repeated, parrot like, until In 
some quarters it was regarded as a 
complete defense of everything the Ad- 
ministration had done, or had not 
done. Senator Daniel O. Hastings, of 
Delaware, knocked over this scare- 
crow in his address to the Senate on 
April 20. He did It by proving conclu- 
sively that important leaders of, and 
contributors to, the Liberty League 
were supporters of the present New 
Deal organization In the 1932 cam- 
paign. He recalled the fact that Demo- 
crats now In the League contributed 
heavily in money and In other cam- 
paign services to the Roosevelt and 
Farley group. 

Loyal to Platform. 

This support of the Administration, 
Senator Hastings explained, was later 
withdrawn because the leaders men- 
tioned would not travel the socialistic 
road that the Administration chose and 
which took It far away from the basic 
principles of the Democratic plat- 
form of 1932. 

Senator Hastings called attention to 
the fact that the following named dis- 
tinguished Democrats were members of 
the League's Executive Committee: 

John W. Davis, who was the stand- 
ard bearer of the Democratic Party In 
1924. 

Alfred E. Smith, who was the stand- 
ard bearer of the Democratic Party 
In 1928. 

Joseph B. Ely. former Democratic 
Governor of Massachusetts. 

Irenee du Pont, a strong supporter 
of Roosevelt In 1932. 

John J. Raskob, former chairman of 
the Democratic National Committee. 
Mr. Raskob, It was pointed out, while 
not a member of the Executive Com- 
mittee of the League, Is a member of 
the League's National Advisory Council. 

The Delaware Senator told of the 
praise the present New Deal standard- 
bearer gave to Jouett Shouse for his 
fine service In reorganizing the Demo- 
cratic ranks after the 1928 defeat. 
President Roosevelt said of Mr. Shouse 
and Charles Mlchelson, after the 
Roosevelt nomination In 1932. "They 
made the country realize that the 
Democratic party was very much 
alive." Mr. Shouse, who had been 
chairman of the Democratic Executive 
Committee, is now President of the 
American Liberty League. 

Contributions to Democracy. 

John J. Raskob, afterward attacked 
by the New Deal, was shown by Sen- 
ator Hastings to have contributed 
$375,000 to the Democratic Party be- 
tween September '2, 1928 and October 
21, 1932. Senator Hastings asked: 

"Were these contributions made In 
an effort 'to ridicule and drive back 
Into the soup lines the great number of 
unemployed men and women who are 
simply asking an opportunity to earn 
a living for themselves?" 

Senator Hastings then went on to 
show how generously several members 
of the du Pont family had contributed 
to the Democratic cause. He cited the 
fact that Pierre S. du Pont had given 
$50,000 to the Democratic National 
Committee In 1928. Mr. du Pont gave 
$25,000 in 1929 and $15,000 in 1932. 

One of the most Interesting Items 
brought forward by Senator Hastings 
was that of a contribution of $5,000 
made by Irenee du Pont to the Demo- 
cratic Committee in April, 1933, a 
month after President Roosevelt had 
been Inaugurated. 

Said the Senator: "If Mr. Farley 
had any real gratefulness In his own 
■oul, he would not make such violent 
attacks upon those who had been such 
a help to the party he now represents 
as National Chairman."

Expert Gives an Answer 

What is a billion dollars? Probably 
no one is better qualified to answer 
that question than Lewis W. Douglas, 
former director of the United States 
Budget He says In his book, "There 
Is One Way Out": 

"Upon reflection It almost staggers 
the imagination. A man with a $5,000 
annual Income would have to work 
200,000 years to earn a billion dollars. 
At our present annual rate of Indi- 
vidual Income, a city of 100.1(00 people 
would have to work more than fifteen 
years to earn a billion dollars. Only a 
billion minutes elapsed between the 
birth of Christ and the year 1902 A. D. 
A billion one-dollur hills luld end to 
end would girdle the earth four times." 

Secretary Morgenthau, of the Treas- 
ury Department, told a Senate commit- 
tee the other day that this Admin- 
istration would spend almost six bil- 
lions of dollars more than it took la 
during the present fiscal year.

Spoils System 
Picks Up Speed 

_________ 

New Deal Adds More to 
Rolls; Merit System 
Is Ignored. 



Month after month the records of 
the United States Civil Service Com- 
mission show increases in the Fed- 
eral payroll. Not only are large 
numbers of New Deal supporters be- 
ing hired for both emergency and 
regular departments of the Govern- 
ment, but many thousands continue 
on the rolls without any regard to 
the merit system. Mr. Roosevelt 
repeatedly has declared his approval 
of selection of employes by civil 
service examination, but for three 
years armies of men and women 
have been taken care of under the 
Farley spoils system. 

The payroll of the executive de- 
partment alone showed the enor- 
mous number of 810,418 employes 
for the month of April. The May re- 
port reveals that this host of New 
Deal payrollers has increased to 
817,856. Washington observors are 
calling attention to the fact that as 
New Deal leaders continue to point 
with pride to the New Deal's rescue 
of the country more "emergency" 
help is required by the bureaucrats. 
Tngwell Payroll Grows 
Harry Hopkins' administration of 
Works Progress now has 35,257 em- 
ployes in addition to the 3,500,000 or 
more now on Work Relief. Secre- 
tary Wallace is using 18,657 employes 
for his emergency conservation 
work and will have 100,000 field work- 
ers on the job before election day. 
Rexford Guy Tugwell needs 19,544 
for his resettlement work although 
Congress specifically objected to 
voting money for relief and recov- 
ery unless it was assured Mr. Tug- 
well's experiments would get none 
of the funds appropriated. The Tug- 
well group indicated its contempt 
for Congress when it added almost 
1,000 employes in May. 

The Civil Service report has an 
item called "Director's Office" of 
the Emergency Conservation work. 
This office has only 60 employes, 
but a footnote at the bottom of the 
table carries the following interest- 
ing additional information: 

"Reports in addition to regular 
personnel; 277 nurses, 7,532 mili- 
tary personnel, 346,580 enrollees 
(Civilian Conservation Corps), 
1,327 intermittent employees, 6,- 
961 enrolled Indians, 1,135 enroll- 
ees in Hawaii, and 193 enrollees in 
the Virgin Islands." 

These footnote additions make a 
total of 364,005 employes. If added 
to the 817,856 on the main list the 
grand total of Executive Depart- 
ment payrollers would be 1,131,861. 

The aggregate net payroll for the 
Civil Executive branch for the month 
of May was $126,867,718. At that rate 
the annual payroll for this branch 
alone would be in excess of $1,500,- 
000,000. That amount is more than 
the entire receipts of the Govern- 
ment from inccme taxes in the fis- 
cal year 1936. Bureaucracy and the 
spoils system are expensive New 
Deal items. 

"Emergency" Is Excuse 
These conditions have been grow- 
ing worse for three years and Wash- 
ington is asking why reform, if de- 
sirable after election, would not be 
equally desirable between now and 
November. At present most of the 
departments hire employees only 
after the applicant has submitted 
recommendations from his or her 
Ldistrict New Deal party leader. Mr. 
Roosevelt's destruction of merit sys- 
tem standards always has been at- 
tributed to the necessity for haste 
in getting men and women to work. 
It is now considered by friends of 
the merit system that that excuse 
has grown threadbare. 

The Washington Post has protested 
editorially that the spoils system 
even had invaded the air service. 
The Post says: 

"Among the recommendations 
made by the Senate sub-commit- 
i tee which has been investigating 
the Bureau of Air Commerct is a 
proposal that all employes except 
; division heads be brought under 
civil service rules and regulations 
! and that promotion be based sole- 
ly upon merit. This stress upon 
the importance of the merit sys- 
tem is strong indirect proof that 
the committee considers politics 
and the spoils system to be largely 
to blame for the disrepute into 
which the air service has fallen."

ARE GIRAFFES MITE? 



Some naturalists long have held that 
giraffes are voiceless animals, un- 
| able to make a sound even when in 
agony. A recent challenge of this 
occurs in the annual report of the 
Kenya (Africa) game warden, which 
avers that a young rriraffe, separate ! 
from its mother, will bawl and low 
like a hungry calf. 

Whether mute or not, the giraffe 
is one of the world's most peculiar 
animals, says a bulletin from the 
Washington, D. C. headquarters of the 
National Geographic Society. It has 
at least two other claims to distinc- 
tion. It is the world's tallest mam- 
mal and one of the most expensive 
animals found in menageries. 

Thorns Do Not Bother Giraffes 
A giraffe's neck, long as it is, con- 
tains no more vertebrae than does 
the neck of a man. It is merely el- 
ongation of the vertebrae that ele- 
vates the giraffe's head among the 
treetops. 

Possessing few means of defense, 
giraffes are protected by their color- 
ation. Their irregularly marked coats 
blend so perfectly with the dappled 
sunlight and shadows of the trees on 
which they feed that at a distance 
they are difficult to detect. Thorny 
acacias do not prove a trial to them, 
for the animals' tough hides protect 
them from long thorns, and their 
elastic tongues taper to pluck leaves 
without including the trees' piercing

When feeding among the tree tops 



16 or 18 feet above the ground, the 
giraffe's long-lashed eyes can scan 
a wide range for menacing enemies. 
When grazing, however, or drinking 
from a water hole the animal cannot 
see lions prowling in the surrounding 
grasses. Since a springing lion 
could break a giraffe's neck, it is fort- 
unate that the -giraffe can survive a 
long time between drinks. Dew on 
leaves helps to quench its thirst. 
Delicate, Nervous, and Timid 

Lions usually stalk a giraffe in 
pairs. Attacked by a single lion, a 
giraffe might be able to fend it ofF 
by kicking viciously, or, if able to 
shake the lion off its back, it could 
escape by running. 

Giraffes usually seek safety in 
flight. Hunters pursuing them on 
horseback do not have an easy time 
catching up. Given a five minutes' 
lead, especially over uneven ground, 
they, travelng more than 30 miles an 
hour can outrun a fleet Sudan horse. 
Young giraffes begin galloping short- 
ly after they are born, and usually 
keep up with the herd. 

Africans hunt these animals for 
food, and for their tough hides out 
of which they make shields and sand- 
als. They often strip the hide off in 
pieces 30 feet long. Although indis- 
criminate hunting has rapidly de- 
creased the number of giraffes, many 
herds still roam the heart of Africa. 

Giraffes are among the most costly 
animals in captivity, not so much be- 
cause they are scarce, but boinnoiin 
cause they are scarce, but because 
they are temperamental. They are* 
delicate and nervous. Necessary sur- 
gical operations can be performed on 
many wild animals, but seldom on 
giraffes. They are so timid that they 
show alarm at the least cause. They 
even have been known to drop dead 
when their keepers approached to give 
them medicine. 

Catching them in pitfalls or traps 
is out of the question because of in- 
jury that would result to their necks 
and legs. The usual method of cap- 
turing them is to pursue a herd until 
the young drop out exhausted, or to> 
drive a herd into a corral.

In the free-for-all game of modern 
diplomacy, islands are valuable pawns 
which may become aviation or naval 
stations. Their potential importance 
recently has brought into the spot- 
light tiny Dumeira Island, Italy's Gi- 
braltar of the Red Sea's southern 
gateway, the Strait of Bab el Man- 
deb or the Gate of Tears. 

While smaller than a mile in any 
dimension, Dumeira is valuable to 
Italy because of its strategic loca- 
tion, says a bulletin from the Wash- 
ington, D. C, headquarters of the Na- 
tional Geographic Society. It is 
about 15 miles northwest of Perim, 
British fortified island which, as part 
of the protectorate of Aden, helps 
Britannia rule the waves at the en- 
trance to the Red Sea. 

Former Boundary Bisected Island 

To a hovering aviator Dumeira re- 
sembles a huge dark hydroplane fac- 
ing east, moored less than a half-mile 
off the desolate coast of Eritrea. Its 
broad "wings" taper landward into a 
narrowing tail. 

To a sailor, even in hazy weather, 
it appears as a camel's back with dou- 
ble hump rising conspicuously from 
green waves that hide sinister shoals. 
From some angles its rocks blend 
with the bluffs of Cape Dumeira on 
the mainland. 

Until a year and a half ago Dumei- 
ra served the purpose of holding up 
one end of the boundary line between 
Eritrea and French Somaliland. The 
boundary landmark has been discard- 
ed, however, since France transferred 
her share of the island to Italy early 
in 1935. 

The island's best anchorage, near 
its western point, is conveniently near 
Eritrea's shore, hidden from Perim. 
Beams from the latter's lighthouse are 
ordinarily visible from Dumeira. 
Dangers of Strait Win It Name of 
"Gate of Tears" 

These two islands, the old British 
bulldog and the new Italian police 
pup. are lined up at duelling distance 
off one of the hottest coasts in the 
world. Africa's barren shore' rises 
jaggedly inland to precipitous moun- 
tains of bar«.> rock. It has been called 
the country "where the devil did not 
dare to build his hell." It is difficult 
to believe that in prehistoric times 
this blistered area may have been 
joined to Arabaia by a well-watered 
and wooded isthmus, of which Dumei- 
ra and Perim are only stripped and 
stark remains. 

There are two navigation lanes in 
Br.b el Mandeb. Dumeira is equipped 
by location to be a stumbling block in 
the larger and more generally used 
channel. Even without rival forts, 
irregular tides and sudden gusty 
winds make the strait a gamble for 
inexpert sailors. A Lloyd's station on 
Perim supplies danger signals to pass- 
ing ships to avoid having to pay in- 
surance on wrecks. When the Portu- 
guese d' Albuquerque entered the Red 
Sea in 1513, one of the first Euro- 
peans to pass the Gate of Tears, he 
had to obtain a local pilot by force or 
fraud, although he had safely sailed 
around the Cape of Good Hope. 

In those days Dumeira was too in- 
significant to be claimed specifically 
by any government. When Roman 
ships sailed past its shores and shoals 
with cargoes of musk, silk, seed pearls, 
and Arabian spices, frankincense, and 
myrrh, the island was presumably 
ruled by the local king of the Assa- 
mites. 

Dumeira 's transfer to complete Ita- 
lian jurisdiction was so quietly made 
that its significance was scarcely rea- 
lized by spectator nations. Now it is 
compared by some chroniclers to Eng- 
land's transfer to Germany of Helgo- 
land, small North Sea . island which 
later served as an important naval 
base.

A shakeless handshake is advocat- 
ed in El Salvador. Minus the shake 
and with the handclasp ruled out, 
the resultant gesture would lift the 
hand in a neat and speedy hygienic 
salute. Various substitutes for shaking 
hands are already in use by a size- 
able portion of the earth's population. 

The handshake is by no means uni- 
versal, says a bulletin from the Wash- 
ing-ton, D. C, headquarters of the Na- 
tional Geographic Society.. Inhabi- 
tants of bleak Tierra del Fuego wel- 
come the rare strangers who come 
there with a bear-hug and a baok-pat- 
ting meanwhile jumping up and'down. 
An African west coast negro, on 
greeting a friend, may fling himself 
to his knees and kiss the ground three 
times. Frenchmen kiss each other on 
both cheeks. Israelites of old bowed 
themselves to the ground seven times. 

Hand-Blowing and Nose-Rubbing 
Andaman islanders blow into one an- 
others hands with a cooing sound. 
Indians on the Gulf of Mexico blow 
into each others ears Africans of the 
French colony of Dahomey twist 
their finger knuckles until they emit 
a loud crack. Eskimoes rub noses. 
They are bewildered by the sight of 
handshaking, assuming it to signify 
that when your right hand irrows 
tired your friends help you to hold it. 

Yet handshaking in many forms is 
an old and honorable custom. To 
join hands in antiquity was equivalent 
to signing a peace treaty, with the 
advantage that it left no scraps of 
paper to be torn up. Early Greeks 
respected tne right hand of fellow- 
ship, now preserved in many relig- 
ious and fraternal organizations. A 
handclasp is introduced into the mar- 
riage ceremony among the Hindus 
and sometimes among Christians. Al- 
ways, however, it precedes a prize 
fight. A Chinese, to show how pleased 
he is to encounter you. shakes his 
own hands. In the Banks Islands of 
the Pacific, a man hooks the middle 
finger of his right hand with yours 
and pulls it away with a crack. The 
strange white Ainu people of Japan 
make you welcome by rubbing their 
own palms together and stroking 
their beards. A Mohammedan, accord- 
ing to ancient custom, may shake 
hands with you thumbs up, then touch 
his breast, forehead and lips with his 
hand to signify that you are cher- 
ished in his heart and thoughts and 
are entitled to 8 hit of osculation. 

The military saiute is said to have 
originated like the handshake as a 
formal declaration of one's inocence 
of any hostile intention. Whether 
just two fingers or a whole handful 
the salute is an ostentatious baring 
of the weapon hand to show that no 
machine guns are concealed therein. 

Tipping Hat is Sign of Trusting 
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Paper napkins, tablecloths, plates, 
wax paper and drinking cups. Just 
the thing for picnics. The Star Of- 



Baring the head is another means 
of acknowledging that one is friend- 
ly and among friends. Medieval ar- 
mored knights lowered their visors 
to leave their faces unprotected while 
with their colleagues, and entirely re- 
moved all hardware from their heads 
when in friendly company. Several 
centuries later, young gallants elevat- 
ed "uncovering" to the status of a 
flourishing sport, when doffing their 
ornate hats with the accompaniment 
; of plume waving, ribbon fluttering, 
' and bowing from the waist. More or 
less grudging reference is made to 
that elegant gesture by the current 
manly gesture of touching a forefin- 
ger, in gingerly fashion, to the hat 
brim by way of salutation, or the al- 
most obsolete custom of tipping the 
hat entirely off the head. 



originally disarming before friends 
superiors, led Tahitions to strip them- 
selves to the waist in the presence of 
their king. The same impulse which 
prompts an Occidental to remove his 
hat leads Orientals to remove their 
shoes, and off come sandals or slip- 
pers upon entering homes and pub- 
lic buildings. 

It is among men that the majority 
of set greetings have been prescribed 
since centuries of confinement to the 
home delayed women in cultivating 
a distinctive businesslike salutation 
for one another. Their usual greeting, 
especially in more effusive genera- 
tions, has been the kiss. That cus- 
tom was particularly popular between 
men of the ancient Persians. Bibli- 
cal Semites, and early Christian?. It 
is still to be observed when Greek 
meets Greek, or Latin meets Latin. 
A hearty kiss on both cheeks was con- 
ferred by French generals upon war 
heroes along with their medals. Once 
that greeting was more widely used 
in Europe for acquaintances and 
strangers alike up until the 17th cen- 
tury. A polite caller, according to 
Erasmus, started his visit by kissing 
his host, his hostess, all their chil- 
dren, and the dog and cat. 

Varia*.ons for better and for worse 
accompany the kissing custom around 
the world. Moors kiss each other 
on the shoulder. In court ceremoni- 
als in some countries of Europe, vis- 
iting sovereigns kiss one another; the 
courtier kisses the sovereigns' hands, 
or perhaps their feet or the hem of 
their garments. Children near Que- 
bec, in greeting the parish priest, 
have been seen to crook forefinger 
across thumb and make a tiny cross 
to kiss. The Tonga islander submits 
himself to his chief by touching the 
sole of his foot. 

In Samoa a kiss is a sniff. Sniff- 
ing is said to have created the prac- 
tice of rubbing noses among the Poly- 
nesians, Malays and Eskimos. 

Among the Lapps, nose-rubbing has 
been discarded since contact with civ- 
ilization, and now two men greet by 
placing one hand on the other's thoul- 
der in a half embrace. Missionaries 
have initiated the substitution of 
handshaking for such native practices 
as crouching and weeping. Motion 
pictures are said to be doing similiar 
missionary work for the practice of 
kissing. 

The friendly nod is an abbreviated 



and hasty version of one of the oldest 
and most universal forms of acknowl- 
edgement — bowing. Primitive people 
still crouch to show respect, or kneel 
and strike their foreheads on the 
earth. Mossi natives accompany a 
handclasp with a ceremony of flop- 
ping on the ground and beating their 
forearms thrice against the earth. The 
Egyptian ceremony of breathing on 
the ground wa s a form of obeisance. 
Arabians would touch the ground with 
a finger, then put it to lips and fore- 
head, thus performing an obeisance 
symbolically. In China three bows 
are made before persons of one rank, 
five bows before those of more exalted 
ranks, each person boosting the num- 
ber by a bow or two out of compli- 
ment to the other. Among the poorer 
people whose time was applied to the 
less polite question of wresting a liv- 
ing from the land, the greeting is 
simplified to a nod, accompanied by 
such wistful words as "Have you had 
your rice yet?" The Oriental salaam, 
originally a sign of surrender, is sub- 
ject to various modifications through- 
out the East, surviving in a mere In- 
clination of the head, showing re- 
spect in the degree of departure from 
the vertical. With such a variety of 
greetings, the Jagga negroes of East 
Africa have nevertheless selected an 
entirely different one to welcome a 
newborn baby into the world. They 
spit upon it four times. 



The Problem of Asphyxia

BREXNiSR PASS. BATTLEGROUND 
OF CENTURIES 



The Brenner Pass, where it is re- 
ported Italy is building extensive for- 
tifications, pierces the Austro-Italian 
border in the Tyrol, says a bulletin 
from the Washington, D. C. head- 
ouarters of the National Geographic 
Society. 

Less than a mile above sea level, 
the Brenner Pass is the lowest corri- 
dor through the Alps, and is, conse- 
ciuently. one of the busiest, continues 
the bulletin. 

Famous for Scenic Beauty 

A railway through it links lines from 
Innsbruck, Austrian terminus, and 
Bolzano. Italian city at its southern 
end. The 81-mile trip from one city 
to another is normally made in about 
four and one-half hours. 

Mountain-girt, Innsbruck is a city 
of the northland. nestling amid plum 
and apple orchards and forests of fir 
trees. Although the city has more 
than 70,0% inhabitants and has, in 
Tecent years, adopted modem cus- 
toms without disturbing its calm tem- 
po, it retains much of its picturesque 
medieval atmostphere. On its streets 
men still are seen wearing black 
shorts, embroidered belts and short 
jackets. Some women still don laced 
bodices an:', ap-ons which nearly hide 
skirts of gay tints. 

Innsbruck is only 1683 feet above 
sea level. From this city the railroad 
climbs steadily to the highest point 
in the pass near which the town of 
Brenner is situated. From there 
trains coast down to Bolzano bask- 
ing in the Italian sun at an elevation 
of only 870 feet above the sea. 

The trip through the pass south- 
ward bv rail is one of striking beau- 
ty. The railroad winds among snow- 
clad Alpine peaks, passes through a 
score of tunnels of various lengths, 
and crosses more than »i0 bridges 
spanning deep, scenic gorges. Then I 
it continues its tortuous route across 
flowery meadows, past wayside cru- 
cifixes, and houses with flower-decked 
balconies. 

Unlike Innsbruck. Bolzano is a city 
of the southland, framed in vineyards 
t,nd plantations of fig and olive and 
citrus fruit trees. 

The Brenner Pass region, though 
inhabited by a peaceful people, has 
often witnessed troop movements. For 
centuries northern invaders poured 
through the pass into Italy. While 
its walls have echoed the footfalls of 
armies they have also rung with the 
cries of fallen warriors, for the pass 
itself has been a battleground. 

Some of the world's greatest gen- 
erals have passed through Brenner. 
Memories of over 2000 years of stir- 
srtag happenings fill the pass with ro- 
mantic interest for the tourist who 
travels this way by railroad, motor 
«r with knapsack on back. 



FORBIDDING SAHARA CON- 
QUERED BY MODERN 
TR ANSPO RTS 

The world's biggest, fiercest, most 
death-dealing! Come and look at it! 
In a cage of bus lines, air lines, rail 
lines! Admission, one round-trip 
ticket. Thus may the French ad- 
vertise a new exhibit in their many- 
ringed circus of French West Africa. 
And the new catch has been that 
bitterest enemy of human life, the 
wild, the untamable, the unconquer- 
able: the Sara ha Desert. 

A French expedition has completed 
a new north-south link in the sur- 
veys for lines to carry pasengers reg- 
ularly across desert wastes which had 
been virgin solitudes until the mach- 
ine age arrived with its superhuman 
relentless energy, says a bulletin from 
the Washington, D. C, headquarters 
of the National Geographic Society. 
Buses Replace Camel Caravans 

The. new route starts at Tindouf, 
oasis on the high Dra Plateau of 
western Algeria, and plunges through 
about 800 miles of the Saraha's prime- 
val desolation to Walata, French Su- 
dan. It skirts the eastern edge of 
Mauritania. Both setlements are on 
east-west trade routes, but travel 
across the blistering vastness between 
them has previously been classified 
as an expensive way to commit su- 
icide. 

Tindouf, the northern terminus, is 
a jumping-off place for the upper 
left-hand corner of the Saraha, which 
practically blots out life across the 
top half of Africa, except for a coast- 
al border and a sprinkling of interior 
oases. Already, on several routes, 
white buses with windows curtained 
against the blinding glare of the sun 
and sand haul passengers along an- 
cient caravan trails to desert hotels 
of sunbaked mud, furnished with 
white iron beds and chairs on car- 
peted floors. 

Signposts point the way through 
geographical ovens where tempera- 
tures average somewhere around 120 
degrees by daylight and tumble at 
sunset toward the freezing point. 
Raincoats can safely be omitted from 
baggage strapped atop the buses. 
Travelers may find settlements re- 
joicing over their first rainfall in dec- 
ades. 

Route Crosses Desolate Area 

Thus mechanical progress subdues 
the desert which was formerly one of 
the greatest bariers in the world to 
human travel, pitted with doom, lit- 
tered with tradegies. Its dangers were 
braved only for the fabulous profits 
from traffic in desert gum-arabic, salt, 
dates, ostrich feathers and kola nuts 
of the Sudan, or that basic commod- 
ity of Africa's "black ivory" days — 
slaves. 

The new Tindouf-Walata route 
crosses territory which was shunned 
before, threatened as it is with the 
two greatest dangers of desert travel: 
nature in a state of utter desolation 
and human nature in the very rawest. 
Tindouf is a palm shaded oasis on a 
rocky waste of smooth sandstone, 
sloping down from the Atlas Moun- 
tains. The sandstone, only occasion- 
ally broken with a stretch of rough 
gravel, is remarkably "good-going" 
for motors. Surrounding areas are 
steppes, semi-desert stretches sup- 
porting such vegetation as clumps of 
plantain 50 or 60 yards apart, but 
hardly enough for hospitality. 

Soon enough the route crosses the 
Iguida Desert, where sand dunes 
creep stealthily forward on the 
strength of swirling winds, gradually 
obliterating waterholes and miniature 
whirlwinds lift sand skyward to form 
"waltzing jinns." The eastern edge 
of Mauritania must be crossed, in 
spite of the imperfectly subdued 
Moors, an Arab tribe that is 
proud of being a bit more cultva- 
ted than other Arabs — more liter- 
ary, more pious, quicker to aid the 
faithful, quicker to despoil the un- 
believer, quicker to evade the French 
military patrol cars from Tindouf. 
Then comes El Juf, about 375 miles 
of shallow depression in a red bowl 
of sandstone cliffs, one of the least 
penetrated parts of the Sahara. Ap- 
parently quite flat, its arid surface 
is barely broken with small dunes 
and scatered clumps of half-dead grey 
shrubs, the whole desolate solitude 
shimmering in fierce dry heat. 

Walata. the southern terminus, is 
the first habitable spot encountered 
in the journey longer than that from 
New York to Chicago. And "habita- 
ble" in Walata means less than it 
would imply outside the desert. For 
this is a population center only for 
the Tuaregs, a sturdy Berber tribe 
in which generations of contest with 
their greatest adversary — the Sahara 
—have produced a breed that is keen 
and quick, with the inhuman endur- 
ance of steel. A desert sandstorm 
is simply their substitute for a bath. 
These "People of the Veil" have de- 
veloped a technique of building com- 
plicated mud cities of houses several 
stories high with enclosed stairways, 
and roofed-over streets lined with 
cafes and shops. And they have also 
developed a technique of living in 
them. Here the women enjoy an unu- 
sual freedom, preserving traces of 
a matriarchal society. The men, fan- 
atically veiled to the eyes, are dead- 
ly fighters, although their weapons 
are crude shields of antelope hide, 
pointless swords and arm daggers. 



EVEREST GREETS CLIMBERS 
WITH CRUEL WEAPONS 



Once again man pits his skill, 
strength and will against ice-plated 
slopes, withering cold, booming winds 
and deficient oxygen in an assault on 
the world's highest mountain. Mem- 
bers of the 1936 British Mount Everest 
Expedition are now encamped almost 
within striking distance of the dread- 
ed peak's yet unattained summit, 29,- 
141 feet above the sea. 

From the highest camp 1300 feet 
below the summit, climbers will strike 
out for their goal during the brief in- 
terlude between winter gales and mon- 
soon snows, says a bulletin from the 
Washington, D. C, headquarters of 
the National Geographic Society. 
Lack of Oxygen Saps Strength 

Attempts to conquer Mount Ever- 
est have already cost 13 lives and 
many hundreds of thousands of dol- 
lars. The peak towers into oxygen- 
deficient atmosphere where the steel- 
muscled climber totters upward with 
the stumbling gait of an octogena- 
rian. Though the foothills, a few miles 
| to the south, are tropically clad in 
bamboo and rhododendron, Mount Ev- 
erest projects into eternally Arctic 
upper air. Temperatures of 20 de- 
grees below zero have been recorded 
at advance camps in June, a summer 
month. 

Between spurs and shoulders of 
Everest, rock-crushing glaciers pour 
their sluggish bulk, doomed to lose 
their identity in water on the sun- 
parched plains of Bengal or the windy 
uplands of the Tibetan plateau. Crev- 
asses, avalanches, ripping gales, and, 
always, the will-sapping altitude make 
a powerful combination to block the 
hardy "Everesters." Sheer drops of 
thousands of feet are not infrequent. 
Commoner, however, are tantalizing 
oblique rock slopes affording precar- 
ious footing where a fall cannot be 
checked and "down" means "out" 

Everest's inaccessibility has added 
j to the romance of attempts to climb 
it but has also increased the difficult- 
ies of approach. Planning and out- 
fitting for the present expedition were 
done in England, almost 9000 miles 
by the usual sea route from the goal. 
As far as Darjeeling in northern In- 
dia, 100 air-line miles from the peak, 
aproach was comparatively easy. From 
that point, 165 Sherpa and Bhotiya 
porters and> 250 transport animals 
marched 300 miles on a loop through 
Tibet to reach the peak on its most 
climable northern face. 

The load of 160 pounds of food and 
equipment for each pack animal is a 
measure of the planning, preparation 
and physical work necessary to get 
six or eight "climax climbers" into 
position for the short but excruciat- 
ing push to the top. 

Weather Conditions Decisive 

Final arbiter in the struggle will be 
the weather. At best, proper condi- 
tions for the climb obtain for only a 
few weeks of the year. When the mon- 
soon strikes, the mountain must be 
vacated. If thaws and snows come 
ahead of schedule, the fight must be 
called off. Avalanches have buried 
alive members of former expedition*. 

While planting a flag on top 
of Everest would be a stirring climax 
to years of effort human life will not 
be needlessly endangered on the pres- 
ent expedition. 

Deterioration is man's arch enemy 
on upper Everest. The term is used 
to describe the effects of combined 
cold and lack of oxygen at the higher 
levels. Deterioration is defined by the 
climbers as such a loss of physical 
strength and mental initiative that no 
amount of rest and food can make 
it up without a return to a lower ele- 
vation. 

It is a matter of dispute at what 
altitude deterioration sets in. To com- 
bat it, members of the present ex- 
pedition have undergone rigid accli- 
matization. The commissary is stocked 
with a bigger supply of energizing 
sugar (12 ounces per man per day), 
nourishing preserved eggs, hams, rum 
and other delicacies. Thus strength- 
ened from within, the climbers are al- 
so better protected from the atmos- 
phere. Oxygen starvation stems cir- 
culation, facilitates frostbite. Appar- 
atus for producing oxygen is availa- 
ble for those who want it Eider- 
down suits and self -pitching tents in- 
sure the maximum possible comfort. 
The scarcity of wood is met with larg- 
er supplies of kerosene for tent stoves. 

Climbing Everest is somewhat simi- 
lar to travel in the Arctic. On the 
mountain, however, men must over- 
come the additional hazards of pre- 
cipitous slopes, winds of vastly great- 
er velocity, low barometric pressure 
and, most trying of all, air that pro- 
vides scanty fare for human lungs. 

Everest was one of the innumerable 
snow-capped giants measured by tri- 
angulation during the Great Trigo- 
nometrical Survey of India in the mid- 
dle of the last century. A native In- 
dian, one of the computers in the sur- 
vey office, rushed in to his chief. Al- 
most inarticulate with exitement, he 
triumphantly framed the words :"Sir, 
I have discovered the highest 
tain in the world."

Park to Become Research Center 
It was through data obtained by 
Carl Akeley, famous naturalist and 
conservationalist for whom the hall 
is named, that the late Albert, King 
of the Belgians, was influenced to in- 
clude the park part of the fascinating 
Kivu District. Akeley traveled through 
the region in 1921-1922 and proposed 
making a gorilla sanctuary there. 

The park was established in 1925. 
Four years later it comprised a rela- 
tively small area of 1506 square miles 
of mountains and plains between 
Lake Kivu and Lake Edward. 

The park's area was enlarged to in- 
clude 3308 square miles last year. 
Long and narrow, the park now 
stretches from Lake Kivu north ac- 
ross the Equator toward Lake Albert. 
It includes most of the waters of Lake 
Edward, the snow-covered Ruwenzori 
peaks and an equatorial forest. The 
new portion now shelters the inter- 
esting okapi and many rare animals 
and birds not found within the old 
limits. 

First National Park in Africa 

Albert National Park was the first 
national park established in Africa. 
It also was among the world's first 
parks established for scientific pur- 
poses. It offers an ideal open-air 
laboratory in which to observe rare 
animals in natural surroundings. 

To keep the animals untamed, a 
part of the park's area has been set 
aside as a wild life retreat in which 
even scientists are not allowed. In 
1929 the park was placed under con- 
trol of a committee composed of mem- 
bers from Belgium, France, England, 
the Netherlands, Sweden and the Unit- 
ed States. Plans to make the park a 
research center include erection of 
a library, museum, laboratories and 
living quarters. 

Several important expeditions have 
been made to the park. The Carne- 
gie Institute and Yale University 
sponsored an expedition in 1929 to 
make a psychological study of the be- 
havior and habits' of the mountain g>- 
rilla. In the same year a joint ex- 
pedition of Columbia University and 
the American Museum of Natural 
History studied the gorilla's relation- 
ship to man. 

Besides gorillas, the park contains 
animal species which have been rap- 
idly becoming extinct. Secretary 
birds, hornbills, wood hoopoes and ma- 
ny other birds lure ornithologists. An- 
thropoligists are attracted by the 
park's primitive pygmy inhabitants.

Because of its luxurious appoint- 
ments and its large passenger cap- 
acity, the Hindenburg, the new Ger- | 
man zeppelin, which has just com- j 
pleted its first trans-ocean cruise from 1 
Germany to Brazil, has been dubbed 
a "flying hotel." Some of the fea- 
tures of the new giant of the air 
are described in a bulletin from the ' 
Washington, D. C. headquarters of 
the National Geographic Society. 

The Hindenburg is nearly twice the 
size of the Graf Zeppelin, former 
giant of the air, says the bulletin. ' 
Passenger quarters, located amid- | 
ship, are four times greater than ' 
those of the Graf. A promenade 163 
feet long, provided to keep the pass- ; 
engers land legs in condition during 
the flight, is enclosed with large win- ; 
dows of unbreakable glass and af- < 
fords views in -all directions. 
Can Carry Fifty Passengers 

Staterooms that provide accomo- 1 
dations for 50 passengers, and social ! 
halls are luxuriously furnished. On I 
the walls of some of the rooms are 
paintings depicting the history cm 
ing famous voyages of the Graf Zep- 
pelin. 

Saving of space and weight has 
been a chief consideration in equip- 
ping the craft. In the big lounge is 
the first aluminum grand piano ever 
built. Tables, chairs, and other fit- 
tings are of light weight material 
and so made as to take up a mini- 
mum of space. Large tables can be 
folded to transform them into small- 
er ones. 

When families or other groups re- 
quire spacious quarters, several 
rooms may be made into suites. Up- 
per berths disappear during the day 
somewhat like Pullman berths. The 
lower berths then become comfort- 
able couches. Desks and even wash- 
stands fold up. Hot and cold running 
water i3 available in every room and 
there is a complete telephone system 
extending over the ship. 

The galley or kitchen would de- 
light any modern housewife with its 
electric range, refrigerator and vent- 
ilating equipment, operated by cur- 
rent produced by two Deisel motors. 
The ship is powered by four 1200 
h. p. Deisel motors which can drive 
it more than 80 miles an hour. 

Besides passengers, the Hinden- 
burg can carry more than 10 tons 
of freight. Even light automobiles 
and airplanes can be stored in the 
"hold." 

The pilot of the Hindenburg occu- 
pies a gondola forward and entirely 
independent of the passenger quart- 
ers. A companionway links the pi- 
lot's gondola with a wireless room 
equipped with the most modern send- 
ing and receiving radio apparatus. 

The builders of the craft have 
eliminated the use of hnghly explos- 
ive fuels by the use of Deisel motors 
which use heavy petroleum. In the 
construction of the big bag, maxi- 
mum safety also has been assured. 
Cells for explosive hydrogen gas 
can be protected by a layer of he- 
lium, a non-pxplosive gas.

PORTSMOUTH TO BECOME BRIT- 
ISH EMPIRE'S LARGEST 
AIRPORT 



Seaplanes and airplanes roaring 
| over the English channel will soon 
swoop down to safe haven at Ports- 
mouth, on England's southern coast, 
for Great Britain's foremost naval 
station is shortly to become her chief 
airport. 

Langstone Harbor, east of the city 
of Portsmouth, is the site chosen, says 
a bulletin from the Washington, D. C. 
headquarters of the National Geo- 
graphic Society. 

Its narrow entrance will be closed by 
barrages, converting it into a brim- 
ming lake on which seaplanes can 
safely land. Farlington marshes on 
its north shore will be reclaimed to 
furnish a landing field for airplanes. 
Chain Once Stretched Across Harbor 
Mouth 

Between Langstone Harbor and 
Portsmouth Harbor lies Portsea Is- 
land, separated from the mainland 
by a creek. On it rises the city of 
Portsmouth, with a population of 
more than 250,000. About 70 miles 
southwest of London, Portsmouth is 
well placed to serve the Empire's 
naval needs. It harbor, protected from 
invaders by extensive fortifications, 
and from channel storms by the Isle of 
Wight to the southwest, is so safe 
for vessels that seamen often call it 
the "King's Bedchamber." Although 
the harbor itself is spacious, its mouth 
is so narrow that for centuries a 
great iron chain was stretched across 
it in war times to keep out enemy 
ships. 

The church bell that used to be 
rung whenever an incoming ship ap- 
peared would be kept busy these days 
for the harbor presents a constant 
scene of maritime activity. Against 
a background of black wharves, 
cranes, masts, colorful flags and fun- 
nels, move grey battleships, dredgers, 
and coal barges. Ferries shuttle from 
shore to shore past white yachts at 
anchor. Tugs berth huge liners, some 
to be refitted. Freighters bring cattle 
and sheep from the Isle of Wight, 
timber from the Baltic, eggs and wine 
from the continent. 

Becoming absent minded about 
one's address in Portsmouth might 
be no joke for the city is composed 
of four towns: Portsmouth, Portsea, 
Sonthsea, Landport, and across the 
harbor is Gosport. Portsmouth proper 
is the garrison town. Portsea con- 
tains the dockyard. Southsea is a 
favorite English seaside resort. In 
Landport live many workmen con- 
nected with the dockyard. 

Nelson's Flagship Preserved 

Portsmouth's flavor is distinctly 
nautical. It bristles with historic an- 
chors and captured cannon, with me- 
memtos of great sea victories and 
relics of famous naval heroes. As far 
back as 1703 some of the bells in the 
Parish Church were inscribed "God 
save our Queen, Prince, and Fleet." 
Chief buildings include naval bar- 
racks, a Navigation School, a Tor- 
pedo and Electric School, a Royal 
Sailor's Rest, and a Naval Training 
Establishment, in which floors are 
usually referred to as "decks."

HEART TO HEART TALKS 



Youth and the Church 



Many young people are impatient 
at the church for one reason and an- 
other. But this is not as it should be. 
The church needs our youth and cer- 
tainly youth needs the church. As 
Professor Robert S. Smith of the Yale 
Divinity School pointed out: 

"Young people become impatient 
at the church, become restless under 
its ceremonies whose purposes they 
do not perceive, annoyed by its dog- 
matism whose value they do not feel, 
and irritated by its sectarianism, the 
continuation of which they consider 
hostile to the spirit of Jesus. Youth 
is critical— often destructively criti- 
cal, of whatever tradition has per- 
petuated, but youth is by no means 
cynical and unreasonable as its elders 
have supposed." 

There are good churchmen in and 
out of Winchester who are impatient 
with the impatience of Youth. It must 
come off the sidelines and take part 
in the game of rebuilding the church 
in such a way that it may carry out 
the program of Christ in the modern 
world. That, in short, is the work of 
the church in which Youth must have 
a part, not in criticism, but in co-oper- 
ating.

Trooping the Color in London will 
be one of the leading ceremonies in 
the British Empire on June 23, in 
celebration of King Edward's birth- 
day. 

The ceremonies will be concentrated 
about a comparatively small inverted 
"J" extending away from Bucking- 
ham Palace, says a bulletin from the 
Washington, D. C, headquarters of 
the National Geographic Society. 

The stem of the "J" is the Mall 
and the curlicue is Whitehall, ending 
with a great flourish at the Horse 
Guards Parade. It will be lined with 
closely packed crowds, each person 
intent upon cheering a little and see- 
ing as much as his location allows of 
Trooping the Color. 

King Edward Has Participated 
Before 

In this colorful birthday tribute, an 
18th century elaboration of the Guard- 
Mounting Ceremony, the King rides 
through the Mall to Whitehall, takes 
part in the Trooping on the Horse 
Guards Parade and leads the King's 
Guard back to Buckingham Palace for 
Guard Changing and a band concert. 
King Edward will have the advantage 
of experience for in 1933 he substitut- 
ed for his father when illness pre- 
vented the latter from attending. 

Trooping the Color, originating in 
uneasy times when a display of armed 
strength had its uses, takes place 
in a neighborhood where several mon- 
arch! have profited or lost because 
of the armed strength and loyalty 
they could command— Whitehall, now 
practically the administrative center 
of the Empire. Its location was once 
covered by Whitehall Palace, which 
Henry VIII snatched from Cardinal 
Wolsey. Here Cromwell came with his 
secretary John Milton, when monarchy 
was in disfavor with the people. Here 
Charles II triumphantly restored roy- 
al rule, but from the same structure 
James II fled into exile. A tablet be- 
neath the central window of the Ban- 
queting Hall, only building surviving 
the fire in 1698, shows where Charles 
1, lacking his people's love stepped up- 
on a scaffold to be beheaded. 

Related to the vanished Whitehall 
Palace is the building of the Horse 
Guards, on the site of the older guard 
house 

Horse Guards Parade in front is the 
old tilt yard created by Henry VIII. 
More recent history has adorned it 
with equestrian statues of Field Mar- 
shals Wolseley and Roberts, a Turkish 
cannon, and the dignified shaft of the 
Guards' Memorial with a figure to 
represent each of the five regiments. 
Beyond stretches the green expanse 
of St. James Park. 

Brilliant Variety in Uniforms 
For Trooping the Color, the White- 
hall side of the Parade, from the 
aerial-crowned Admiralty to the quiet 
gardens of Downing Street, is draped 
with flags and lined with a marginal 
throng kept in place by blue-coated 
bobbies. Ladies of the royal family 
watch from windows of the Horse 
Guards. The King sits his mount 
at the Saluting Point in front. 

The Color is "Trooped" by two 
troops of the Household Cavalry and 
about 1500 men of the King's Guard. 
Originating in Cavalier friends loyal 
to Charles II through his exile, these 
famous guarusmen can boast of tradi- 
tions and uniforms that are quite 
distinctive. The Royal Horse Guards 
are known as "Blues" because of their 
blue tunics, with touches of scarlet 
in collars, cuffs and horsehair plumes 
rippling over shining helmets. The 
Life Guards ride in scarlet tunics with 
adornments of blue. Both wear white 
buskskin trousers, black boots to their 
knees, and steel cuirasses polished 
until they blaze in the sunlight. 

The Flank Companies of the Foot 
Guards represent their respective reg- 
iments. Their names are familiar 
and famous in history, poetry and 
song — Grenadier, Coldstream, Scots 
Irish and Welsh Guards. Topped by 
the well-known black bearskin bus- 
| bies, their uniform of scarlet tunic 
;and blue trousers has set military 
| fashions for years, even in musical 
comedy and regiments of toys. The 
regiments are differentiated by va- 
riations in the tiny plume of their bus- 
bies as well as the spacing of their 
buttons. 

Their massed bands initiate Troop- 
ing the Color with "God Save the 
King." They continue to play while 
the flag selected for the honor is 
"trooped," or carried slowly along the 
line of the tense regiments. 

When "The Troop" is over, the 
King reviews his guardsmen. They 
march past him, each man executing 
"eyes right" as he comes abreast 
while the King takes and gives the 
salute. Inspiring jauntiness and pride, 
• the massed bands play the regimental 
! march of each regiment as it passes 
! the King. This "March Past" is a 
' double ceremony, taking place first 
| in slow, then in quick time — intricate 
1 marching maneuvers decorating the 
Parade with constantly evolving geo- 
metrical figures, colors flashing, steel 
dazzling, horses and men fitting per- 
fectly into the complicated patern. 

Then the Parade is suddenly still. 
The King and his escort swing into 
the lead. .The massed bands strike 
up the "Blue Devils." Companies 
wheel, lines spread out. The procession 
moves between shouting crowds 
along the Mall to Buckingham Palace, 
where the Guard is changed and the 
throngs are treated to a half-hour 
concert by the Rebimental bands.

ly exceedingly unpleasant for swim- 
mers, but can be positively dangerous, 
particularly if a bather should chance 
to go down.

So far there has been neith- 
er trouble nor serious accident at the 
beach, but unfortunately we cannot be 
sure that such good fortune will always 
prevail. In case of accident or trou- 
ble under existing conditions it would 
at best be some minutes before the 
nearest telephone could be reached, and 
if the family owning it chanced to be 
absent from home, it would be consid- 
erably longer before assistance could 
be summoned. Finally some sort of 
sanitary provisions should be made at 
the beach before another year, and 
this matter is one which the authori- 
ties may well give careful atten- 
tion. The beach is giving much pleas- 
ure to many youngsters and adults 
who spend their summers in Win- 
chester.

Washlngton Is taking calmly the 
President's recent appointment of a 
three-man commission to study a pro- 
posed reorganisation of the executive 
branch of the Government The execu- 
tive branch alone employs more than 
800,000 men and women and thirty new 
bureaus have been added under the 
Roosevelt administration. Since the 
time the other President Roosevelt was 
In the White House there have been 
similar reform proposals. Nothing has 
ever come of them except the transfer 
of two bureaus In the administration 
of President Coolldge. The need for 
reform Is conceded to be most urgent 
at this time but past experience has 
mnde Washington observers skeptical. 

President Roosevelt In letters to Sen- 
ate and House leaders said he had 
talked over the reorganization plan as 
early as last October and nsked Con- 
gressional committees to cooperate 
with the three-man commission he has 
appointed. When an effort was made 
in the House Immediately to carry out 
the President s request for the appoint- 
ment of Its committee Representative 
Snell objected to haste. He said Mr. 
Roosevelt had had three years to un- 
dertake such a reorganization. The 
resolution was referred to a committee. 
Those 1932 Pledges. 
Citizens of short memories may have 
forgotten that this subject was dis- 
cussed In the Ill-fated Democratic plat- 
form of 1932. In that document was 
the following plank : 

"We advocate an Immediate and dras- 
tic reduction of governmental expendi- 
tures by abolishing useless commis- 
sions and oftices, consolidating depart- 
ments and bureaus and eliminating ex- 
travagance to accomplish a saving of 
not less than 25 per cent In the cost 
of Federal Government." 

Since that solemn covenant, later re- 
inforced by the personal pledge of Mr. 
Roosevelt, the national deficit has been 
Increased by more than ten billion 
dollars. Expenditures of "regular" 
branches of the Government as well as 
the "emergency" expenditures went to 
new all-time highs. Instead of drop- 
ping bureaus overboard the administra- 
tion took on thirty more spending or- 
ganizations. 

No Need to Wait. 
Critics of the trend toward bureauc- 
racy In Washington point out that Mr. 
Roosevelt does not need the aid of a 
commission to accomplish a great Im- 
provement in the executive branch. He 
could Immediately cut off thousands 
of employees. Inconsistency Is also 
charged to the present urge toward re- 
form In view of the recent beatings the 
civil service law has been taking In the 
President's large assortment of bu- 
reaus. Men and women still are being 
employed in large numbers without re- 
gard to civil service laws. 

President Roosevelt has explained 
that the "emergency" makes It neces- 
sary to till places quickly and there Is 
no time for merit examinations. Law- 
rence Sullivan, able Washington writer, 
brought out the fact recently that 43 
per cent of the employees of the ex- 
ecutive branch are exempt from civil 
service. Four years ago only 19.2 per 
cent of employees were exempt from 
the merit laws.

Twenty 
five districts have gained over the 
figures submitted in 1934-35 while 27 
have lost ground. One district, the 
47th, has remained stationary with a 
percentage of 87.66. Our own district 
with a percentage of 83.42 has gained 
33 per cent over the previous year. 

We note that the.e is a proposition 
afoot to crystalize the service club 
movement into an American organi 
zation exclusively. It will be inex 
pedient for Rotary to support this 
plan since Rotary has spread into 
most of the civilized regions of the 
globe. The number of Rotary Clubs 
outside of North America is rapidly- 
approaching the number established 
in this continent. International Serv- 
ice is one of the pillars of Rotary; Ro- 
tarians believe that it should be, to 
the greatest possible extent, homo- 
geneous. 

In continuation of the arangement 
instituted in a recent letter relative to 
information concerning Rotary for 
the benefit of non-Rotarians, we pre- 
sent the following: 

The first Rotary Club in the world 
was formed in Chicago, Feb. 23, 1905 
by Paul Harris, a lawyer, who sug- 
gested the form of organization to 
three friends, and with them insti- 
tuted the first club. Three years lat- 
er a Chicago Rotarian told the story 
in San Francisco and the second club 
came into being. Since then progress 
has been steady.

Search for the remains of the ear- 
liest human beings in North America, 
believed to be Mongoloid ancestors 
of the American Indian, who migrated 
across Bering Strait from Asia, will 
be conducted in Alaska this summer 
by a joint expedition of the National 
Geographic Society and the Smithso- 
nian Institute. 

The expedition also will excavate 
old village sites of prehistoric Eski- 
mos who came to North America from 
Asia much later than the original 
arrivals, and who were the forerun- 
ners of the Eskimos of today. Bur- 
ied vilages and refuse heaps left by 
these ancient Eskimos, preserved for 
centuries in the perpetually frozen 
soil, are widespread in northern 
Alaska. 

Leader is Authority on Eskimo 
Culture 

Many scientists are of the opinion 
that North and South America must 
have been populated originally by 
Asiatics who crossed Bering Strait to 
Alaska, many centuries before Christ; 
but so far no relics nor remains of 
these ancient immigrants have been 
found. 

The project will be known as the 
National Geographic Society-Smith- 
sonian Institution Archeological Ex- 
pedition to the Bering Sea. Its lead- 
er will be Henry B. Collins, Jr., of 
the Smithsonian Institution, who al- 
ready has spent four seasons doing 
archeological work in the Bering Sea 
region, and who is an authority on the 
history and culture of the Eskimo. 

This spring Mr. Collins won the 
gold medal and a prize of 1000 kro- 
ner awarded by the Royal Danish 
Academy of Sciences and Letters for 
his studies on the origin of the Eski- 
mo. Assisting him on the expedi- 
tion will be James A. Ford, of Louis- 
iana State University, who has done 
considerable archeological work in the 
Arctic, and Harrison Prindle, a re- 
cent graduate of Duke University. 
Eskimos will be employed to assist in 
the excavations. 

The expedition left Washington 
May 20, and will arrive in Alaska in 
June. Its headquarters will be at 
Cape Prince of Wales, westernmost 
point of North America, only 55 miles 
across Bering Strait from the main- 
land of Asia. The party will excavate 
both along the Bering Sea coast and 
on one of the Diomede Islands in Ber- 
ing Strait, 30 miles from the Asiatic 
coast, which is under American sov- 
ereignty. The other of the Diomedes, 
23 miles from Asia, belongs to the 
U. F, S. R. The International Date 
Line passes between the American and 
Russian Diomedes. 

Mr. Collins and other archeologists 
have reconstructed roughly the whole 
story of the Eskimos development in 
North America and the Bering Sea 
region, pushing back the time of his

The cir- 
cular central building, pinched up to 
a glass peak in the middle and topped 
with a colossal statue of Fame, was 
flanked by twin square minarets half 
as high as the Washington Monu- 
ment. In front, a terraced park 
sloped down to the river, ornamented 
with cascades splashing into a central 
basin and studded with huge statues 
of a horse, a bull, a rhinoceros, and 
an elephant, and figures representing 
Water and Air.

If the flags of the President, Vice 
President and the Cabinet members

It was not until Feb. 7 that the 
Vice President was granted an offi- 
cial flag, and the Secretary of Agri- 
culture has never had one, says a bul- 
letin from the Washington, D. C, 
headquarters of the National Geo- 
graphic Society. 

The Vice President's personal ban- 
ner is like the President's with blues 
and whites reversed.

Secretary of Navy's Flag Next in 
Age to President's 
The president has had four flags. 
Gideon Welles, Secretary of the Na- 
vy established the first of these dis- 
tinguishing banners in 1805. The 
next year Secretary Welles author- 
ized the flag which, except from 
1870 to 1876 has been used by the 
Secretary of the Navy. It is not 
known who designed this flag, with its 
white "fouled" anchor in the center 
and its white stars in each of the 
four corners. 

The Secretary of War's flag was 
authorized in 1897 by order ot the 
Adjutant General's Office. It is scar- 
let with a white star in each corner 
and the coat of arms of the United 
States in the center. 

When a separate portfolio was cre- 
ated for the Secretary of Labor m 
1913, the Secretary of Commerce re- 
tained the old flag of the combined 
departments, changing only the shield. 
The present Commerce flag is blue, 
with a white star in each corner. In 
the center is a white shield, bearing 
a three-masted vessel .*t the top and 
ajighthouse at the bottom. 

fne Department of Labor adopted 
a flag designed by its Secretary, Wil- 
liam B. Wilson. It is white, with the 
seal of the Department in the center 
and a blue star in each of the four 
corners. It is considered ti.e 'De- 
partment Flag" rather than the per- 
sonal banner of the Secretary, and the 
four stars in the corners are said to 



represent the four bureaus within the 
Department. 

Seven Stars for Interior Department's 
Work 

Franklin J. Lane, Secretary of the 
Interior, and Dr. Gilbert Grosvenor, 
President of the National Geographic 
Society, designed the first Interior 
flag in 1917. The present flag is light 
blue, as contrasted with the "Navy 
blue" ordinarily used in the United 
States flags, with the departmental 
seal showing a buffalo in the center. 
The three stars across the top and 
the four stars across the bottom of 
the flag represent the seven princi- 
pal activities of the Department. 

It was Postmaster General Will 
Hays who, in 1921, proposed a flag 
for the Post Office Department, but 
the actual design was suggested by 
Miss Alice B. Sanger, an employee. 
This flag has a blue field with a white 
star in each of its four corners. The 
Post Office seal, a "post horse in 
speed, with mail bags and rider," is 
shown in the center. 

The Secretary of State was given 
a flag designed by the Navy Depart- 
ment and approved by Executive Or- 
der in 1920. In 1933 a new Execu- 
tive Order changed the flag slightly. 
It is now blue with the coat of arms 
of the United States in the center 
and a white star in each corner. 

The designs of the new flags for 
the Secretary of State, the Attorney 
General, and the Postmaster Gener- 
al were executed by Mr. A. E. Du- 
bois, of the Quartermaster General's 
Office. 

The Attorney General's flag was 
designed upon sugegstions made by 
Attorney General William D. Mitch- 
ell and a group of friends. It is blue 
with a white star in each corner. The 
center bears the arms shown on the 
Department of Justice seal. 

The flag of the Secretary of the 
Treasury was in use in 1917 when 
the National Geographic Society pub- 
lished its first flag number. It is be- 
lieved that a fire in 1920 destroyed 
records which would show the name 
of the designer and the first use made 
of the flag, it is blue, with a circle 
of thirteen white stars surrounding 
two fouled anchors.

ECLIPSE BRINGS KUSTANAI 
SPOTLIGHT 



Kustanai's Chamber of Commerce — 
if it has one — should bow to Mother 
Nature. A few months ago that Si- 
berian town, rising out of the prai- 
ries, 200 miles east of the Ural moun- 
tains, was little known. 

Then scientists of the National Geo- 
graphic Society — Georgetown Univer- 
sity Eclipse Expedition, intent on 
studying the eclipse of the sun on 
June 19th (June 18th E.S.T.)) sought 
the most convenient spot in its path 
from which to make their observa- 
tions and photographs. Kustanai was 
selected. 

Expedition Arouses Curiosity 

Kustanai is in the direct path of the 
eclipse which will cause semi-dark- 
ness over a 50 mile belt from the Med- 
iterranean, across Turkey, Siberia 
and northern Japan. The total eclipse 
will last but two minutes, but scien- 
tists believe that data to be obtained 
from its study is well worth travel- 
ing half way around the world to ob- 
tain. 

The town's 28,000 inhabitants had 
their curiosity aroused when the ex- 
pedition arrived last month. The Yan- 
kee screw driver was a strange tool to 
them and the tons of scientific para- 
phernalia awed them. Even native 
guards, employed to protect the in- 
struments and cameras from hordes of 
curious citizens, too were intrigued 
by the "gadgets" as they were lifted 
from their packing cases. One guard 
spent 20 minutes examining wrench- 
es packed in a metal case. 

While Americans have not found 
Kustanai's climate unpleasant, the 
town otherwise is quite a contrast to 
Washington, "home town" of the ex- 
pedition members. It is without sew- 
eiage and running water, and its few 
modern schools and business build- 
ings only slightly relieve the monot- 
ony of i+a streets almost entirely 
flankec' w.th mud-chinkeu log houses 
and ail »oe huts. 

Kustanai's greatest scourge, how- 
ever, i3 dust. Streets in some places 
lie under four inches of it so pedes- 
trians wear boots for protection. 
Horses and cattle drawing wagons or 
being driven through the streets kick 
up the fine earth continually while 
trucks and passenger cars leave a 
thick cloud in their wake. And now 
and then strong winds from the near- 
by prairies bring dust clouds that all 
but obliterate the town from view. 

Before the Revolution, Kustanai had 
a large church and two mosques. Now 
the church building is a granary; one 
of the mosques is a motion picture 
theatre, and the other has been 
stripped of its ornate interior and left 
more or less in ruin.

In connection with the reconstruc- 
tion of Washington street the Board 
has given careful consideration to 
the matter of some seven trees along 
Leonard Field, and as much as it de- 
plores having to have these trees 
touched, it has reached the conclusion 
that tf the street is to be widened 
and straightened as intended, these 
trees will have to be removed. How- 
ever, it has instructed the highway 
department to collaborate with the 
park department in replacing the 
trees with others of as large a size 
as feasible, so located as not to in- 
terfere with the proper widening of 
the street. In studying this matter 
the Board found that several of the 
trees which are to be removed are 
no longer in a healthy condition. 

As a further part of the work on 
Washington street, the Board has ap- 
proved a widening on the westerly 
side beginning at Swanton street and 
continuing southerly to a point op- 
posite Park road. This widening to 
permit additional parking facilities 
in front of the block of stores will 
consist in reducing the width of a 
very wide sidewalk which is located 
on land owned by the town.

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Traffic Regulations 

The Selectmen of the Town of Winchester 
acting: under the authority conferred by Section 
22 of Chapter 40 of the General Laws and by vir- 
tue of any and every other enabling: power do 
hereby make, adopt, and establish the following: 
rules and orders for the regulation of carriages 
and vehicles used in said town and special regu- 
lations as to the use of motor vehicles upon par- 
ticular or certain ways therein, hereinafter re- 
ferred to collectively as "rules." 

These rules are adopted with the intent that 
each of them shall have force and effect separate- 
ly and independently of every other except in so 
far as by express reference or necessary implica- 
tion any rule or any part of a rule is made depen- 
dent upon another rule or part thereof. 

The provisions of these rules so far as they 
are the same as those of any existing rules, or- 
ders, or regulations heretofore made by the Se- 
lectmen of Winchester shall be construed as a 
continuation thereof but all other existing: rules, 
orders, and regulations so made for the regulation 
of carriages and vehicles except such as have been 
adopted under and in compliance with section 18 
of Chapter 90 of the General Laws are hereby ex- 
pressly repealed, provided, however, that such 
repeal shall not affect any punishment or penal- 
ty imposed or any complaint or prosecution pend- 
ing at the time of the repeal for an offense com- 
mitted under any of said rules, orders, or regula- 
tions hereby repealed. 

ARTICLE I 

Title and Definitions 

Section 1. The title of these rules, orders, 
and regulations shall be "Traffic Regulations of 
the Town of Winchester". 

i 

Section 2. Wherever in these rules the fol- 
lowing terms are used, they shall have the 
meanings respectively ascribed to them in this 
section, unless a different meaning is clearly ap- 
parent from the context. 

BUS OR MOTOR BUS^Any motor vehicle 
operated upon a public way for the carriage of 
passengers for hire, indiscriminately receiving 
and discharging passengers along the route on 
which the vehicle is operated, or transporting pas- 
sengers for hire as a business between fixed and 
regular termini. 

BUS STOP — An area in any street, square 
or other public place, set apart and designated 
as such by the Selectmen, in which buses or other 
licensed motor vehicles may stop to receive or 
discharge passengers. 

CROSSWALK— That portion of a roadway 
ordinarily included within the prolongation or 
connection of curb lines and property lines at in- 
tersections, or any portion of a roadway clearly 
indicated for pedestrian crossing by lines on the 
road surface or by other markings or signs. 

DRIVER OR OPERATOR— Any person driv- 
ing or operating a vehicle as denned herein or a 
person riding or directing the movement of one 
of more animals. 

EMERGENCY VEHICLE— Vehicles of the 
Fire and Police Departments, ambulances, and 
emergency vehicles of federal, state and munici- 
pal departments, and emergency vehicles of pub- 
lic service cornorations when responding to an 
emergency of a public nature. 

HACKNEY CARRIAGE STAND— An area 
in a way designated by the Selectmen and marked 
or signed as such wherein licensed hackney car- 
riages may stand while waiting for passengers. 

INTERSECTION— The space at the cross- 
ing of ways common to both of them, or the space 
in a way between the extended lines of the curb- 
ings or the exterior lines, if there are no curbings, 
of another way which meets but does not cross it. 

OFFICER — Any officer or official authorized 
by law to direct, control or regulate traffic who is 
in uniform or has his badge of office displayed up- 
on the left breast of his outer garment. 

OFFICIAL CURB MARKING— That portion 
of a curbing painted by authority of the Select- 
men for the purpose of indicating a place in which 
parking is prohibited or restricted and which has 
the written approval of the Department of Pub- 
lic Works of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts. 

OFFICIAL STREET MARKING — Any 
painted line, legend, marking or marker of any 
description painted or placed upon any way by 
authority of the Selectmen which purports to di- 
rect or regulate traffic and which has the written 
approval of the Department of Public Works of 
the Commonwealth of Massachusetts. 

OFFICIAL TRAFFIC SIGNALS— All sig- 
nals consistent with these rules and which con- 
form to the standards prescribed by the Depart- 
ment of Public Works of the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts, placed or erected by authority of 
a public body or official having jurisdiction, for 
of directing or warning traffic. 



OFFICIAL TRAFFIC SIGNS— All signs, 
markings and devices, other than signals, consis- 
tent with these rules and which conform to the 
standards prescribed by the Department of Public 
Works of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, 
placed or erected by authority of a public body or 
official having jurisdiction, for the purpose of 
guiding, directing or warning traffic. 

ONE-WAY STREETS — Streets or parts of 
streets established by the Selectmen as such, up- 
on which vehicular traffic may move only in the 
direction indicated in the rule relating thereto or 
in any regulation made by the Selectmen after 
these rules shall have become effective. 

PARK— To stand or cause the standing of a 
vehicle, whether occupied or not, otherwise than 
temporarily for the purpose of and while actually 
engaged in loading or unloading, or in obedience 
to an officer or an official traffic sign or signal, or 
while making emergency repairs or, if disabled, 
while arrangements are being made to move such 
vehicle. 

PEDESTRIAN— Any person afoot or riding 
on a conveyance moved by human power, except 
bicycles or tricycles. 

RAILROAD CROSSING— Any intersection 
of ways with a railroad right-of-way. 

ROADWAY— That portion of a street or 
highway between the regularly established curb 
lines or that part, exclusive of slopes known as 
shoulders, improved and intended to be used for 
vehicular traffic. 

SAFETY ZONE — Any area or space set aside 
within a roadway for the exclusive use of pedes- 
trians and which is indicated by signs, lines, or 
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markings, having the written 
partment of Public 



of Massachusetts. 
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SIDEWALK— That portion of a street or 
highway parallel with the roadway set aside for 

STREET— The entire area between property 
lines of every way established for or open to pub- 
lic use for purposes of travel. 



TAXICAB STAND — An area in a way des- 
ignated by the Selectmen and marked or signed 
as such as a place wherein licensed taxicabs may 
stand while waiting for passengers. 

TRAFFIC— Pedestrians, ridden or herded 
animals, vehicles, and other conveyances, either 
singly or together, while using any street for the 
purpose of travel. 

TRAFFIC CONTROL AREA— Any area 
along any way, other than an intersecting way, 
at which drivers are to be controlled by traffic 
control signals. 

TRAFFIC CONTROL SIGNAL— Any de- 
vice using colored lights which conforms to the 
standards prescribed by the Department of Pub- 
lic Works of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, 
whether manually, electrically or mechanically 
operated, by which traffic may be alternately di- 
rected to stop and to proceed. 

TRAFFIC ISLAND— Any area or space 
set aside, within a roadway, tor the purpose of 
separating vehicular traffic, and which is not to 
be used by vehicles. 

VEHICLE— Every device in, upon or by 
which any person or property is or may be trans- 
ported or drawn upon a street or highway, except 
devices used exclusively upon stationary rails or 
tracks. 

WAY — The entire area between property 
lines of every way established for or open to pub- 
lic use for purposes of travel. 

ARTICLE II 

Authority and Duties of Police 

Section. 1. ENFORCEMENT OF RULES— 
Officers to Direct Traffic— It shall be the duty of 
the police department to enforce these rules. 
Regular members of the police department and 
special police officers assigned to traffic duty by 
the Chief of Police and constables and members 
of the fire department authorized by him to per- 
form traffic duty are hereby authorized to direct, 
control, and regulate all traffic in person or by 
means of visible or audible signal, in conformance 
with these rules, and in the event of a fire or oth- 
er emergency any police officer or any member of 
the fire department may direct, control, or regu- 
late traffic as conditions may require, to prevent 
congestion of traffic and to avert danger to per- 
sons, notwithstanding the provisions of these 
rules. 

Section 2. TEMPORARY CLOSING OF 
STREETS TO TRAFFIC AND TO PARKING— 
The Chief of Police is hereby authorized in any 
existing or impending emergency, to temporarily 
close to traffic or to temporarily prohibit parking 
on any street or way or part thereof and to move 
or cause to be moved any vehicle parked contrary 
to such prohibition. 

Section 3. OBEDIENCE TO OFFICERS— 
No person shall wilfully fail or refuse to comply 
with any lawful order or direction of an officer 
as defined in Article I, relating to the direction, 
control or regulation of traffic. Any person acting 
in conformity with any such order or direction 
shall be relieved from the observance of any pro- 
vision of these rules with which it conflicts. 

Section 4. EXEMPTIONS— Drivers while 
actually engaged in work upon a streec or high- 
way closed to travel or under construction or re- 
pair, officers when engaged in the performance of 
public duties, drivers of emergency vehicles while 
operating in an emergency and in performance of 
a public duty shall be exempt from the operation 
of these rules to the extent that the nature of 
their work or duties requires a departure there- 
from. This exemption shall not, however, protect 
the driver of any vehicle from the consequences 
of a reckless disregard of the safety of others. 

ARTICLE III 
Traffic Signs, Signals, Markings and Zones 

Section 1. TRAFFIC SIGNS AND SIGNALS 

(a) The Superintendent of Streets is hereby 
authorized and it shall be his duty, to place and 
maintain or cause to be placed and maintained all 
official traffic signs, signals and markings required 
under these rules and all safety zones and other 
zones established by the Selectmen in accordance 
therewith. All such signs, signals, markings and 
zones shall conform to the standards precribed by 
the Department of Public Works of the Common- 
wealth of Massachusetts. 

(b) Sections 3 to 6 inclusive of Article IV re- 
lating to paking, shall be effective as to any area 
in a street between intersecting streets only while 
a sufficient number of official signs are erected and 
maintained therein indicating the provision of said 
sections relating thereto and so located as to be 
easily visible to approaching drivers. 

(c) The provisions of Article V relating to 
one-way streets shall be effective as to any such 
street only while official signs are maintained at 
every entrance thereto and exit therefrom, from 
or to intersecting ways, sufficient in number and 
so placed that at least one sign will be clearly vis- 
ible for a distance of at least seventy-five (75) 
feet to drivers approaching any such entrance or 
exit 

Section 2. DISPLAY OF UNAUTHORIZED 
SIGNS, SIGNALS AND MARKINGS PROHIB- 
ITED — No person shall place, maintain or dis- 
play upon or in view of any street any unofficial 
device, sign, signal, curb marking or street mark- 
ing which purports to be or is an imitation of 
or resembles an official traffic device, sign, sig- 
nal, curb marking or street marking or which 
purports to direct the movement of traffic or 
which obscures any official sign, signal, marking 
or device. The Chief of Police is hereby empow- 
ered to remove or cause to be removed every such 
prohibited sign, signal, marking or device without 
notice to any person. 

Section 3. INTERFERENCE WITH SIGNS, 
SIGNALS AND MARKINGS PROHIBITED— 
Any person who wilfully defaces, injures, moves, 
obstructs or interferes with any official traffic 
sign, signal or marking shall be liable to a penal- 
ty not exceeding twenty (20) dollars for each of- 
fense. 

Section 4. MEANING OF TRAFFIC WHIS- 
TLES — Signals by whistles used by any officer in 
directing traffic shall have the following mean- 
ings: 

(a) One blast of a whistle at an intersection 
shall indicate that all moving vehicular traffic is 
to come to a stop during which pedestrians may 
cross the street. 

(b) Two blasts of a whistle followed by a 
warning hand signal shall indicate termination of 
the pedestrian crossing interval and vehicular

(c) Three or more blasts of a whistle shall in- 
dicate the approach of an authorized emergency 
vehicle, when both vehicular and pedestrian traffic 
shall immediately stop or proceed as directed by

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ARTICLE IV 

Stopping, Standing, and Parking 

Section 1. GENERAL PROHIBITION. No 
person shall park or stop or stand any vehicle, 
whether for the purpose of loading or unloading 
or for any other purpose, except temporarily when 
necessary to avoid conflict with other vehicles or 
with pedestrians or to comply with a command 
of an officer or an indication of a traffic sign or 
signal: — 

(a) Within an intersection. 

(b) Within the space at an intersection in- 
indicated by official curb markings, or, if 
there are no official curb markings, with- 
in 20 feet of an intersecting way. 

(c) Upon any cross-walk or any sidewalk. 

(d) Between an established safety zone and 
the adjacent curb or within 20 feet of a 
Ptint on the curb immediately opposite 
either end of a safety zone. 

(e) In front of, or within, 15 feet of the ex- 
tended line of either sidewall of a fire 
station. 

(f ) Upon any street or way within 10 feet of 
a fire hydrant. 

(g) Upon any street or way so as to obstruct 
a private road or driveway. 

(h) Upon a railroad bridge or any approach 
thereto. 

(i) Beside or opposite any street excavation 
or obstruction when such stopping, 
standing or parking would obstruct 
traffic. 

(j) Upon any roadway where the parking of 
a vehicle will not leave a clear and un- 
obstructed space thereon at least 10 
feet wide for passing vehicles and a 
clear and unobstructed view of such ve- 
hicles for a distance of 200 feet in each 
direction upon such roadway. 
Any vehicle parked in violation of any pro- 
vision of this section may be moved by or under 
the direction of an officer. 

Section 2. PARKING CLOSE TO CURB, 
OBSTRUCTION BY PARKING — Except in 
streets or parts of streets marked or signed for 
angle parking and except as otherwise provided 
by these rules, or when necessary in obedience 
to a traffic sign or signal or the direction of an 
officer, no person shall stop, stand, or park any 
vehicle in a roadway in any other manner than 
parallel with the edge thereof, headed in the di- 
rection of traffic, and with both right wheels of 
the vehicle within one (1) foot of the edge of the 
roadway or curb. 

Section 3. PARKING PROHIBITED ON 
CERTAIN STREETS— Parking is hereby pro- 
hibited at any time upon certain streets and 
parts of streets as follows: 

ARLINGTON STREET— Northerly and 
easterly sides between Cambridge Street and 
Swan Road. 

CHURCH STREET— Southerly side, on or 
within 15 feet of the cross walk at the Wy- 
man School. 

Southerly side between the railroad loca- 
tion and a point 105 feet westerly thereof. 

CONVERSE PLACE— Easterly side be- 
tween Mount Vernon Street and the angle 
in the way. 

DIX STREET— Northerly end, northerly 
and westerly side between Glengarry Road 
and Church Street. 

ELM STREET— Both sides, within a dis- 
tance of 75 feet from either end. 

ELMWOOD AVENUE — Northerly and 
westerly sides. 

LORING AVENUE— Both sides within a 
distance of 50 feet from Swanton Street. 

MAIN STREET— Easterly side within a 
distance of 40 feet southerly from Swanton 
Street. 

MOUNT VERNON STREET— Southerly 
side between the bridge and a point 61 feet 
from Converse Place. 

MYRTLE STREET— Southerly side with- 
in a distance of 50 feet from Washington 
Street. 

NORWOOD STREET— Westerly side be 
tween Church Street and Lagrange Street. 

RAILROAD AVENUE— Westerly side. 

SWANTON STREET— Northerly side be- 
tween Main Street and the Aberjona River 
bridge. 

THOMPSON STREET— Easterly side. 

VINE STREET — Both sides between Main 
Street and the intersection of Wedge Pond 
Road. 

Easterly side from Park Street southerly to 
the angle in the way. 

WASHINGTON STREET— Easterly side 
between Francis Circuit and Mount Vernon 
Street 

WINCHESTER PLACE— Easterly side. 
WINTHROP STREET — Southerly side 
within 75 feet of Washington Street. 

Section 4. LIMITED PARKING— Parking 
is hereby prohibited on certain streets or parts of 
streets at certain times as follows:

Police Chief William H. Ropers, 
as the result of traffic conditions 
which he noted in the center last Sat- 
urday evening, has issued orders to 
the Department's Lieutenant to take 
periodic visits to the square to ob- 
serve whether serious violations of 
the traffic rules are being corrected 
by the officers in charge. Traffic 
conditions have of course been badly 
affected by the condition of Thomp- 
son street, but even when that open 
air garage is caring for cars there 
are abuses of parking privilege 
which can and should be corrected. 
There is seldom excuse for the dou- 
ble parking of private cars or for 
parking in bus stops. The Eastern 
Massachusetts Street Railway has 
had complaints from its patrons that 
they have to fight their way through 
traffic to reach the bus which gen- 
erally stops in the middle of the 
street. The company's answer is that 
seldom is it possible for its operators 
to drive into bus stops in the square. 
Selfishness is at the bottom of most 
traffic trouble, though there is of 
course the motorist who just has to 
flout all authority and do as he (or 
she) happens to wish. There are 
few motorists so infirm as to be un- 
able to walk the short distance ne- 
cessary to park their machines prop- 
erly and yet reach the shop at which 
thev wish to trade. The Star is in- 
clined to hope that the authorities 
"crack down" upon those selfish or 
arrogant motorists who defy regula- 
tions and who in following the dic- 
tates of their own sweet will, make 
it hard, not only for the Police but 
for the great majority of careful 
drivers who want to do the right 
thing. 



WANTED TO SLEEP IN CHURCH 



Undoubtedly many have wanted 
to sleep in church upon occasion. In ! 
olden times the Puritan fathers had 
to cope with this problem and ef- 
fectively prevented slumber during I 
worship by commissioning the "tith- i 
ing man" to rap the would-be sleep- 
er roundly upon the poll with the 
knobbly end of a hard-wood stick. 
Since those historic days divers 
authorities have been on the alert 
to prevent slumberously inclined 
members of the congregation from 
using the church as an abode of rest. 

So it can easily be seen that Pa- 
trolman John H. Boyle of the Police 
Department had precedent and some- 
thing in the way of outright action 
on his side when shortly before 1 
o'clock Monday morning his atten- 
tion was called to the figure of a man 
earnestly endeavoring to gain access 
to the Christian Science Church on 
Mt. Vernon street.

(b) No person shall park any vehicle for 
more than three (3) hours between the hours of 
8 a. m. and 6 p. m. in any of the following streets 
or parts of streets: 

COMMON STREET— Northerly and west- 

Section 6. STANDING FOR LOADING OR 
UNLOADING — No operator shall stop, stand, or 
park any vehicle, except while receiving or dis- 
charging passengers, at any curb adjacent to the 
reservation side of a park or parkway, or at any 
•entrance, other than a service entrance, of a 
school, church, theatre, apartment house, hospital, 
railroad station, oublic building, or any place of 
public assembly. 

Section 7. LOADING ZONES— No driver 
shall stop, stand or park any vehicle in any load- 
ing zone or in front of any loading platform ex- 
cept that passenger vehicles may stand for not 
more than five (5) minutes continuously for the 
receiving or discharging of passengers, and com- 
mercial vehicles may stand for not more than 
twenty (20) minutes continuously for the loading 
or unloading of merchandise or materials. 

Section 8. NIGHT PARKING PROHIBITED 

— No vehicles except those of physicians, nurses 
©r clergymen while in actual attendance upon the 
sick, shall be parked on any street for a period 
of time longer than one (1) hour between the 
bours of 1 o'clock a. m.and 7 o'clock a. m. of any 



Section 9. ANGLE PARKING— The Select- 
men may designate parts of streets as areas in 
which the parking of vehicles at an angle may be 
permitted and cause the same to be marked or 
signed therefor by official signs. In areas so des- 
ignated and marked or signed for angle parking 
vehicles shall be parked with one wheel within 
twelve inches of the curb, at the angle thereto in- 
dicated by such offvial signs and so that all four 
•wneels of the vehicle are within the lines painted 
-upon the street therefor. 

Section 10. RESTRICTED USE OF CER- 
TAIN STREETS— Between the hours of 9 a. m. 
and 5:30 p. m. in the following streets or parts of 
streets there shall be no delivery or collection of 
<r«al, fuel, oil, ice, barrels, kegs, empty cases or 
boxes; nor the collection of garbage, refuse or 
waste materials; nor the collection or delivery of 
goods or materials of any kind which requires a 
vehicle being backed to the curb, except in an 
emergency, and then only as authorized by the 
Chief of Police, covering one day's delivery or col- 
lection : 

CHURCH STREET, between School Street 
and Main Street;

WINCHESTER PLACE. 

Section 11. PARKING VEHICLES TO 
SELL THEREFROM PROHIBITED— No person 
ill stand or stop any vehicle upon any public 
in the town for the purpose of selling or of- 
_ for sale any food, beverage or goods, wares 
or merchandise therein or therefrom. 

This section, however, shall not prevent the 
stopping of vehicles of hawkers and pedlers at 
■dwelling houses for the purpose of selling goods, 
wares, or merchandise to occupants thereof in 
accordance with the provisions of Chapter 101 
of the General Laws and regulations made under 
authority thereof. 

Section 12. PARKING OF VEHICLES FOR 
CERTAIN PURPOSES PROHIBITED— No per- 
son shall stand or park a vehicle upon any high- 
way for the purpose of there displaying it for 
sale, washing, greasing or repairing the same ex- 
cept for repairs necessitated by an emergency. 

Section 13. PARKING ON BUS AND 
HACKNEY CARRIAGE STANDS— No person 
other than drivers of vehicles to which bus stands 
and hackney carriage stands have been assigned 
shall park any vehicle thereon while such stands 
are marked or signed as such and drivers of buses 
and hackney carriages shall not park or stand 
their vehicles in any place except as has been so 
" therefor. 



Section 14. UNLIGHTED PARKING— In 
accordance with section 7 of Chapter 90 of the 
^General Laws, vehicles while parked in any of 
the following streets or parts of streets need dis- 
y no lights: 
CHURCH STREET, between School Street 
nd Main Street; 
COMMON STREET; 
CONVERSE PLACE; 

MAIN STREET, between Mystic Valley 
Parkway and Lake Street; 

MOUNT VERNON STREET, between 
Main Street and Washington Street; 

RAILROAD AVENUE; 

THOMPSON STREET; 

VINE STREET, between Church Street 
Street and Elm wood Avenue;

WINCHESTER PLACE. 

ARTICLE V 

One Way Streets 

Section 1. Upon the following streets or 
parts of streets vehicular traffic shall move only in 
the direction indicated below: 

COMMON STREET, between Church 
Street and the railroad location; vehicles 
shall enter only from Church Street at the 
westerly end of said Common Street and 
move easterly. 

CONVERSE PLACE, so much thereof as 
-extends 227 feet from Mount Vernon Street; 
"ehicles shall enter only from Mount Vernon 
Street and move southerly. 

JOHNSON PLOT, The way crossing the 
Johnson Plot between Washington Street and 
SCHOOL STREET, vehicles shall enter 
from Dix Street and move easterly to Church 
Street. 

THOMPSON STREET, vehicles shall en- 
ter only from Main Street and move south- 
erly. 

WINTHROP STREET, between Highland 
Avenue and a point 260 feet westerly there- 
from; vehicles shall enter only from High- 
land Avenue and move westerly. 

Section 2. LIMITED ONE-WAY STREETS 
— Upon the following streets and parts of streets 
uifaw "such days and during such times as are spe- 
vfbed herein vehicular traffic shall move only in 
the direction indicated below: 

Sheridan Circle — from 7 a. m. to 2 p. m. on 



Sundays:— Vehicular traffic shall enter the 
northerly part and leave by the southerly 
part. 

ARTICLE VI 

Operation of Vehicles 

Section 1. DRIVE ON RIGHT SIDE OF 
STREET— Upon all roadways except when the 
right half of a roadway is impassable or closed 
to traffic, or when driving upon a laned roadway 
under rules applicable thereto, the driver of a 
vehicle shall drive the same upon the right half 
of the street, and shall drive a truck, bus, horse- 
drawn or slow moving vehicle as closely as prac- 
ticable to the right hand edge or curb of such 
street, except when overtaking or passing anoth- 
er vehicle, or when placing a vehicle in a position 
to make a left turn. 

Section 2. DRIVE WITHIN MARKED 
LANES — When any roadway has been divided 
into lanes, a driver of a vehicle shall drive so as 
to be entirely within a single lane and shall not 
move from the lane in which he is driving until 
he has first ascertained if such movement can be 
made with safety. 

Section 3. OVERTAKE ONLY WHEN 
THERE IS A SPACE AHEAD— The driver of a 
vehicle shall not overtake and pass a vehicle pro- 
ceeding in the same direction unless there is suf- 
ficient clear space ahead on the right side of the 
roadway to permit the overtaking to be com- 
pleted without impeding the safe operation of 
any vehicle ahead. 

Section 4. DRIVER TO GIVE WAY TO 
OVERTAKING VEHICLE— The driver of a veh- 
icle when about to be overtaken and passed by an- 
other vehicle approaching from the rear shall give 
way to the right in favor of the overtaking vehi- 
cle, on suitable and audible signal being given by 
the driver of the overtaking vehicle, and shall not 
increase the speed of his vehicle until completely 
passed by the overtaking vehicle. 

Section 5. OBSTRUCTING TRAFFIC— 

(a) No persons shall drive in such a manner 
as to obstruct unnecessarily the normal movement 
of traffic upon any street or highway. Officers 
are hereby authorized to require any driver who 
fails to comply with this section to drive to the 
side of the roadway and wait until such traffic as 
has been delayed has passed. 

(b) No driver shall enter an intersection or 
a marked crosswalk unless there is sufficient space 
on the other side of the intersection or crosswalk 
and on the right half of the roadway to accommo- 
date the vehicle he is operating without obstruct- 
ing the passage of other vehicles or pedestrians 
notwithstanding any traffic control signal to pro- 
ceed. 

Section 6. FOLLOWING TOO CLOSELY— 
No driver of a vehicle shall follow another vehicle 
more closely than is reasonable and prudent, hav- 
ing due regard to the speed of such vehicle and 
the traffic upon and the condition of the street or 
highway. 

Section 7. CARE IN STARTING, STOP- 
PING, TURNING OR BACKING— The driver of 
any vehicle before starting, stopping, turning 
from a direct line or backing shall first see that 
such movement can be made in safety. 

If the operation of another vehicle may be 
affected by a stopping or turning movement, the 
driver of such other vehicle shall be given a plain- 
ly visible signal, as required by the following sec- 
tion. 

Section 8. STOPPING AND TURNING 
SIGNALS.— 

(a) Any signal herein required shall be giv- 
en a sufficient time in advance of the movement 
indicated to give ample warning to any persons 
who may be affected by said movement and shall 
be given by means of the hand and arm in the 
manner herein specified, or by a suitable mechani- 
cal or electrical device, except that when a vehicle 
is so constructed or loaded as to prevent the hand 
and arm signal from being made or from being 
visible both to the front and rear, the signal shall 
be given by a suitable device, 

(b) Hand and arm signals, as required here- 
in shall be made as follows: 

1. An intention to stop shall be in- 
dicated by extending the arm horizonital- 
ly to the left of and beyond the side of 
the vehicle. 

2. An intention to turn to the left 
shall be indicated by extending the arm 
horizontally to the left of and beyond 
the side of the vehicle, and by pointing 
to the left with the index finger. 

3. An intention to turn to the 
right shall be indicated by extending the 
arm horizontally to the left of and be- 
yond the side of the vehicle, and by mov- 
ing the hand in a circle. 

Section 9. EMERGING FROM DRIVEWAY 
OR GARAGE — Every operator of a vehicle 
emerging from a driveway or garage shall bring 
such vehicle to a complete stop before crossing 
the interior of the sidewalk extending across any 
such driveway, and when any vehicle is about to 
be drwen out of or in to any building, alley, or 
driveway in a business section on to a sidewalk, 
warning shall be given by a mechanical or elec- 
trical device visible or audible for a distance of 
fifteen (15) feet on either side of the place of 
crossing or by a competent person stationed 
thereat. 

Section 10. NO DRIVING ON SIDEWALKS. 
—The driver of a vehicle shall not drive upon 
any sidewalk except at a permanent or temporary 
driveway. 

Section 11. NO DRIVING THROUGH 
SAFETY ZONES.— It shall be unlawful for the 
driver of a vehicle, except on signal from an of- 
ficer, to drive the same over or through a safety 



Section 12. COMPLIANCE WITH TRAFFIC 
CONTROL SIGNALS— Colors and arrow indica- 
tions in traffic control signals at intersections 
shall have the commands ascribed 'to them in this 
section, and no other meanings, and every driver 
of a vehicle or other conveyance shall comply 
therewith except when otherwise directed by an 
officer or by a lawful traffic regulating sign (other 
than a "Stop" sign) signal or device or except as 
provided in subsection (b) of Section 14 of this 
Article. 

In no case shall a driver enter or proceed 
through an intersection without due regard to 
the safety of persons within the intersection re- 
gardless of any indications given by traffic con- 
trol signals. 

(a) GREEN: While the green lens is illum- 
inated, drivers facing the signal may pro- 
ceed through the intersection, but shall 
yield the right of way to pedestrians and 
vehicles lawfully within a crosswalk or 
the intersection at the time such signal 
was exhibited. Drivers of vehicles mak- 
ing a right or left turn shall yield the 
right of way to pedestrians crossing with 
the flow of traffic. 

(b) RIGHT. LEFT AND VERTICAL GREEN 
ARROWS: When a right green arrow is 

( illuminated, drivers facing the signal 

may turn right. When a left green ar- 
row is illuminated, drivers facing the 
signal may turn left. When a vertical 
green arrow is illuminated, drivers fac-

ing the signal may go straight - 
When s green arrow is exhibited togeth- 
er with a red or yellow lens, drivers may 
enter the intersection to make the move- 
ment indicated by the arrow, but shall 
yield the right of way to vehicles and 
pedestrians proceeding from another di- 
rection on a green indication. 

(c) YELLOW: While the yellow lens is il- 
luminated, waiting drivers shall not pro- 
ceed and any driver approaching the in- 
tersection or a marked stop line, shall 
stop at such point unless so close to the 
intersection that a stop cannot be made 
in safety, provided, however, that if a 
green arrow is illuminated at the same 
time, drivers may enter the intersection 
to make the movement indicated by such 
arrow. 

(d) RED: While the red lens is illuminated, 
drivers facing the signal shall stop out- 
side of the intersection, or such points as 
may be clearly marked by a sign or line, 
provided, however, that if a green arrow 
is illuminated at the same time, drivers 
may enter the intersection to make the 
movement indicated by such arrow. 

(e) RED AND YELLOW: While the red and 
yellow lenses are illuminated together, 
drivers shall not enter the intersection 
and during such time the intersection 
shall be reserved for the exclusive use of 
pedestrians. 

(f) FLASHING RED: A flashine red lens 
shall indicate those intersections at which 
a driver is required by law to stop before 
entering. 

FLASHING YELLOW: A flashing yel- 
low lens shall indicate the presence of a 
hazard and drivers may proceed only with 
caution. 

(h) FLASHING GREEN: A flashing green 
lens shall indicate an intersection or pe- 
destrian crosswalk in use of subject to 
use by entering or crossing traffic. Driv- 
ers may proceed only with caution and 
shall be prepared to comply with a 
change in the signal to a red or yellow 
or red and yellow indication. 

Section 13. STOP SIGNS— Every driver of 
a vehicle or other conveyance, approaching an 
intersection of ways at which there is facing him 
an official sign bearing the word "Stop", author- 
ized hereby and which has been specifically ap- 
proved in writing by the Department of Pub- 
lic Works of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, 
and such approval being in effect, shall before en- 
tering and proceeding through the intersection 
bring such vehicle or other conveyance to a com- 
plete stop at such line as may be clearly marked, 
or, if there is no line so marked, at a place be- 
tween the said sign and the nearer line of the 
street intersection. When however, a line of two 
or more vehicles approaches any such sign, the 
drivers of the second and third vehicles in the 
line shall not be required to stop more than once 
at said designated line or place, or in the immedi- 
ate vicinity thereof. This rule shall not apply 
when the traffic is otherwise directed by an offi- 
cer or by any lawful traffic regulating sign, signal 
or device, to any through way established by the 
town, or to a funeral procession as provided in 
sub-section (c) of section 14 of this Article. 

In accordance with the foregoing, the erec- 
tion and maintenance of official stop signs is here- 
by authorized to be located and placed as follows: 
BACON STREET at Mystic Valley Park- 
way (westerly of the railroad) to face north- 
bound traffic on the parkway turning left 
into Bacon Street; 

CENTRAL STREET, at Bacon Street, to 
face southwestbound traffic on Central 
Street * 

CONVERSE PLACE at Main Street, to 
face southwestbound traffic on Converse 
Place; 

EVERELL ROAD at Main Street, to face 
westbound traffic on Everell Road; 

FLETCHER STREET at Wildwood Street, 
to face northeastbound traffic on Fletcher 
Street; 

GROVE STREET at Main Street, to face 
eastbound traffic on Grove Street; 

PALMER STREET at Wildwood Street, to 
face southwestbound traffic on Palmer 
Street;

ARTICLE VIII 



Section 1. ADVERTISING VEHICLES

Section 5. ZONES OF OUIET— The Super- 
intendent of Streets may temporarily establish 
a zone of quiet upon any street where a person 
is seriously ill. Any such zone may embrace all 
territory within a radius of two hundred (200) 
feet of the building occupied by the sick person 
and shall be designated by the Superintendent of 
Streets by placing at conspicuous places in the 
street signs or markings bearine the words "Zone 
of Quiet." 

Section 6. OWNER OF VEHICLE LIABLE 
FOR VIOLATIONS OF PARKING RULES— No 
person shall allow, permit, or suffer any vehicle 
registered in his name to stand or park in any 
street or way under the control of the Town or 
its Selectmen in violation of any of these rules. 

Section 7. PENALTIES— Whoever violates 
any provision of the foregoing rules shall be 
punished by a fine not exceeding twenty dollars 
($20) for each offense, except as otherwise pro- 
vided by statute.

house or any one of a hundred other 
reasons for your failure. As a mat- 
ter of fact, according to experts, it 
is more often that other factors cause 
most of the trouble. In the majority 
of cases, the blame should be laid to 
improper watering or wrong shade 
conditions. 

First of all, the amateur grower 
should acquaint himself with the re- 
quirements of the different classes of 
his plants. Some require full sun, 
some full shade and others a combin- 
ation. Your local florist will be glad 
to give you advice on this important 
matter. Many growers attempt to 
grow tropical plants in the home on- 
ly to meet discouragement before the 
plants are very old. In the average 
home it is better to keep to the tried 
varieties that will stand fluctuating 
temperatures and air conditions that 
are inevitable in every home not air 



conditioned. Again, your local florist 
will be glad to give advice on the sub- 
ject of what varieties it is best to 
grow. 

But many plants that could be 
made to thrive and bloom under nor- 
mal house conditions fail because of 
improper watering and shade. These 
two factors, when unfavorable, kill 
more house plants each year than all 
others combined. 

Under natural conditions plants 
receive their food in solution carried 
by soil waters. It is drawn up by 
capillary attraction to the upper soil 
levels where it is available to the 
roots of the plant. Thus soil water 
ia much more important than surface 
water in the form of rain. As a mat- 
ter of fact, rain is important in its 
function of replenishing the soil 
water rather than merely to sprinkle 
vegetation. 

When plants are potted, it is diffi- 
cult to maintain the soil in proper 
moisture condition. Clay pots are in 
reality sponges that absorb water 
and then evaporate it into the air. It 
is for ths reason that most house 
plants form their roots close to the 
inner surface of their pots so that 
they may get what little water is 
available from that source. Soon af- 
ter pouring water on the surface of 
a potted plant, the soil in the middle 
is fairly dry and most of the moisture 
and nutrients in solution have been 
drawn to the outer edges by the ab- 
sorption of the x>~t. 

Nor does it help any to stand 
potted plants in dishes of water. This 
is a common practice and also a com- 
mon cause of failure. "Wet feet," as 
greenhouse men call this condition, is 
sure death to almost any plant. 

To overcome these watering diffi- 
culties, greenhouse managers keep 
potted plants on beds of cinders and 
apply water to the entire bed fre- 
quently. This produces a condition 
much like that found in nature. It 
allows the plants to draw water up 
from the bottom through the pot by- 
capillary attraction. 

In the home the only way of imi- 
tating such conditions is to use a 
water mat. These are absorbent mats 
that are placed in saucers, and, when 
kept half submerged in water, act as 
wicks that supply sufficient water to 
the bottom of the pot but not enough 
to cause "wet feet." Water mats may 
be purchased at most garden supply 
stores. They usually solve the water- 
in the - 



many plants vigorous and healthy 
that otherwise would die. 

Shade is the other factor that 
should receive the greatest attention. 
Many plants that require full sun are 
placed in dark corners or used as 
table decoration away from direct 
light. Their failure to grow and 
thrive is often a puzzle to their own- 
ers. While ferns, oleander, aspidis- 
tra and many other shade loving va- 
rieties will do well under such condi- 
tions, the large majority of common 
house plants require at least some di- 
rect sunlight to thrive and bloom. 
Learn these individual requirements 
from your local florist and then give 
attention to them. This, in addition 
to care in watering as described, will 
save many of your plants that other- 
wise will show but a poor growth.

Was it the irony of fate or en- 
thusiastic emulation which placed 
Sec. Ickes' article on President Roo- 
sevelt in the Saturday Evening Post 
on the same day that his son Robert 
was placed in the toils of our Police 
Department for an automobile acci- 
dent? 

In the haste and confusion with 
which the New Deal is constantly ex- 
perimenting and changing our long 
accepted government methods, one 
hardly is able to digest that scheme 
or idea before another pops up in 
the ballyhoo. One New Deal blun- 
der however, was outstanding, and 
although the country was up in 
arms over the air mail contracts and 
the subsequent deaths, one after an- 
other, of army aviators, the incident 
is now classed by the New Dealers 
as ancient history not to be remem- 
bered.

Liberty League Issues Ap- 
peal to Help Save 
Constitution.

On Feb. 9, 1934 Postmaster Gen- 
eral Farley cancelled all domestic 
governmental air mail contracts. This 
was done without hearings. The can- 
cellation became effective upon ten 
days' notice rather than upon sixty I 
days' notice as required by the Inde- 
pendent Offices' Appropriation Act of 
June 16, 1933. 

On the same day by Executive Or- 
der, President Roosevelt commanded 
the Army to fly the air mail. 

Twelve Army flyers lost their lives 
in pursuance of this order. 

The cost of Army operation of the 
air mail was $3,700,000. 

The Department of Justice after a 
lapse of more than two years has 
failed to bring indictments against 
the Aviation Companies for the col- 
lusion and fraud alleged by the Post- 
master General in his speech of Mar. 
20, 1934. 



About 30,000,000 potential vot- 
ers failed to take advantage of 
their right to cast ballots in the 
1932 Presidential election. In order 
to stir up interest in next Novem- 
ber's election and bring out as 
many as possible of the big army 
of stay-at-homes the Executive 
Committee of the American Lib- 
erty League has issued a letter to 
its more than 100,000 members. 
The appeal not only urges mem- 
bers of the League to vote, but 
emphasizes the need of their influ- 
ence in getting their neighbors to 
the polls. The letter follows : 

"There can he no question of the Im- 
portance of the elections to he held 
this year. The fnte of constitutional 
self-government in the United States 
may be at stake. 

"In such circumstances every citi- 
zen owes a duty to himself, to his fam- 
ily and to his Nation. His duty is 
the free and Intelligent exercise of his 
right of franchise— his vote. The bal- 
lot which a free citizen casts may be 
compared with the payment of a 
premium upon his Insurance policy. 
If the premium Is not paid, the policy 
lapses and he and his family lose the 
protection for which he has labored 
and saved for years. The exercise of 
your right to vote constitutes the 
premium you pay to protect the most 
valuable Insurance policy every writ- 
ten—the Constitution of the United 
States. 

Rights at Stake. 

"The American Liberty League be- 
lieves that the people of the United 
States do not wish to abandon their 
Constitution or to permit It to be nulli- 
fied. The League believes that the 
people are well aware of the fact that 
the Constitution, and the Constitution 
alone, protects them In such rights as 
religious freedom, free speech, a free 
press, trial by jury and safeguard of 
lives and property against the whims 
and caprices of an autocratic bureauc- 
The League believes that the 
people know full well that in many of 
the other major Nations of the world 
today such rights are non-existent be- 
cause of the absence of a definite con- 
stitution made effective by a govern- 
ment in which legislative, executive 
and Judicial powers are properly sep- 
arated. 

"But even if some American citizens 
do wish to change the form of their 
government, the League is certain that 
the people are not willing to allow 
such change to be made without their 
express consent and approval. The 
people themselves, and they alone, have 
the power and the right to change the 
Constitution. 

"in the last four Presidential elec- 
tions, an average of only 53 per cent of 
all potential voters actually cast their

Springfield, Massachusetts, proud of 
the long vista back to Its thatch- 
roofed days and with that "just-wait- 
and-see" attitude about its future re- 
veals prosperity in its present ter- 
centenary celebrations. 

Back in 1635, a handful of English 
colonists had settled across the Conn- 
ecticut River from the site of mod- 
ern Springfield, says a bulletin from 
the Washington, D. C, headquarters 
of the National Geographic Society. 
Settlers Feared Indian Ire 
When English cattle got in Indian 
corn, founder William Pynchon de- 
cided to move to the east bank of 
the river before Indian knives got 
in English scalps. In the spring of 
1636, new houses were buiit along 
what is now Main Street. Pynchon 
named the settlement after the little 
Chelmsford village that had been his 
home in England. 

From reveille to taps, the 1936 
Springfieldite accepts improved means 
of living that would have bewildered 
self-sufficient villagers of William 
Pynchon's day. His glass of water 
gushes from one of the first large- 
scale water supply systems in Amer- 
ica. Originally carried under the 
streets in bored log mains, mountain 
water now pours down from reser- 
voirs with a total capacity of 25 bil- 
lion gallons. Piping that, laid end to 
end, would reach to New York City 
and back again with plenty to spare, 
brings fresh water to "Mr. Spring- 
field" and 150000 fellow-citizens. 

Bacon and eggs for a Springfield 
breakfast are fried with burning gas 
from a system which pumps out fuel 
by the millions of cubic feet every day 
through almost 500 miles of gas mains 
to 225,000 people in the city and round 
about. Electricity to toast bread, 
light streets and turn the wheels of 
industry is supplied by a company 
formed in 1881, one of the first in the 
country to generate electricity by 
water power.

"plucked" or trimmed, to appear even 
more decidedly angular than ever. 
His jaunty little goatee makes the 
profile of his head look like an al- 
most perfect rectangle. For him the 
comforts of home, when no show is 
in the offing, include a tousled un- 
trimmed coat and leeway to gain as 
much weight as he likes, to weigh as 



much as 25 or 28 pounds instead of 
the regulation 20 or 21. 

Both in and out of shows he is 
active without being nervous, frolic- 
some but not frivolous, jolly even to 
the point of boisterousness. He learns 
more easily to be a watch dog than to 
be a sleeping one, and his natural 
clowning is readily improved with 
tricks. 

The sealyham terrier is a recent 
immigrant from Wales. His name 
comes from an estate near Haver- 
fordwest in Pembrokeshire, a west- 
ern country of Wales. Beginning 
about 1848, the breed was developed 
by an eccentric old sportsman and 
retired soldier, Captain Tucker-Ed- 
wards, to hunt out otters and bad- 
gers along the little Sealy River, 
probably named for the "seals" or 
tracks of otters along its banks. 
Interested more in .results than in 
renown, he old captain left no rec- 
ord of his early breeding expetri- 
ments, so that rumor and theory can 
alone describe the origin of the dog. 
Wanting a dog with short legs to 
crawl into otter holes, yet fast 
enough to run with horses and hounds 
over rocky country, he is said to have 
crossed the fox terrier with the Dan- 
die Dinmont, and perhaps introduced 
a strain of the daschundlike French 
Basset hound. The new type of dog 
was stocky, shaggy, and game 
enough for a long run and hard claw- j 
to-claw fight, but its reddish-brown j 
coat confused other dogs into attack- 
itig it for a fox. Then Captain Tuck- 
er-Edwards crossed it with the Bull | 
terrier, and obtained for it a white 
coat with markings in shades of light 
brown. 

Pictures of sealyhams fr the past 
30 years show that they are getting 
sturdier and stockier year by year. | 
Their thick round legs seem to have 
worn down to nubs, almost to have 
been docked as short as their tails. 
Their strong jaws grow squarer; their 
Roman noses arch higher and their 
deep chests sag deeper; their heads 
resemble more and more the working 
end of a malet. 

But one thing has not changd. The 
wagging tail of a pleased sealyham 
is still a perpetual motion machine.

Students of recent developments 
in the nation's finances predict an- 
other tax bill after election. Al- 
though tax collections in the fiscal 
year 1936 were higher than at any 
time since 1930, expenditures by the 
Roosevelt administration continue 
to increase. More and more revenue 
will be necessary to meet continu- 
ing extravagances and revenue can 
only come by taxation of all classes 
of the people. 

The tax measure, forced through 
the last Congress by Mr. Roosevelt, 
is now beginning to take on its true 
outlines. It was not primarily a 
revenue act bat an election year ef- 
fort to impose more regulation, or 
"reform" on business. The $700,000,- 
000 revenue proposed by the 1936 
tax bill could have been gained by 
simple government economies, as 
suggested by Democratic Senators. 
But economy has not begun to oper- 
ate, except in political platforms, 
speeches and promises. 

Blow at Employment 
Mr. Roosevelt's plan to force the 
breaking up of business surpluses, 
on the pretense that these safety re- 
serves were escaping taxation has 
put a brake on recovery without 
materially contributing to the Gov- 
ernment revenue. The 1936 tax act 
makes it more difficult for business 
and industry, representing the great 
employer group, to put aside suffi- 
cient reserves to hire more people, 
expand their operations and retain 
a surplus as a protection against 
troublous periods. 

With this abrupt interruption of a 
short "breathing spell" for business, 
confidence again has been weak- 
ened. In addition the next Congress 
must return again to the necessity 
of passing a real tax measure, a 
measure that will raise large reve- 
nues. It is shown by Washington 
analysts that these collections will 
have to come from the rank and file 
of Americans and not from the so- 
called rich. Many thousands o". small 
investors already have been hard 
hit by the 1936 tax act because they 
are owners of small blocks of shares 
in the corporations that have just 
been "disciplined" by the Adminis- 
tration. 

Taxes Come Into View 
As taxes are heaped upon manu- 
facturers, shop-keepers, power com- 
panies, motor cars and fuel produc- 
ers, transportation and capita, those 
taxes will be passed on to the con- 
sumer in the form of higher prices 
foi food and other necessities. The 
average man and woman for some 
years have been paying the taxes 
thus made necessary by Govern- 
ment demands, but have not realized 
that they were being taxed. Even 

the poor nave P aid tneir snare - 14 
is predicted the hiding of taxes will 
become more difficult as Govern- 
ment spending and taxing continue 
to grow. As one bank expert put it 
the hidden tax soon will cease to be 
"painless." 

In the fiscal year ended June 30, 
1936, the Federal Treasury's receipts 
from all sources were $4,115,956,615. 
Of that sum income taxes, both 
individual and corporate, accounted 
for only about one-third, namely, 
$1,426,575,433, despite income tax 
rates higher than any previously 
imposed in peacetime. The larger 
portion of the Federal revenue, 
namely, $2,009,626,790, was not de- 
rived from income levies. That fig- 
ure includes taxes on estates, gifts, 
capital stock and excess profits, but 
these taken together account for on- 
ly about five hundred million. The 
remaining three-quarters of this ma- 
jor item in Federal income is col- 
lected in taxes upon scores of items 
of daily use, such as tobacco, numer- 
ous manufactured articles, alcoholic 
beverages, etc. Among the com- 
modities included are such articles 
as chewing gum, watches, gasoline, 
tires, inner tubes, radio sets and re- 
frigerators. Also included are taxes 
on coal, theater admissions and tele- 
phone and telegraph messages. 

It is estimated that nearly three- 
fourths of all of the families of two 
or more persons in the United States 
have annual incomes of less than 
$2,500 and therefore pay no individ- 
ual income taxes. But through their 
purchases of the necessities of daily 
life and a few modest "luxuries" 
they share a tremendous tax burden 
equal to if not greater than the 
amount raised by all income levies, 
both individual and corporate. Many 
of these consumers of modest means 
doubtless believe that they do not 
pay taxes because they do not have 
to file income tax returns. But they 
do pay taxes in the form of higher 
orices of food, clothing and other 



"Remember the Alamo," Sam Hous- 
ton's famous battle cry rang anew 
over Texas, as, on March 2 the 
Lone Star State celebrated Indepen- 
dence Day in San Antonio at the 
site of the Alamo. Here occurred a 
century ago the famous seige which 
is one of the most tragic, yet inspir- 
ing, events in the history of the Amer. 
ican West 

The building most Americans know 
today as the Alamo is really only 
a part of the original Fort Alamo, 
says a bulletin from the Washington, 
D. C. headquarters of the National 
Geographic Society. Now a State- 
owned museum in the heart of San 
Antonio's business district, this re- 
stored, Spanish-type edifice, with or- 
nate carvings on doorways and pillars 
was once the chapel of a large mis- 
sion, covering several acres. 

Mission Transformed to Fort 
The old stone building, with its flat 
facade scalloped to a peak above the 
entrance, is peaceful now, undisturbed 
within its ivy-covered walls. Instead 
of doomed and valient men, it shelters 
mementoes of other governments 
which in succession flew six flags over 
Texas. 

In the eighteenth century Spanish 
padres built a number of Franciscan 
missions in Texas to Christianize and 
educate Indians. Among those es- 
tablished in and around the present 
city of San Antonio was that of San j 
de Valero, begun in 3718. The mis- 1 
sion grew until its adobe walls, eight 
feet high and thirty-three inches thick j 
protected a hospital, barracks, and 
other buildings, as well as the famous 
chapel. 

At the height of its power the mis- 
sion was full of picturesque activi- 
ty. Solemn brown-faced padres moved 
among their gaily-blanketed, swarthy 
pupils, baptizing and blessing them 
and instructing them in handicrafts 
and husbandry. 

After 1793, ringing of the sweet- 
toned mission bells was often inter- 
rupted by musket shots. By 1805 the 
one.time mission San Antonio de Val- 
ero was known as Fort Alamo, and 
echoes of the monks' gentle tones 
died under drums and songs of Mexi- 
can troops quartered there. 

Siege Lasted 12 Days 
At this time Texas was still part 
of Mexico, but American settlers 
came in increasing numbers over its 



rolling plains. These rugged front- 
iersmen, finding Merican justice too 
slow, revolted against Mexico and 
sought to make Texas a republic. One 
of their first a"ts was to entrench 
within the Alamo. 

On February 2", 1836, San Anto- 
nio's streets rang with bugle calls, 
rattling of swords, and rumbling of 
cannon as over 1600 Mexicans under 
General Santa Anna swarmed to the 
assault. Inside the Alamo, with hard- 
ly two dozen cannon to defend them, 
waited less then 200 Americans, 
i Among them were the youthful pa- 
t triot. Colonel William B. Travis, in 
command of the garrison: the pic- 
turesque Indian fi' liter. Davy Crock- 
ett, in his buci- ;i.is and with his 
favorite rifle ' B^'sy"; and Colonel 
James Bowie, the romantic swash- 
buckler, credited with designing the 
Bowie knife pop-, lar with frontiers- 
men. These, as well as Bailey. Coch- 
ran, Cottle, and ether men who fell 
at the Alamo, have been commemo- 
rated in Texas place names.

The Selectmen of the Town of Winchester 
acting under the authority conferred by Section 
22 of Chapter 40 of the General Laws and by vir- 
tue of any and every other enabling power do 
hereby make, adopt, and establish the following 
rules and orders for the regulation of carriages 
and vehicles used in said town and special regu- 
lations as to the use of motor vehicles upon par- 
ticular or certain ways therein, hereinafter re- 
ferred to collectively as "rules." 

These rules are adopted with the intent that 
each of them shall have force and effect separate- 
ly and independently of every other except in so 
far as by express reference or necessary Implica- 
tion any rule or any part of a rule is made depen- 
dent upon another rule or part thereof. 

The provisions of these rules so far as they 
are the same as those of any existing rules, or- 
ders, or regulations heretofore made by the Se- 
lectmen of Winchester shall be construed as a 
continuation thereof but all other existing rules, 
orders, and regulations so made for the regulation 
of carriages and vehicles except such as have been 
adopted under and in compliance with section 18 
of Chapter 90 of the General Laws are hereby ex- 
pressly repealed, provided, however, that such 
repeal shall not affect any punishment or penal- 
ty imposed or any complaint or prosecution pend 
ing at the time of the repeal for an offense com 
mitted under any of said rules, orders, or regula

TRAFFIC CONTROL AREA— Any area 
along any way, other than an intersecting way, 
at which drivers are to be controlled by traffic 
control signals. 

TRAFFIC CONTROL SIGNAL— Any de- 
vice using colored lights which conforms to the 
standards prescribed by the " 
lie Works of the Commonwealth 
whether manually, electrically or mechanically 
operated, by which traffic may be alternately di- 
rected to stop and to proceed. 

TRAFFIC ISLAND— Any area or space 
set aside, within a roadway, tor the purpose of 
separating vehicular traffic, and which is not to 
be used by vehicles. 

VEHICLE— Every device in, upon or by 
which any person or property is or may be trans- 
ported or drawn upon a street or highway, except 
devices used exclusively upon stationary rails or 
tracks. 

WAY — The entire area between property 
lines of every way established for or open to pub- 
lic use for purposes of travel. 

ARTICLE II 

Authority and Daties of Police 

Section. 1. ENFORCEMENT OF RULES— 
Officers to Direct Traffic— It shall be the duty of 
the police department to enforce these rules. 
Regular members of the police department and 
special police officers assigned to traffic duty by 
the Chief of Police and constables and members 
of the fire department authorized by him to per- 
form traffic duty are hereby authorized to direct, 
control, and regulate all traffic in person or by 
means of visible or audible signal, in conformance 
with these rules, and in the event of a fire or oth- 
er emergency any police officer or any member of 
the fire department may direct, control, or regu- 
late traffic as conditions may require, to prevent 
congestion of traffic and to avert danger to per- 
sons, notwithstanding the provisions of these 
rules. 

Section 2. TEMPORARY CLOSING OF 
STREETS TO TRAFFIC AND TO PARKING— 
The Chief of Police is hereby authorized in any 
existing or impending emergency, to temporarily 
close to traffic or to temporarily prohibit parking 
on any street or way or part thereof and to move 
or cause to be moved any vehicle parked contrary 
to such prohibition. 

Section 3. OBEDIENCE TO OFFICERS— 
No person shall wilfully fail or refuse to comply 
with any lawful order or direction of an officer 
as defined in Article I, relating to the direction, 
control or regulation of traffic. Any person acting 
in conformity with any such order or direction 
shall be relieved from the observance of any pro- 
vision'of these rules with which it conflicts. 

Section 4. EXEMPTIONS— Drivers vhile 
actually engaged in work upon a street or high- 
way closed to travel or under construction or re- 
pair, officers when engaged in the performance of 
public duties, drivers of emergency vehicles while 
operating in an emergency and in performance of 
a public duty shall be exempt from the operation 
of these rules to the extent that the nature of 
their work or duties requires a departure there- 
from. This exemption shall not, however, protect 
the driver of any vehicle from the consequences 
of a reckless disregard of the safety of others. 

ARTICLE III 
Traffic Signs, Signals, Markings and Zones 

Section 1. TRAFFIC SIGNS AND SIGNALS 

(a) The Superintendent of Streets is hereby 
authorized and it shall be his duty, to place and 
maintain or cause to be placed and maintained all 
official traffic signs, signals and markings required 
under these rules and all safety zones and other 
zones established by the Selectmen in accordance 
therewith. All such signs, signals, markings and 
zones shall conform to the standards precribed by 
the Department of Public Works of the Common- 
wealth of Massachusetts. 

(b) Sections 3 to 6 inclusive of Article IV re- 
lating to parking, shall be effective as to any area 
in a street between intersecting streets only while 
a sufficient number of official signs are erected and 
maintained therein indicating the provision of said 
sections relating thereto and so located as to be 
easily visible to approaching drivers. 

(c) The provisions of Article V relating to 
one-way streets shall be effective as to any such 
street only while official signs are maintained at 
every entrance thereto and exit therefrom, from 
or to intersecting ways, sufficient in number and 
so placed that at least one sign will be clearly vis- 
ible for a distance of at least seventy-five (75) 
feet to drivers approaching any such entrance or 
exit 

Section 2. DISPLAY OF UNAUTHORIZED 
SIGNS, SIGNALS AND MARKINGS PROHIB- 
ITED — No person shall place, maintain or dis- 
play upon or in view of any street any unofficial 
device, sign, signal, curb marking or street mark- 
ing which purports to be or is an imitation of 
or resembles an official traffic device, sign, sig- 
nal, curb marking or street marking or which 
purports to direct the movement of traffic or 
which obscures any official sign, signal, marking 
or device. The Chief of Police is hereby empow- 
ered to remove or cause to be removed every such 
prohibited sign, signal, marking or device without 
notice to any 



Section 3. INTERFERENCE WITH SIGNS, 
SIGNALS AND MARKINGS PROHIBITED— 
Any person who wilfully defaces, injures, moves, 
obstructs or interferes with any official traffic 
sign, signal or marking shall be liable to a penal- 
twenty (20) dollars for each of-

ARTICLE IV 

Stopping, Standing, and Parking 

Section 1. GENERAL PROHIBITION. No 
person shall park or stop or stand any vehicle, 
whether for the purpose of loading or unloading 
or for any other purpose, except temporarily when 
necessary to avoid conflict with other vehicles or 
with pedestrians or to comply with a command 
of an officer or an indication of a traffic sign or 
signal : — 

(a) Within an intersection. 

(b) Within the space at an intersection in- 
indicated by official curb markings, or, if 
there are no official curb markings, with- 
in 20 feet of an intersecting way. 

(c) Upon any cross-walk or any sidewalk. 

(d) Between an established safety zone and 
the adjacent curb or within 20 feet of a 
ptint on the curb immediately opposite 
either end of a safety zone. 

(e) In front of, or within, 15 feet of the ex- 
tended line of either sidewall of a fire 
station. 

(f ) Upon any street or way within 10 feet of 
a fire hydrant. 

(g) Upon any street o* way so as to obstruct 
a private road or driveway. 

(h) Upon a railroad bridge or any approach 
thereto. 

(i) Beside or opposite any street excavation 
or obstruction when such stopping, 
standing or parking would obstruct 
traffic. 

(j) Upon any roadway where the parking of 
a vehicle will not leave a clear and un- 
obstructed space thereon at least 10 
feet wide for passing vehicles and a 
clear and unobstructed view of such ve- 
hicles for a distance of 200 feet in each 
direction upon such roadway. 
Any vehicle parked in violation of any pro- 
vision of this section may be moved by or under 
the direction of an officer. 

Section 2. PARKING CLOSE TO CURB, 
OBSTRUCTION BY PARKING — Except in 
streets or parts of streets marked or signed for 
sngle parking and except as otherwise provided 
by these rules, or when necessary in obedience 
to a traffic sign or signal or the direction of an 
officer, no person shall stop, stand, or park any 
vehicle in a roadway in any other manner than 
parallel with the edge thereof, headed in the di- 
rection of traffic, and with both right wheels of 
the vehicle within one (1) foot of the edge of the 
roadway or curb. 

Section 3. PARKING PROHIBITED ON 
CERTAIN STREETS— Parking is hereby pro- 
hibited at any time upon certain streets and 
parts of streets ss follows:

Section 5. PARKING TIME LIMITED IN

(a) No person shall park any vehicle for

Section 6. STANDING FOR LOADING OR 
UNLOADING— No operator shall stop, stand, or 
park any vehicle, except while receiving or dis- 
charging passengers, at any curb adjacent to the 
reservation side of a park or parkway, or at any 
entrance, other than a service entrance, of a 
school, church, theatre, apartment house, hospital, 
railroad station, public building, or any place of 
public assembly. 

Section 7. LOADING ZONES— No driver 
shall stop, stand or park any vehicle in any load- 
ing rone or in front of any loading platform ex- 
cept that passenger vehicles may stand for not 
more than five (6) minutes continuously for the 
receiving or discharging of passengers, and com- 
mercial vehicles may stand for not more than 
twenty (20) minutes continuously for the 1 
or unloading of merchandise or materials. 

Section 8. NIGHT PARKING PROHIBITED 
—No vehicles except those of physicians, nurses 
or clergymen while in actual attendance upon the 
sick, shall be parked on any street for a period 
of time longer than one (1) hour between the 
hours of 1 o'clock a. m. and 7 o'clock a. m. of any 



Section 9. ANGLE PARKING— The Select- 
men may designate parts of Btreets as areas in 
which the parking of vehicles at an angle may be 
permitted and cause the same to be marked or 
signed therefor by official signs. In areas so des- 
ignated and marked or signed for angle parking 
vehicles shall be parked with one wheel within 
twelve inches of the curb, at the angle thereto in- 
dicated by such official signs and so that all four 
wheels of the vehicle are within the lines painted 
upon the street therefor. 

Section 10. RESTRICTED USE OF CER- 
TAIN STREETS — Between the hours of 9 a. m. 
and 5:30 p. m. in the following streets or parts of 
streets there shall be no delivery or collection of 
c<*al, fuel; oil, ice, barrels, kegs, empty cases or 
boxes; nor the collection of garbage, refuse or 
waste materials; nor the collection or delivery of 
goods or materials of any kind which requires a 
vehicle being backed to the curb, except in an 
emergency, and then only as authorized by the 
Chief of Police, covering one day's delivery or col- 
lection:

PARKING VEHICLES TO 
SELL THEREFROM PROHIBITED— No person 
shall stand or stop any vehicle upon any public 
way in the town for the purpose of selling or of- 
fering for sa'.e any food, beverage or goods, wares 
or merchandise therein or therefrom. 

This section, however, shall not prevent the 
stopping of vehicles of hawkers and pedlers at 
dwelling houses for the purpose of selling goods, 
wares, or merchandise to occupants thereof in 
accordance with the provisions of Chapter 101 
of the General Laws and regulations made under 
authority thereof. 

Section 12. PARKING OF VEHICLES FOR 
CERTAIN PURPOSES PROHIBITED— No per- 
son shall stand or park a vehicle upon any high- 
way for the purpose of there displaying it for 
sale, washing, greasing or repairing the same ex- 
cept for repairs" necessitated by an emergency. 

Section 13. PARKING ON BUS AND 
HACKNEY CARRIAGE STANDS— No person 
other than drivers of vehicles to which bus stands 
and hackney carriage stands have been assigned 
park any vehicle thereon while such stands 
marked or signed as such and drivers of buses 
hackney carriages shall not park or stand 
their vehicles in any place except such as has 
been so assigned therefor. 

Section 14. UNLIGHTED PARKING— In 
accordance with section 7 of Chapter 90 of the 
General Laws, vehicles while parked in any of 
the following streets or parts of streets need dis- 
play no lights:

ARTICLE VI 

of Vehicles 

Section 1. DRIVE ON RIGHT SIDE OF 
STREET — Upon all roadways except when the 
right half of a roadway is impassable or closed 
to traffic, or when driving upon a laned roadway 
under rules applicable thereto, the driver of a 
vehicle shall drive the same upon the right half 
of the street, and shall drive a truck, bus, horse- 
drawn or slow moving vehicle as closely as prac- 
ticable to the right hand edge or curb of such 
street, except when overtaking or passing 
er vehicle, or when placing a vehicle in a 
to make a left turn. 

Section 2. DRIVE WITHIN MARKED 
LANES — When any roadway has been divided 
into lanes, a driver of a vehicle shall drive so as 
to be entirely within a single lane and shall not 
move from the lane in which he is driving until 
he has first ascertained if such movement can be 
made with safety. 

Section 3. OVERTAKE ONLY WHEN 
THERE IS A SPACE AHEAD— The driver of a 
vehicle shall not overtake and pass a vehicle pro- 
ceeding in the same direction unless there is suf- 
ficient clear space ahead on the right side of the 
roadway to permit the overtaking to be com- 
pleted without impeding the safe operation of 
any vehicle ahead. 

Section 4. DRIVER TO GIVE WAY TO 
OVERTAKING VEHICLE— The driver of a veh- 
icle when about to be overtaken and passed by an- 
other vehicle approaching from the rear shall give 
way to the right in favor of the overtaking vehi- 
cle, on suitable and audible signal being given by 
the driver of the overtaking vehicle, and shall not 
increase the speed of his vehicle until completely 
passed by the overtaking vehicle. 

Section 5. OBSTRUCTING TRAFFIC— 

(a) No persons shall drive in such a manner 
as to obstruct unnecessarily the normal movement 
of traffic upon any street or highway. Officers 
are hereby authorized to require any driver who 
fails to comply with this section to drive to the 
side of the roadway and wait until such traffic as 
has been delayed has passed. 

(b) No driver shall enter an intersection or 
a marked crosswalk unless there is sufficient space 
on the other side of the intersection or crosswalk 
and on the right half of the roadway to accommo- 
date the vehicle he is operating without obstruct- 
ing the passage of other vehicles or pedestrians 
notwithstanding any traffic control signal to pro- 
ceed. 

Section 6. FOLLOWING TOO CLOSELY— 
No driver of a vehicle shall follow another vehicle 
more closely than is reasonable and prudent, hav- 
ing due regard to the speed of such vehicle and 
the traffic upon and the condition of the street or 
highway. 

Section 7. CARE IN STARTING, STOP- 
PING, TURNING OR BACKING— The driver of 
any vehicle before starting, stopping, turning 
from a direct line or backing shall first see that 
such movement can be made in safety. 

If the operation of another vehicle may be 
affected by a stopping or turning movement, the 
driver of such other vehicle shall be given a plain- 
ly visible signal, as required by the following sec- 
tion. 

Section 8. STOPPING AND TURNING 
SIGNALS.— 

(a) Any signal herein required shall be giv- 
en a sufficient time in advance of the movement 
indicated to give ample warning to any persons 
who may be affected by said movement and shall 
be given by means of the hand and arm in the 
manner herein specified, or by a suitable mechani- 
cal or electrical device, except that when a vehicle 
is so constructed or loaded as to prevent the hand 
and arm signal from being made or from being 
visible both to the front and rear, the signal shall 
be given by a suitable device. 

(b) Hand and arm signals, as required here- 
in shall be made as follows: 

1. An intention to stop shall be in- 
dicated by extending the arm horizonital- 
ly to the left of and beyond the side of 
the vehicle. 

2. An intention to turn to the left 
shall be indicated by extending the arm 
horizontally to the left of and beyond 
the side of the vehicle, and by pointing 
to the left with the index finger. 

3. An intention to turn to the 
right shall be indicated by extending the 
arm horizontally to the left of and be- 
yond the side of the vehicle, and by mov- 
ing the hand in a circle. 

Section 9. EMERGING FROM DRIVEWAY 
OR GARAGE— Every operator of a vehicle 
emerging from a driveway or garage shall bring 
such vehicle to a complete stop before crossing 
the interior of the sidewalk extending across any 
such driveway, and when any vehicle is about to 
be driven out of or in to any building, alley, or 
driveway in a business section on to a sidewalk, 
warning shall be given by a mechanical or elec- 
trical device visible or audible for a distance of 
fifteen (15) feet on either side of the place of 
crossing or by a competent person stationed 
thereat. 

Section 10. NO DRIVING QN SIDEWALKS. 
— The driver of a vehicle shall not drive upon 
any sidewalk except at a permanent or temporary 
driveway. 

Section It NO DRIVING THROUGH 
SAFETY ZONES.— It shall be unlawful for the 
driver of a vehicle, except on signal from an of- 
ficer, to drive the same over or through a safety 
zone. 

Section 12. COMPLIANCE WITH TRAFFIC 
CONTROL SIGNALS— Colors and arrow indica- 
tions in traffic control signals at intersections 
shall have the commands ascribed to them in this 
section, and no other meanings, and every driver 
of a vehicle or other conveyance shall comply 
therewith except when otherwise directed by an 
officer or by a lawful traffic regulating sign (other 
than a "Stop" sign) signal or device or except as 
provided in subsection (b) of Section 14 of this 
Article. 

In no case shall a driver enter or proceed 
through an intersection without due regard to 
the safety of persons within the intersection re- 
gardless of any indications given by traffic con- 
trol signals. 

(a) GREEN: While the green lens is illum- 
inated, drivers facing the signal may pro- 
ceed through the intersection, but shall 
yield the right of way to pedestrians and 
vehicles lawfully within a crosswalk or 
the intersection at the time such signal 
was exhibited. Drivers of vehicles mak- 
ing a right or left turn shall yield the 
right of way to pedestrians crossing with 
the flow of traffic. 

(b) RIGHT. LEFT AND VERTICAL GREEN 
ARROWS: When a right green arrow ia 

the signal 



may turn right. When a left green ar- 
row is illuminated, driven facing the 
signal may turn left. When a vertical 
green arrow ia illuminated, drivers fac- 
ing the signal may go straight ahead. 
When a green arrow is exhibited togeth- 
er with a red or yellow lens, drivers may 
enter the intersection to make the move- 
ment indicated by the arrow, but shall 
yield the right of way to vehicles and 
pedestrians proceeding from another di- 
rection on a green indication. 

(c) YELLOW: While the yellow lens is il- 
luminated, waiting drivers shall not pro- 
ceed and any driver approaching the in- 
tersection or a marked stop line, shall 
stop at such point unless so close to the 
intersection that a stop cannot be made 
in safety, provided, however, that if a 
green arrow is illuminated at the same 
time, drivers may enter the intersection 
to make the movement indicated by such 
arrow. 

(d) RED: While the red lens is illuminated, 
drivers facing the signal shall stop out- 
side of the intersection, or such points as 
may be clearly marked by a sign or line, 
provided, however, that if a arreen arrow 
is illuminated at the same time, drivers 
may enter the intersection to make the 
movement indicated by such arrow. 

(e) RED AND YELLOW: While the red and 
yellow lenses are illuminated together, 
drivers shall not enter the intersection 
and during such time the intersection 
shall be reserved for the exclusive use of 
pedestrians. 

(f) FLASHING RED: A flash intr red lens 
shall indicate those intersections at which 
a driver is required by law to stop before 
entering. 

(g) FLASHING YELLOW: A flashing yej- 
low lens shall indicate the presence of a 
hazard and drivers may proceed only with 
caution. 

(h) FLASHING GREEN: A flashing green 
lens shall indicate an intersection or pe- 
destrian crosswalk in use or subject to 
use by entering or crossing traffic. Driv- 
ers may proceed only with caution and 
shall be prepared to comply with a 
change in the signal to a red or yellow 
or red and yellow indication. 

Section 13. STOP SIGNS— Everv driver of 
a vehicle or other conveyance, approaching an 
intersection of ways at which there is. facing him 
an official sign bearing the word "Stop", author- 
ized hereby and which has been specifically ap- 
proved in writing by the Department of Pub- 
lic Works of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, 
and such approval being in effect, shall before en- 
tering and proceeding through the intersection 
bring such vehicle or other conveyance to a com- 
plete stop at such line as may be clearly marked, 
or, if there is no line so marked, at a place be- 
tween the said sign and the nearer line of the 
street intersection. When however, a line of two 
or more vehicles approaches any such sign, the 
drivers of the second and third vehicles in the 
line shall not be required to stop more than once 
at said designated line or place, or in the immedi- 
ate vicinity thereof. This rule shall not apply 
when the traffic is otherwise directed by an offi- 
cer or by any lawful traffic regulating sign, signal 
or device, to any through way established by the 
town, or to a funeral procession as provided in 
sub-section (c) of section 14 of this Article. 

In accordance with the foregoing, the erec- 
tion and maintenance of official stop signs is here- 
by authorized to be located and placed as follows: 
BACON STREET at Mystic Valley Park- 
way (westerly of the railroad) to face north- 
bound traffic on the parkway turning left 
into Bacon Street; 

CENTRAL STREET, at Bacon Street, to 
face southwestbound traffic on Central 
Street; 

CONVERSE PLACE at Main Street, to 
face southwestbound traffic on Converse 
Place; 

EVERELL ROAD at Main Street, to face 
westbound traffic on Everell Road; 

FLETCHER STREET at Wildwood Street, 
to face northeastbound traffic on Fletcher 
Street; 

GROVE STREET at Main Street, to face 
eastbound traffic on Grove Street; 

PALMER STREET at Wildwood Street, to 
face southwestbound traffic on Palmer 
Street; 

PROSPECT STREET at Highland Avenue, 
to face eastbound traffic on Prospect Street; 
and to face westbound traffic on Prospect 
Street' 

SWANTON STREET at Main Street; to 
face westbound traffic on Swanton Street; 

SWANTON STREET at Washington 
Street, to face eastbound traffic on Swanton 

Street; _ 

WASHINGTON STREET at Main Street, 
to face southbound traffic on Washington 
Street * 

WILDWOOD STREET at Church Street, 
to face southeastbound traffic on Wildwood 
Street. 



Section 14. RIGHTS AND 

DRIVERS IN FUNERALS AND 
CESSIONS— . 

(a) It shall be the duty of each driver in a 
funeral or other procession to keep as near to the 
right edge of the roadway and to follow the vehi- 
cle ahead as closely, as is practicable and safe. 

(b) At an intersection where a traffic control 
signal is operating the driver of the first vehicle 
in a funeral or other procession shall be the only 
one required to stop for a red or a yellow indi- 
cation, or a combination thereof. 

(c) At an intersection where a lawful stop 
sign exists, the driver of the first vehicle in a 
funeral or other procession shall be the only ane 
required to stop before proceeding through the 



Section 15. DROPPING OR LEAKING 
LOADS — No vehicle shall be driven or moved on 
any street or way nor shall any owner of any ve- 
hicle knowingly permit such vehicle to be driven 
or moved on any street or way unless such vehicle 
is so constructed or so loaded as to prevent its 
contents from spilling, dropping, sifting, leaking 
or otherwise escaping therefrom. Vehicles loaded 
with any materials which may be blown about by 
the wind shall be suitably covered to prevent the 
contents from being blown upon the streets or

ARTICLE VTI 

Exclusion of Heavy and Commercial Vehicles 

No vehicle used or designed for the transpor- 
tation of goods, wares or merchandise for com- 
mercial purposes shall enter or pass over any of 
the following streets or parts of streets, pro- 
vided, however, that this restriction shall not ap- 
ply to emergency vehicles as hereinbefore defined, 
vehicles using said streets or parts of streets for 
thtr collection or delivery of goods, wares or mer- 
chandise from or to residences thereon or in con- 
nection with the construction, reconstruction, or 
repair of said streets, the water supply system, 
the sewers or drains, or the lines, pipes or con- 
duits of any telephone, telegraph, gas or electric 
company therein, or to any vehicle equipped with 
pneumatic tires having a load capacity of not over 
two and one-half tons and having no trailer at- 
tached : 

CENTRAL STREET GROVE STREET 
EVERETT AVENUE WILDWOOD STREET 
FLETCHER STREET WOODSIDE ROAD 

ARTICLE VIII 

Miscellaneous Provisions 

Section 1. ADVERTISING VEHICLES 
REGULATED — No persons shall operate any 
vehicle designated or used primarily for purposes 
of advertising on any street in the town. 

Section 2. LOUD NOISES PROHIBITED— 
No vehicle shall be operated on any street if such 
vehicle is. so conditioned or loaded as to make un- 
reasonable or unnecessary noise. 

Section 3. CLINGING TO MOVING VEHI- 
CLES — It shall be unlawful for any person travel- 
ing upon any bicycle, motor cycle, coaster, sled, 
roller skates, or any toy vehicle, to cling to, or 
attach himself or his vehicle to any other moving 
vehicle upon any roadway. 

Section 4. PEDESTRIANS SOLICITING 
RIDES — It shall be unlawful for any person to 
stand in a roadway for the purpose of soliciting 
a ride from the operator of any private vehicle. 

Section 5. ZONES OF OUIET— The Super- 
intendent of Streets may temporarily establish 
a zone of quiet upon any street where a person 
is seriously ill. Any such zone may embrace all 
territory within a radius of two hundred (200) 
feet of the building occupied by the sick person 
and shall be designated by the Superintendent of 
Streets by placing at conspicuous places in the 
street signs or markings bearinjr the words "Zone 
of Quiet." 

Section 6. OWNER OF VEHICLE LIABLE 
FOR VIOLATIONS OF PARKING RULES— No 
person shall allow, permit, or suffer any vehicle 
registered in his name to stand or park in any 
street or way under the control of the Town or 
its Selectmen in violation of any of these rules. 

Section 7. PENALTIES— Whoever violates 
any provision of the foregoing rules shall be 
punished by a fine not exceeding twenty dollars 
($20) for each offense, except as otherwise pro- 
vided by statute.

During me resurfacing of Wash- 
ington street the Water & Sewer De- 
partment last week had the 16-inch 
main from the North Reservoir 
through Forest street to Washington 
street, and the 12-inch main from 
Forest street through Washington 
street to the Central Fire Station 
thoroughly scraped and cleaned with 
apparatus furnished by the National 
Water Main Cleaning Company. Wa- 
ter Supt. Harry W. Dotten supervised 
the work which was done during Fri- 
day and Saturday night. 

These mains, which are 30 years 
old, were found to have large accumu- 
lations of iron deposits on the inside 
of the pipe caused by the acidity of 
our town water. To correct this acid 
condition the Water Department has 
recently installed treating apparatus 
which will prevent the excessive cor- 
rosion of the pipes that has occurred 
in the past. 

The cleaning of the Forest and 
Washington street mains has in- 
creased the capacity of the pipes by 
at least a third, restoring them to 
their original carrying capacity. The 
job has greatly increased the supply 
of water available for fire emergen- 
cies in the center and around the 
town's public buildings. 

The mains on Grove street are to 
be done later in this present season 
and it is proposed to do further clean- 
ing work next year, probably on Cross 
and Main streets. 

The scraping and flushing of the 
mains has caused the water in the 
north part of the town to be riled up. 
The condition, while not pleasant, is 
not at all dangerous and will clear up 
in a few days.

MADE ICE IN 1775 

The first purely mechanical ice 
making apparatus was developed in 
1775 by Dr. William Cullen, an Eng- 
lishman, who perfected a device 
based upon the vacuum principle. 
This method was not practicable, and 
it remained for Jacob Perkins, an 
American engineer living in London 
to invent what is now the forerun- 
ner of the -modern compression ma- 
chine. For a refrigerant, he used a 
mixture of ether and brine. His in- 
vention was patented in 1834.

(Editor's Note — The author, a Lou- 
isville, Ky newspaper man who got the 
idea, has written small-town name- 
double stories like this for 154 big cit- 
ies, coast-to-coast, including the Bos- 
ton Herald, Springfield Republican, 
Worcester Telegram-Gazette, Law- 
rence Tribune, Hartford Courant, etc.) 

Mr. and Mrs. Winchester, I want 
you to meet your family — the 22 oth- 
er Winchesters that dot the map from 
Maine to Oregon and south to Texas. 

Maybe you have never heard of 
them — or more than three or four of 
them, but you can bet your boots that 
they have all heard of you, and all 
look to Winchester in Massachusetts 
for the progress you have made. 

The clerks in your post office know 
all about 19 of the 22, for 19 of them 
have post offices with a post mark just 
like your own and quite often their 
mail comes here in error. 

The local postal clerks notice that 
it is addressed to a strange name, then 
they notice that it is not Winchester, 
Mass., but Winchester in some other 
state. It is rubber-stamped, "Missent 
to Winchester, Mass," and put back on 
the train. 

It is strange when you think that in 
22 other widely separated states the 
farmers drive to Winchester when 
they go to town, just like they do right 
here in Massachusetts. 

The druggist or other dealer who 
sells local-view post cards in many of 
the name-double towns can tell you 
the same story of the tourist who 
stopped to buy local view cards and 
said, with a touch of superiority in his 
voice: 

"I, am from Winchester, Mass. I 
am going to send these to the folks 
back home to prove to them that I 
have discovered another Winchester." 

And no doubt on several occasions 
a resident of one of the tiny Win- 
chesters, has visited here, walked up 
-»tk! down Main street, stared at 
your business buildings and exclaimed: 
"So this is Winchester: Doesn't look 
a thing like back home!" 

But. you want to know something 
about your family so let me intro- 
duce you to them individually, in al- 
phabetical order, according to states: 
In Arkansas 

Winchester, Ark., has a population 
of 221, and is in the northeast tip of 
Drew County, on the Missouri Paci- 
fic ralroad, 10 miles from the great 
Mississippi River. 

In California 

Winchester, Cal., in the famous mo- 
vie state, has a population of 201, and 
is high in the mountains of Riverside 
County, on the Santa Fe Railroad, 72 
miles from Los Angeles and Holly- 
wood. 

In Georgia 

Winchester, Ga., 'way down in the 
land of cotton, peaches and watermel- 
ons, is in Macon County. 33 miles 
southwest of Macon and its famous 
Indian mounds, has a population of 
52 and is on the Central of Georgia 
Railroad. 

In Idaho 

Winchester, Idaho, "population 745, 
is in Lewis County, on the Craig 
Mountain Railroad, in the Bitter Root 
Mountains, not far from the state 
lines of Montana, Oregon and Wash- 
ington. This is a fruit growing, dai- 
rying, farming and lumbering section, 
has a lumber mill and a weekly paper, 
the Reporter, and is a summer resort. 
In Illinois 

Winchester, 111., population 1540, is 
the county seat of Scott County, about 
50 miles north of St. Louis, and five 
miles from the Illinois River. It is 
on the C. B. & Q. Railroad, has a tele- 
graph and express office, a bank, and 
a weekly paper, the Times. From here 
they ship coal, lime and sandstone. 
In Kansas 

Winchester, Kan., population 447, 
is in Jefferson County, on the Union 
Pacific Railroad, 25 miles west of the 
famous Leavenworth prison. It has a 
weekly, the Star. 

In Kentucky 

Winchester, Ky., the third largest of 
the Winchesters, has a population of 
8333, and is in Clark County, on the 
C. & O., and the L. & N. Railroad, in 
the heart of the famous Blue Grass 
region. 

Here they have a planing, lumber 
and flour mill, gas engine, broom, box, 
soft drink and tobacco hogshead fac- 
tories; pressed brick and cement block 
works, brass foundry, large loose leaf 
tobacco warehouses, a daily, the Sun, 
a semi-weekly, the Democrat, and 
Kerftucy Wesleyan College. 

In Louisiana 

Winchester, La., one of the three 
that has no post office, is listed in the 
official railroad guide but does not 
appear in the latest Atlas. 

In Maryland 

Winchester, Md., is in Anne Arun- 
del County, on the W. B. & A. Rail- 
road. No oopulaiton is listed for it. 
and it gets mail through the Arnold, 
Md. post office. 

In Mississippi 

Winchester, Miss., population 359. is 
in Wavne County, on the Chickasa- 
whay River, and the Mobile A Ohio 
Railroad, five miles from the Alaba- 



Ia New Hampshire 

Winchester, N. H.. population 900, 
is in Cheshire County in the south- 
west corner of the state, on the Ash- 
uelot River, and the Boston A Maine 
Railroad. 

In New York 

Winchester, N. Y., population 300, 
is in Erie County, on the Pennsylva- 
nia Railroad, at the edge of the Buf- 
falo metropolitan district, a short 
drive to Lake Erie. New York's Win- 
chester has no post office and gets 
mail through Gard^nville. 

Winchester, Ohio, population 821, is 
in Adams County, on the Norfolk & 
Western Railroad, 40 miles east of 
Cincinnati. 

In Oklahoma 

Winchester, Okla., population four, 
is in Woods County, on the Kansas 
state line and on the Salt Fork River, 
but no railroad. 

In Oregon 

Winchester, Ore., population 12, is 
in Douglas County, on the North Rock 
Creek and the Southern Pacific Rail- 
road, 45 miles from the coast. 

In Tennessee 

Winchester, Tenn., population 2203, 
is the county seat of Franklin County, 
on the N. C. & St. L. Railroad, 45 
miles northwest of Chattanooga and 
the famous Lookout Mountain. 

Here they have a stave factory, 
planing and saw mills, carriage shop, 
four nurseries, two weekly papers, the 
Chronicle and the Truth and Herald. 
This is the home of the Open Door, a 
W. C. T. U. monthly publication. 
In Texas 

Winchester, Tex., population 410, is 
in Fayette County, on the Colorado 
River and the Southern Pacific Rail- 
road, 100 miles west of Houston. 
In Virginia 

Winchester, Va., population 10,944, 
the second largest Winchester, is in 
Frederick County, but, although with- 
in the county boundaries, it is not a 
part of the county. 

It is on the B. & O., the Penncyl- | 
vania and the Winchester and West- 
ern Railroad. 65 miles west of Wash- 
ington, D. C, in the very northern tip 
of Virginia, 10 miles from the West 
Virginia state line and just 30 miles 
across the narrow strip of Maryland 
into Pennsylvania. 

Here they have the Shenandoah 
Valley Academy, and other education- 
al institutions; a daily paper, the Star, 
and make gloves, paper, fruit pro- 
ducts, flour, brooms, iron, woolens, and 
brick, and have a big cold storagr 
plant, especially for apples. 

In Washington 

Winchester, Wash., population 39, 
is in Grant County, on the Great 
Northern Railroad, in the center of 
the state. 

In Wisconsin 

Winchester, Wis., population 78, is 
in Vilas County, on the C. & N. W. 
Railroad, in the famous northern lake 
country of the cheese state, near the 
state line of Michigan and Lake Su- 
perior. 

In Wyoming 

Winchester, Wyo., 'way out in the 
wild and wooly west of Wyoming, has 
a population of 200, and is in Washa- 
kie County, on the Big Horn River, 
in the Big Horn Mountains, near the 
Big Horn Springs Timber Reserve. It 
is on the C. B. & Q. Railroad and the 
railroad name of the town is Chatham. 

In addition to the 22 other Win- 
chesters, there is a Winchester Bay, 
Ore., Winchester Center, Conn., and 
Winchester Mine, W. Va. 

So now, Mr. and Mrs. Massachu- 
setts Winchester, you have met your 
family and to you they send greetings 
and say "Come out and see us some- 
time!"

sumption of activities next month. 

Out of their picture have faded 
summer vacation Camps Fellsland 
and Ellis on Amesbury's Powow 
River. And what a fadeout it was! 
The very woods resounded to the en- 
thusiasm of the noon dinner that for- 
mally closed the camp's season last 
Sunday. 

And not at all remarkable was it 
that the only woman- member of the 
camp staff should have been ac- 
corded the heartiest of the farewell 
cheers that were given the leaders by 
the Scouts and Cubs. For the ob- 
ject of the banner demonstration 
happened to be the camp cook, Miss 
Anna Little of Winchester. 

Down the line had the ovations 
gone, Camp Director Edward W. Nel- 
son, his able assistant George L. 
Nelson of Woburn and the others of 
the leadership personnel. 

Then came the final announcement. 
Miss Little had agreed to return to 
camp next year. She got a farewell 
from young hearts— and stomachs— 
that nearly took off the mess hall 
roof. And, incidentally gave the 
camps a choice bit of goodwill that 
promises to stand them in good 
stead when they resume next year. 

Financial accounts had not been 
cast completely at the closing. But 
an apprehensive camp committee 
that had put the two camps on the 
same food quality — quantity basis as 
the better class of private camps at 
50 per cent and less cost to the boys 
than at the latter were assured by 
Director Nelson that the budget 
would not be exceeded. Camp attend- 
ance totaled 308 boy weeks as 
against 304 last year. 

Really remarkable was the health 
and casualty record of the camps. 
During their seven weeks only one 
boy remained in the infirmary over 
night and he with an old-fashioned 
.stomach ache, incurred by overindul- 
gence in candy — a breach of the 
rules. And it would not have been 
a regular boys' camp had not the 
average number of cuts and bruises 
been treated by Doctor Gray, the 
camp physician. 

Director "Ed" Nelson, the Council 
Scout executive, who begins his own 
vacation next week, had nothing but 
praise for his assistants. In all his 
long experience, he declared, a di- 
rector had never been given greater 
co-operation. 

Swimming instructor, "Dick" 
Wheeler needed not the citation of 
his director. The rapidity with which 
his pupils learned and the unbeaten 
record of the camp swimming teams 
in competition with those of nearby 
camps did the speaking. 

Twice during the closing did chal- 
lenging teams yield to the prowess 
of the Fellsland natators. The beat- 
en teams were from Camps Manning 
and Powow. 

Manning and Powow, however, took 
the measure of Fellsland teams in 
baseball and markmanship. 

Twenty-five boys participated in 
the upriver trips that featured last 
week's outings. Nine of the boys 
were away overnight. 

Intercamp competition was carried 
on to the very end and one of the 
noteworthy performances was the 
2307 point scavenger hunt score by 
Richard "Tubby" Nelson of Woburn. 
Second best was Robert Stanley of 
Medford with 869 points. Richard 
Nelson is a brother of the assistant 
camp director who will play a promi- 
nent part in camp leadership again 
next year.

Investigations of Politics and 
Waste Resisted by 
New Deal.

With the New Deal breathing 
space well under way, the promise of 
no new taxes, and even the golden 
glow of a possible tax reduction, it 
might be imagined by some persons 
so base and literal as to hold such 
thoughts, that election time is ap- 
proaching. It is! No one expected 
any talk of increased taxes this fall. 
The announcement is only one of 
many acts which will be produced 
from the New Deal bag between now 
and election time. However— mem- 
ory is a strange thing. What one 
man forgets another remembers. It 
cannot be possible that we all have 
forgotten the last elections! For in- 
stance, do you remember some of 
this ? : 

BUREAUCRACY 
Promise 

"We are attempting too many 
functions and we need a simplifica- 
tion of what the Federal Government 
is giving to the people. 

"I accuse the present 
tion of being the greatest spen 
administration in peace times in all 
our history— one which has piled 
bureau on bureau, commission on com- I 
mission, and has failed to anticipate 
the dire needs or reduced earning 
power of the people. Bureaus and bu- 
reaucrats have been retained at the 
expense of the taxpayer." 

Franklin D. Roosevelt 
Sioux City, Sept. 29, 1938 

"The people of America demand a 
reduction of Federal expenditure. It 
can be accomplished not only by re- 
ducing the expenditures of existing 
departments, but it can be done by 
abolishing many useless commissions, 
bureaus and functions, and it can be 
done by consolidating many activities 
of the government." 

Franklin D. Roosevelt 
Brooklyn, N. Y., Nov. 4, 1932 

Performance 

Before the Roosevelt Administra- 
tion there were ten agencies dealing 
with the production and distribution 
of power. In 1935 there were 23 
agencies concerned with it. 

Two agencies of the Federal Gov- 
ernment were primarily concerned 
with the settlement of labor disputes 
in 1932. Four years later 12 agen- 
cies are interested in the settlement 
of labor disputes. 

Housing problems were being con- 
sidered by four agencies of the Gov- 
ernment before the Roosevelt Ad- 
ministration. In 1936 18 agencies 
are dealing with the problem. 

In 1932 there were six agencies of 
the Government to which foreign 
trade was a major concern. Today 
there are 12 agencies concerned with 

this activity. 

Four government agencies were 
making loans to farmers four years 
ago Today there are 13 agencies 
engaged in making such loans. 

Ei£ht agencies of the Federal Gov- 
ernment exercised extensive control 
over the public lands. In 193b such 
control was being exercised by 
different organizations m 
eral Government. 

Today there are three 
Government committees each entire- 
ly independent of the other, all 
studying overlapping services m the 
Federal Government. 



These hnge snms have been disposed 
of by President Roosevelt and bis as- 
sociate*. The work has been directed 
almost exclusively by New Dealers 
chosen largely for their loyalty to the 
party machine. Allotments of money, 
it is charged, have been governed in 
many Instances by political considera- 
tions rather than by the needs of indi- 
viduals and communities. 

Robinson Uses Strategy. 

When a Senate committee recently 
reported favorably a resolution calling 
for a general investigation of WPA 
the report was hastily recalled. Sen- 
ator Joseph T. Robinson, New Deal 
leader, arranged for the appointment 
of two additional New Deal Senators to 
the small committee. Another resolu- 
tion was drawn up, in milder form. It 
is not anticipated that the result of 
an Inquiry so constituted will be either 
impartial or useful. Even writers 
friendly to the Roosevelt administra- 
tion criticized the Robinson strategy. 

Senator Rush D. Holt, Democrat, of 
West Virginia, has made half a dozen 
speeches on th« floor of the Senate, in 
one of which he declared: 

"I charge that WPA in the State of 
West Virginia was built for a factional 
political machine." 

Calls Inquiry "Fraud." 

He denounced WPA methods in his 
State as a disgrace. He said that some 
of the needy were deprived of aid be- 
cause of the waste of funds by and 
anions politicians. Upon repeated de- 
mands for an Investigation of his 
charges, Harry Hopkins. WPA Admin- 
istrator, sent his own agents to West 
Virginia. No Irregularities were re- 
potted by these Investigators. Sen- 
ator Holt challenged the report as a 
"farce" and a "fraud." He said that

New Taxation Is Primary 
Cause of Higher Prices 

By FRANK C. RAND 
Chairman of the Board, International 
Shoe Company, and Member Ex- 
ecutive Committee, American 
Liberty League. 

All of us are asking, "What Is the 
primary cause of higher prices on 
every thing we buy?" It Is not an easy 
question to answer; but 1 am conlident 
that no single factor contributes more, 
if as much, to higher living cost than 
constantly increasing taxes of all kinds. 
The insidious influence of unlimited 
taxation is felt in every home; for 
every citizen Is paying taxes ou every- 
thing lie buys. 

This was clearly and forcefully ex- 
pressed by Governor Franklin D. 
Roosevelt In a I're-Electlon speech Oc- 
tober 19, 1032: 

"Tuxes are paid in the sweat of 
every man who labors, because they 
are a burden on production und can 
be paid only by production, if exces- 
sive, they are reflected in idle fac- 
tories, tax sold farms, and hence in 
hordes of the hungry tramping the 
streets and seeking jobs in vain. Our 
workers may never see a tax bill, but 
they pay in deductions from wages, in 
Increased cost of what they buy or in 
broad cessation of employment.

If like a spendthrift the government 
throws discretion to the winds. Is will- 
ing to make no sacrifice ai all in spend- 
ing, extends its taxing to the limit of 
the people's power to pay and con- 
tinues to pile up deficits. It is on the 
road to bankruptcy." 

Last year our taxes. National, State 
and Municipal, amounted to more than 
Fifteen Rllllon Dollars. "The Power to 
Tox." snid Chief Justice Marshall. "Is 
the Power to Destroy." and we must 
call a halt on the expense of Govern- 
ment or be destroyed by the conse- 
quences. 

When public officials brag about the 
Increase In pnblic revenue they are 
boasting of the amount that has been 
taken from the pockets of our citizens ■ 
for nil public revenue comes from In- 
dividual effort. 

It is your duty and mine to arouse 
pnblic sentiment to a point where It 
will demand a reduction in the cost of 
Govpriiment. so that our people may 
he able to buy and enjoy n larger share 
of the things thr»y create.

All of the public schools will open 
officially on Wednesday, Sept. 9. 

The department prefers that chil- 
dren be 5 years of age in September 
if they are to be admitted to the 
kindergarten and 6 years of age if 
they seek admission to the first grade. 
The School Committee provides, how- 
ever, that if a child becomes 5 on or 
before the first of January, he may 
be admitted to the kindergarten and 
if the child becomes 6 on or before 
the first of January, he may be ad- 
mitted to the first grade. 

If however parents have a child 
who does not meet the above age re- 
quirements, and believe their child 
has advanced more rapidly mentally 
than one would normally expect, such 
parents may arrange with the office 
of the Superintendent of Schools. 
Winchester 1780, for a mental test. 
These tests will be given on Tuesday 
and Wednesday, Sept. 8 and 9 in the 
Administration Building on Church 
street. No child however, will be ad- 
mitted for the mental test who is not 
at least four years of age, and pre- 
ferably who is not at least 4 years 
and a half. 

In arranging for the mental test, 
the department is not necessarily 
urging that the test be taken. Chil- 
dren vary and it is very difficult even 
if the child does pass the mental test 
to predict that he will move on 
through the grades satisfactorily.

Melodies ring out again over re- 
built homes in Pixmude, Belgium. 
A new carillon recently installed there 
replaces one destroyed along with 
practically the entire town, during se- 
vere fighting in the World War. 

Made of copper and tin, carillons 
have more than once been seized in 
war times and melted into cannon, 
says a bulletin from the Washington, 
D. C, headquarters of the National 
Geographic Society. 
World War Destroyed Many Bells 

Belgian carillons destroyed or car- 
ried away during the last war in- 
clude those at Ypres, Louvain, Di- 
nant, Nieuport, Ostende, Roulers and 
Thourout, while France lost those at 
St. Quentin and Arras. Many of these 
have been reconstructed, notably the 
splendid ones at Ypres and Louvain, 
for once acustomed to a carillon's 
lively music, no town in Europe would 
willingly be without it. 

Carillons originated in Belgium, 
the Netherlands, and northeastern 
France. In lowlands stretching in- 
land from the North Sea, towns built 
towers that soared abovp the sur- 
rounding plains. From them senti- j 
nels could watch for invaders or 
breaking dikes. At the beginning of 
the World War a telephone connect- 
ed the carillon tower of Brielle, Hol- 
land, with coast defenses. 

As huge clocks were added to 
these towers in the 15th century a I 
large bell was struck to announce , 
the hour. Later, small bells were 
rung to call attention to the striking. 
At their merry chiming, townsfolk 
swarming like ants in the market- 
place far below, would panse and 
listen for the solemn booming they 
knew would follow. 
Some Bells Weigh Several Tons 
The small bells usually numbered 
four. Cities began to rival each oth- 
er in adding more and better bells un- 
til brief melodies could be played. In 
the 17th century the present form of 
carillon was reached, consisting of a 
number of bells attuned to the inter- 
vals of the chromatic scale, usually 
covering a range of four octaves. 
The bells, ranging in weight from a 
few pounds to several tons, are hung 
in tiers one above the other. Unlike 
bells which are rung by ropes and 
swing freely, carillon bells are usual- 
ly hung "fixed," being bolted to a 
framework of steel, or wood and iron. 

Carillons are played either auto- 
matically or by a carillonneur. The 
few clear notes that sprinkle down 
a carillon at the hour, half "

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and quarter hour, are usually played I 
automatically by a clockwork mech- j 
anism something like a gigantic mu- j 
sic box. Hundreds of pegs set in a | 
huge revolving cylinder trips levers 
which in turn pull wires that make 
hammers strike the bells. "Lange 
Jan" in Middleburg, Holland, is one 
of the busiest of this type, playing 
a few notes every seven and a half 
minutes. 

When keys and pedal keys con- 
trolling the bells are gathered to- 
gether in a keyboard, they form part 
of an instrument which a carilloneur 
plays like an organist, using both 
hands and feet. So strenuous is the 
art that many carillonneurs play in 
track suits and sandals and protect 
their hands with leather pads. 

In the low countries, carillon con- 
certs are frequently given on market 
days, Sundays and holidays and cer- 
tain evenings in summer. On warm 
nights one is apt to find traffic in 
cities diverted while thousands con- 
gregate in a public square, watch- 
ing a glowing window far up in a 
tower. From it an unseen player 
floods the air with music. The van- 
tage point from which to tnjoy a car- 
illon concert to its fullest is a quiet 
place about 500 feet away. 

Carillon towers are a delight to the 
eye as well as to the ear, many of 
them being of matchless architectu- 
ral beauty, 200 to 300 feet high. At 
Amersfoort, Holland, stands one pop- 
ularly called "The Mother and Child" 
because of a little spire springing 
from the main tower as if carried in 
arms. 

Carillons have long adorned church- 
es and public buildings. Since the 
World War they have also been chos- 
en for soldier's memorials. Between 
1924 and 1933 the United States in- 
stalled over 30 carillons and Canada 
over half a dozen. Noted carillons 
in the United States include those 
of the Riverside Church in New York 
City, the University of Chicago, and 
the Bok Singing Tower in Florida. 

St. Rombold's in Malines, Belgium, 
is the finest of the ancient carillons. 
At Malines also is located the famous 
School of Carillon Instruction which 
has trained many of the world's mas- 



Webster's Work on Dictionary 

Noah Webster began work on his 
dictionary in 1807. He spent a year 
(1824-25) abroad, still working on 
it, in Paris and at the University 
of Cambridge, where he completed 
his work in 1S25. The work came 
out in 1823 in two volumes, an edi- 
tion of 2.500 copies. It contained 
12,000 words and from 30.000 to 40,- 
000 definitions that had not ap- 
peared in any earlier dictionary. 
An English edition soon followed. 
In 1840 the second edition, correct- 
ed and enlarged, came out, in two 
volumes. He completed the revision 
of an aopendix a few days before 
his death, May 23. 1843.

The church today faces a tremen- 
dous task. Let us pause and reflect 
on the heart-rendering undertones of 
sorrow which is rising at this very 
moment from many an American 
home in and out of Winchester; think 
of the widows, and the sob of the 
tatherless. There is great work to 
be done — so great is the task that 
once we begin to grapple with it the 
church will shake off much of its 
present strange and discreditable 
apathy. 

The pulpit as well as the pew 
needs rousing to more zealous ener- 
gy and self-sacrifice, to more burning 
passion, and enthusiasm, to greater 
and more varied inventiveness of ef- 
fort; to a broader base of commun- 
ion; to a distinguished dependence 
under stereo-typed service and in- 
elastic forms. It would be blind and 
false eulogy on this writer's part to 
say that the church does not need 
less effeminate artificiality, more 
freedom, less belief in mere function 
and archaeology, more abandonment 
of the obsolete, more burning love 
for truth rather than tradition; more 
substitution of the eternally great for 
the infinitely little; a more thorough 
passion of irrestible sincerity; a 
tearing to threads the sophisms of 
greed and worldliness; an arm less 
palsied in strikng hard blows at the 
creeping spectress of impurity, and 
the loathing dominance of drink.

INSURANCE VS. INTOXICATION 



The Northwestern National Life 
Insurance Company of Minneapolis 
has been investigating the relation 
of drinking to insurance-rejection, 
and their statisticians have dropped 
a bombshell of a report on their find- 
ings into the camps of the brewers. 
For applicants of all ages, says 
Northwestern, the increase in rejec- 
tions involving over-indulgence has 
increased 35 per cent since 1932. For 
the year ending April 1, 1932, such 
cases averaged 17.(5 per 100 rejec- 
tions; in the corresponding period 
ending April 1, 1935, the figure had 
jumped to 22 per 100. In the age 
group under 30, the same 1931-32 pe- 
riod showed that 11.9 out of each 
100 rejections involved alcoholic ex- 
cesses, while for the 1934-35 period, 
the proportion climbed to 29.7 per 
100, and for the period ending April 
L 1936. it was 33.7 for each 100. For 
those over 45, alcoholic excess today 
causes more rejections than heart 
trouble, high blood pressure or bad 
kidneys. 

And there is a decided increase in 
the "moderate" drinkers who have 
not yet crossed the line to excess. 
Fifteen and three-tenths of every 
100 accepted applicants were moder- 
ate drinkers in 1932; in 1936, it is 
32.2 of each 100. The increase of 
moderate drinkers under 30 who 
were accepted is 17 per cent in 1935, 
and 178 per cent since 1932! 

The very morning that this report 
reached us, we read a quarter-page 
whiskey ad in a great Metropolitan 
newspaper, in which a "maker of the 
whiskies since 1857" made the fol- 
lowing unusual plea: "A thoughtless 
minority must not be allowed to en- 
danger the liberty and enjoyment of 
the countless thousands who consume 
whiskey as it should be consumed — 
in moderation." That strikes us as 
a new kind of liquor ad; it also 
strikes us as a decidedly dwindling 
"thoughtless minority," if North- 
western's figures mean anything at 
alt

Proposed regulations for bicycle 
riders, as prepared by a committee of 
police officials in cooperation with 
the Massachusetts Safety Council 
were sent to police officials through- 
out the state this week by the council. 

The proposals included six points: 
that unlighted bicycles be taken off 
the highways at night; that riding on 
the handle bars be prohibited; that a 
group of riders keep in single file, not 
spread over the highway; that all 
riding be done on the right side of 
a highway; that directional hand sig- 
nals be given by cyclists when chang- 
ing a course, and that all motor traf- 
fic regulations must be obeyed. 

Hitching onto the back of a mov- 
ing vehicle would be prohibited un- 
der the council's proposed regulations. 

There are 150 exchanges in the 
state where bicycles are rented, 
against two exchanges three years 
ago, the council said. It also esti- 
mated that 1,000,000 bicycles will be 
sold throughout the country this year, 
double the 1935 figure. Such condi- 
tions warrant strict regulation, it be- 
lieves.

SCHOOL DEPARTMENT NOTES 
New 

All of the public schools will open 
officially on Wednesday, Sept. 9. 

The department prefers that chil- 
dren be 5 years of age in September 
if they are to be admitted to the 
kindergarten and 6 years of age if 
they seek admission to the first grade. 
The School Committee provides, how- 
ever, that if a child becomes 5 on or 
before the first of January, he may 
be admitted to the kindergarten and 
if the child becomes 6 on or before 
the first of January, he may be ad- 
mitted to the first grade. 

If however parents have a child 
who does not meet the above age re- 
quirements, and believe their child 
has advanced more rapidly mentally 
than one would normally expect, such 
parents may arrange with the office 
of the Superintendent of Schools, 
Winchester 1780, for a mental test. 
These tests will be given on Tuesday 
nnd Wednesday, Sept. 8 and 9 in the 
Administration Building on Church 
street. No child however, will be ad- 
mitted for the mental test who is not 
at least four years of ape, and pre- 
ferably who is not at least 4 years 
and a half. 

In arranging for the mental test, 
the department is not necessarily 
urging that the test be taken. Chil- 
dren vary and it is very difficult even 
if the child does pass the mental test 
to predict that he will move on 
through the grades satisfactorily.

The Board of Selectmen has been 
giving serious attention to the condi- 
tion of the Aberjona River and has 
persisted in its efforts to have the 
pollution of this river stopped, co-op- 
erating with Mr. Maurice Dinneen, 
Agent of the Board of Health. It has 
taken the matter up in detail with the 
State Department of Public Health 
and is advised by that department 
that it appears impracticable to do 
much toward cleaning up the river un- 
til the new sewer is in operation, 
which it is expected will be about 
April 1st. The following letter is part 
of the correspondence between the Se- 
lectmen and the State authorities: 

"In response to your further request 
of Thursday, Aug. 20, 1936, relative 
to the condition of the Aberjona River 
in the town of Winchester, the inves- 
tigations made by this Department in 
response to your earlier application 
showed that because of the surcharged 
condition of the Aberjona River sewer 
in the city of Woburn considerable 
quantities of wastes from certain 
industrial establishments overflowed 
from a manhole on this sewer, and 
our investigations would indicate that 
such overflow occurs where there is 
any considerable discharge of wastes 
from these establishments. The Ab- 
erjona River in the vicinity of Salem 
Street, Woburn, at the time of our re- 
cent examinations was objectionable 
both from appearance and odor be- 
cause of the apparent presence of in- 
dustrial wastes. 

"Examinations made by this De- 
partment from time to time have 
shown that the Metropolitan sewer, 
into which the Aberjona River sewer 
discharges, below the Winchester- Wo- 
burn boundary, is at times surcharged 
to such an extent that sewage over- 
flows from manholes of the Metropoli- 
tan sewerage system. To relieve this 
condition, sewers are now under con- 
struction as indicated in the communi- 
cation of this department to you un- 
der date of Aug. 17, 1936. Whether 
or not the construction of the sewers 
of the Metropolitan sewerage system, 
as herein indicated, will relieve the 
overflow of sewage from the Aberjona 
River sewer probably cannot be defi- 
nitely determined until a free outlet 
for this sewer is available so as to 
permit accurate measurements of the 
flow in this sewer. At that time a 
careful survey can also be made in the 
matter of leakage into this sewer and 
relative to the character and quantity 
of industrial waste which should be 
discharged into it. 

"In order to assist further in the 
matter of relieving the objectionable 
conditions referred to by your board, 
the department has communicated 
with the Department of Public Works 
of the City of Woburn requesting that 
that department make a careful inves- 
tigation relative to the condition of 
the Aberjona River sewer with a view 
to removing obstructions, if any, and 
regulating so far as practicable the 
discharge of industrial wastes into 
this sewer so as to reduce surcharg- 
ing. Until changes as herein indicat- 
ed have been carried out, it will be 
impracticable in the opinion of this 
department to prevent pollution of the 
Aberjona River and, accordingly, im- 
practicable to enforce the provisions 
of Chapter 291 of the Acts of the Year 
1911 which gives this department cer- 
tain mandatory powers relative to the 
pollution of this stream."

The Winchester Boat Club will ob- 
serve its 35th anniversary on Satur- 
day, Sept 12, by suitable exercises 
and a celebration.

The Winchester Boat Club owes its 
existence to a former well known resi- 
dent, George Adams Woods, now liv- 
ing in Hartford Conn. The first meet- 
ing was called at his home on Strat- 
ford road and it was originally 
planned to erect the club house on 
the peninsula near the Parkway 
bridge in Upper Mystic Lake where 
the late "Lou" Redding had his light- 
house. This site was later aban- 
doned in favor of the present location.

One by one the windjammers, pic- 
turesque ships of other years, are 
passing from the shipping lanes of 
the "seven seas." 

The latest casualty among the fam- 
ous ships occurred recntly when the 
four-masted bark, Herzogin Cecilie, 
gored by rocks and pounded by moun- 
tainous seas, perished on England's 
Devon coast. Eight times she had 
won the traditional Australian grain 
race around the Horn. 

I,ess Than A Score Remain In Service 

The Herzogin Cecilie's sisters of 
the sail now number between 20 and 
30, registered almost erclusively un- 
der the Finnish flag, says a bulletin 
from the Washington. D. C, nean- 



quarters of the National Geographic 
Society. 

The home port of the fleet is Ma- 
riehamn in the Aland Islands. Orig- 
inally built for every nation of north- 
ern Europe and the United States, 
no square rigger has been launched 
since the Archibald Russell slid down 
the ways in 1905. Rarely are more 
than 15 of them at sea at once. 

Some of the present generation of 
windjammers differ sharply from the 
historic clippers of the preceding cen- 
tury. Seagoing "barns" with steel 
hulls, the modern windjammers make 
their bid for trade through carrying 
capacity rather than speed. Their 
unweildy bulk condemns them to 
drifting instead of sailing much of 
their mileage. Tramps by trade, in 
-pite of their regal appearance, they 



sail about in search of a contract, 
carrying lumber, paper pulp, guano, 
coal, and tons of ballast stones 
while the Australian wheat crop rip- 
ens. 

Capacity and cheapness were not 
the only reasons for the Herzogin 
Cecilie's fame. Her sails in a veer- 
ing wind gave her a fascination for 
sailors — a feminine fascination coup- 
led with the lure of the unpremct- 
able ocean. She might lose men over 
the side in a storm more often than 
would a steamship, but she would 
lose not even a small percentage as 
many by desertion. 

Hence she was valuable for train- 
ing cadets and was usually manned 
by crews in their middle teens. She 
was only beginning to try the same 
magic to build up a passenger cli- 
entele.

One of the Few Certified Farms 
in New England 

A visit to Cherry Hill certified 
milk farm in Beverly provides an ex- 
planation for the recent report that 
the American public increased its use 
of certified milk by :J,000,090 quarts 
last year. Certified milk, produced 
under the direction of medical milk 
commissions throughout the country, 
is acknowledged to be the finest prod- 
uct of modern scientific and sanitary 
dairy farming. 

Cherry Hill farm is one of less than 
half a dozen certified farms in New 
England. Being close to Metropolitan 
Boston it is visited by hundreds of 
organizations and thousands of people 
who see here the highest standards of 
milk production in operation. Mean- 
while they may while away a pleas- 
ant hour on the rolling grass meadow 
and in the grove and deer park on the 
grounds of this beautifully located 
larm. 

The visitor to Cherry Hill farm in 
the late afternoon at milking time, 
sees milking under conditions that 
would scarcely be recognized by our 
forefathers. Gleaming white on the 
outside, the three barns herding up- 
wards of 200 selected cows are also 
spotlessly white within. Doors and 
windows are screened. The concrete 
Moor is swept as clean as a Dutch 
housewife's kitchen. 

Attendants, clothed in white, wheel 
in the covered milking pails for mach- 
ine milking. The sterilized tubes are 
fastened to the udders of each cow, 
and Bossie stands quietly while a gen- 
tle vacuum pressure draws the milk 
unseen into the gleaming pail. As 
each cow's milking is completed, the 
dairyman weighs and records her 
supply. 

The milk then goes directly to a 
glass-enclosed cooling and bottling 
room. Within a few minutes after 
milking the milk is cooled to 40 de- 
grees Fahrenheit. Today, even with 
raw certified milk closely approach- 
ing perfection, most certified milk is 
soul pasteurized, because the public 
knows today the value of this extra 
precaution. 

From the cooler, the milk passes 
directly into the vacuum filler and 
from there into bottles, capped with a i 
double tamper-proof seal. Milking,] 
cooling, pasteurizing and bottling go 
on simultaneously. 

Rigid inspection of cows, dairymen 
and buildings are made at regular 
and frequent intervals by the labora- 
tory technicians of H. P. Hood & 
Sons. This is in addition to inspec- 
tions by public health officials and the 
Medical Milk Commission. 

The diet of each cow is planned 
separately in accordance with that 
cow's particular reaction to the dif- 
ferent items of food. Milk contain- 
ing a standard content of Vitamin D 
is produced by feeding the cows a ra- 
tion of yeast. The research of sci- 
entists, in distributing organizations, 
universities, public health depart- 
ments, and medical organizations in 
regard to every aspect of milk pro- 
duction and the handling of milk, 
plays a part in the preparation of 
Cherry Hill certified milk.

Arthur Tiffany Downer, president 
and chairman of the Board of Direc- 
tors of the New England Laundries 
Inc., and founder of the Winchester 
Laundry, died Thursday morning at 
his home, 26 Stevens street, after a 
year of failing health. 

Mr. Downer was the son of David 
Robinson and Adelaide (Tiffany) 
Downer. He was born 6b years ago 
in Elizabeth, N. J. and after com- 
pleting his education in the Elizabeth 
schools, entered the gold and silver 
refining business with his father in 
Newark, N. J. 

In 1898 he came to Winchester and 
on Friday, Aug. 13, of that year put- 
chased a small laundry operated by 
Wilcox & Young on Converse place, 
continuing the business under the 
name of the Winchester Laundry, of 
which he was the owner. 

In 1906 a company was formed, 
of which Mr. Downer was treasurer 
and general manager, and in 191S, 
refinanced as The Winchester Laun- 
dry Company. The company was in- 
corporated in 1920 as the Winchester 
Laundries Inc., with plants in Win- 
chester, Lowell and Newton. 

During November of 1926 a merger 
was formed under the name of the 
New England Laundries Inc., the 
Winchester Laundries serving as • 
nucleus, and Taylor Brothers' Laun- 
dry and the Highland Laundry in 
Dorchester, the Quality Laundry in 
Somerville and the Brightwood 
City Laundries in Springfield bei 
added to complete the chain. It 
of this organization that Mr. Do 
er became president and chairman 
of the board of directors, a position 
he held until his death. 

Mr. Downer was a national figure 
in the laundry business and one of 
the best known men in the trade. He

A man said to have been John J 
"Moustache" Sullivan, while await- 
ing trial Tuesday morning for al- 
leged false solicitation of funds for 
the Republican Party, stepped un- 
ostentatiously from the dock in the 
Woburn District Court and made 
good his escape while Boston Police 
inspectors, two State detectives and 
a State trooper interested in his 
case were busy elsewhere in the 
courtroom. 

The suspect, police say, was spe- 
cifically charged with the attempted 
larceny of $200 from Daniel R. Beggs 
of Everett avenue, member of the 
leather manufacturing firm of Beggs 
& Cobb, soliciting the money in aid 
of the Lodge Associates Committee, 
which is a sub-division of the Repub- 
lican Party Massachusetts State Fi- 
nance Committee, representing him- 
self as an accredited solictor for the 
subsidiary group. 

He was arrested Monday night in 
Hull by Detective Captain John F. 
Stokes, on a warrant issued by Clerk 
of Court Charles H. Loring of Wo- 
burn to State Detective Raymond L. 
Foley, after allegedly attempting to 
cash the Beggs check at an Atlantic 
avenue saloon in Boston. 

Mr. Beggs had learned subsequent 
to writing the check that the Re- 
publican Committee had not com- 
menced the general solicitation of 
funds, and immediately stopped pay- 
ment which police say resulted in the 
capture of Sullivan. 

The suspect was booked at the An- 
dover Barracks of the State Police 
and taken to court Tuesday morning 
by Trooper Frank Geist who placed 
him in the dock to await trial. 

Several minor cases were disposed 
of by Justice Curtis W. Nash, but 
when Sullivan's name was called 
there was no answer and the dock 
was found to be empty. After leav- 
ing the courtroom the prisoner had 
made his escape through the Police 
guardroom where he encountered 
several girls working on city records 
as part of the Youth Movement, leav- 
ing the building by the garage door 



opposite the Woburn depot. The 
news was immediately broadcast by 
radio and teletype and every effort 
made to recapture the prisoner. 

Sullivan, police say, is one of a 
gang of swindlers who it is alleged 
have secured several thousand dol 
lars from Republican contributors 
through the State. It is further 
claimed by the Police that the man 
admitted having solicited and re 
ceived sums of money, but claimed 
he had been authorized to do so by 
Republican leaders. This statement 
met with a prompt and strong denial 
by Chairman Sinclair Weeks of the 
Republican State Committee and 
Henry Cabot Lodge, Jr., candidate 
for United States Senator.

We encountered a good one at the 
Cape last week, thoroughly illustra- 
tive of what one may expect in these 
days in maritime navigating. Watch- 
ing the crew of the sloop "Lady 
Luck," one of our Waquoit outfits, 
towing a large sea sled up to our 
beach, we were amazed to see the 
crew and passengers jump ashore 
and by aid of a stout hawser haul 
the sled handily out of the water and 
hitch it on back of an automobile 
which suddenly appeared from no- 
where. The sled was securely fast- 
ened to a large trailer and cradle, 
and in less time than it takes to tell 
it, the outfit disappeared down the 
road. 

Knowing that the sloop and its 
tow had come in from Nantucket 
Sound, through the breakwater and 
down Waquoit Bay, we were at a 
loss to account for the strange phe- 
nomenon. 

It appears that a group hailing 
from Missouri had been vacationing 
on the Vineyard. During their stay 
they purchased a sea sled, and in an- 
ticipation of their return to Missou- 
ri, had made a trailer and cradle to 
take the sled back with them. Their 
automobile was parked at Woods 
Hole. 

When the time came for them to 
leave the Vineyard they were just 
too late to get the sea sled and its 
trailer on the Woods Hole steamer, it 
being necessary to comply with some 
formality previous to shipping it. 
Whereupon the party decided to run 
the outfit — the sea sled on the trail- 
er — into the Sound and drive it across 
to Woods Hole themselves. So the 
sled, with the party aboard and the 
trailer underneath, started its voy- 
age cross the Sound. 

Out of the lee of Marthas Vine- 
yard the sea became very lumpy and 
a stiff southwest breeze made the 
voyage anything but pleasant, es- 
pecially as the sled, handicapped by 
baggage, passengers and its under- 
water trailer made very heavy 
weather, even in calm water. 

It was at this time that a feed pipe 
on the sled gave out and the whole 
outfit ceused to labor through the 
seas, which souked the passengers 
and baggage to nearby sodden pulp. 

Fortunately for the Missouri crowd 
the Lady Luck spotted them, and 
while the rescue was effected off Fal- 
mouth Heights, the Waquoit boys 
elected to make the long tow, down 
the Sound, through the dangerous 
breakwater and up the bay. One 
soaked passenger managed to reach 
shore and Woods Hole, and getting 
th» automobile, was ready for the 
outfit when it reached the beach. 

The Missouri crowd had nothing 
whatever to say. They disappeared 
as quickly as possible. But it is a 
safe bet that they have learned a lot 
about Cape waters and will be a lot 
more careful how their sail their sea 
sled on its trailer. They can thank 
their lucky stars they were not all 
drowned.

Watch far the Western Union messenger early in September. 
Read carefully the message he will leave at your 
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The new traffic regulations of the 
Town of Winchester, in case you are 
interested, are very much in effect. 
They have been published twice in 
the Star and are available now in 
convenient book form so that there 
is no excuse for local motorists not 
being familiar with their provisions. 
The Police have been ordered to en- 
force the regulations and can do so 
now, moreover, because of their ap- 
proval by the State Department of 
Public Works. Trips to court are 
likely to be much more prevalent, es- 
pecially for wilful violations, than 
heretofore when the authorities had 
little real legal ground for prosecu- 
tion. It is the wilful and continual 
violators who are likely to find their 
fun ended by the adoption of the new 
regulations. Police patience has been 
worn thin in their cases, particularly 
with those who have habitually defied 
all regulations in the matter of park- 
ing in the business district. For these 
disregarding souls there will short- 
ly be in effect an entirely new sys- 
tem, similar to that in force in Bos- 
ton.

FREDERICK EDWARD BELCHER 



Frederick Edward Belcher, a re- 
spected resident of Winchester for 
nearly 40 years, died Thursday morn- 
ing, Sept. 3, at his home, 14 Prospect 
street, after several months of fail- 
ing health.

passengers to the summit of New

trains up and down the mountain in 
a single day. 

The all-college man crew was 
composed of Paul Dunn of Rangely, 
this town, (Dartmouth '32), assistant 
to the President of the railroad, as 
engineer; Paul Lefebvre of Holyoke 
(Dartmouth '37). as fireman; Leon- 
ard Viens of Haverhill, (Dartmouth 
'39) as brakeman and John B. Chap- 
man of St. Johnsbury, Vt. (Dart- 
mouth '37) as conductor. Dunn, who 
qualified as an engineer on the road 
in his college days, pressed himself 
into service on the trains for the day 
when would-be passengers literally 
swamped the facilities of the cog 
railway which runs to the top of the 
mountain. 

Dunn is a "veteran" employee of 
the road having six years service, 
two of which were at the throttle of

Kenneth S. Hall, 45, of Winslow 
road, accompanied by his daughter, 
Nancy, Jackson College freshman, 
and her roommate, Janette Mc- 
Lauchlin of West Somerville, set out 
for a sail from his summer home at 
2 p. m. 

After a two hour battle with a 
fresh southeaster, Miss Hall fell 
overboard, and shortly after her 
friend went over the side while at- 
tempting a rescue. In an effort to 
maneuver the 16-foot craft back to 
the girls, the father capsized the boat. 
All three swam to the overturned 
boat and clung on. 

Robert Swan, "Bud" Stanton and 
Charles Morin, three Beverly boys 
camping on Ipswich beach, notified 
Selectman Franklin Lane of this town 
of the plight of the trio. Accom- 
panied by E. Ober Pride, another 
Winchester resident, he set out in 
his 26-foot cabin cruiser, after noti- 
fying the coast guard. 

Despite the high seas they finally 
picked up the three. Meanwhile the 
coast guard had sent a plane from 
Gloucester and a patrol boat and 
surf boat from the station.

into the stream. It is impossible to 
attempt to flush or clean the sewers 
because the manholes are so full that 
the men can not enter them to do the 
necessary work. 

Dr. Anderson assured the meeting 
that there is no danger in breathing 
air laden with the odor of sewage 
and that the presence of sewage, such 
as the condition existing in the Aber- 
jona, adjacent to homes and business 
houses is not a menace to health. Dr. 
Anderson admitted that the situation 
is not pleasant and might easily be 
termed a nuisance, but that there 
need be no apprehension of an epi- 
demic as a result of the sewage over- 
flow. 

Selectman Wilde suggested that it 
might be possible to pump fresh 



water into the river from either the 
reservoirs or Horn Pond to act in 
lieu of rain, but Mr. Sanderson stated 
that the water in the local reservoirs 
is too low to permit its use for this 
purpose. Mr. Weston felt there might 
be something in Selectman Wilde's 
suggestion and promised that his de- 
partment would do everything to 
bring about what immediate relief 
may be possible.

Town Departments were repre- 
sented by Mr. Kneeland, Edmund C. 
Sanderson, chairman of the Water & 
Sewer Board; George T. Davidson, 
chairman of the Park Board, Select- 
men James J. Fitzgerald, Jr. and W. 
Allan Wilde, Health Officer Maurice 
Dinneen and Town Engineer Parker 
Holbrook. 

After a general discussion and out- 
line of the situation to which citizens 
are objecting Mr. Sanderson ex- 
plained that for the past 15 years 
the Sewerage Division of the Metro- 

Eolitan District Commission has 
nown that the Aberjona Valley sew- 
ers are too small to carry their load 
but took no action. The chief en- 
gineer, knowing that in a few years 
he was to be retired, always post- 
poned action whenever the situation 
was brought to his attention. 

Upon his retirement the present 
chief engineer, Mr. Paul A. Dever, 
immediately realized the seriousness 
of the situation and started action 
which resulted in a P. W. A. loan for 
the building of the new large capacity 
sewer, extending from below Craddock 
Bridge in Medford nearly to the Read- 
ing line, which it is anticipated will 
bring permanent relief from an un- 
speakable nuisance. 

In the course of discussion Health 
Officer Dinneen reported that he had 
personally investigated and found 
that none of the pollution was com- 
ing from Mishawum Pond but was 
entering the river south of that 
point. Tanning and other industrial 
waste with the over-flow from the 
Reading sewers he found to be pres- 
ent. 

Town Engineer Holbrook reported 
that in connection with the new sew- 
er construction job two breaks in the 
town's sewer lines had been made, 
one of which was permitting consid- 
erable sewage to drain directly into 
the river. Both of these breaks were 
unavoidable and temporary, and both 
are to be remedied in the near fu- 
ture. 

Mr. Barrington told the meeting 
that the policy, formerly aherred to, 
of utilizing streams to care for the 
surcharge of sewage, has been abol- 
ished by the present Division of 
Sewers of the Metropolitan District 
Commission, the members of which 
are now concerned with beautifying 
rather than polluting waterways. 

For more than a year the Com- 
mission has been doing everything 
possible to ameliorate conditions in 
Winohester. The trunk line which 
is to be built will care for all sanitary 
and industrial waste, he said, but it 
will be necessary to require the indi- 
vidual communities of the district it 
serves to care for their storm waters 
which in the past have caused so much 
trouble with the sewers. To care for 
storm waters, in addition to sewage in 
this district three lines, each as large 
as the Mystic River, flowing down to 
Deer Island would be necessary. 

The old trunk line sewer, Mr. Bar- 
rington said, has outlived its useful- 
ness, having been built upon the con- 
cept that it is admissible to pollute a 
stream whenever necessary to relieve 
the system. The new sewer will not 
in his opinion be ready much before 
March 1 of next year though every 
effort is being made to accelerate the 
program and the system will be com- 
pleted in about one-third the time 
usually taken for a project of this 
size. 

The key to the entire situation is 
the time necessary to tunnel from 
Medford through to Grove place in 
Winchester. 

In reply to a question, Mr. Weston 
stated that there is no real danger of 
pollution of the town's water supply 
by the present sewer nuisance. Con- 
ditions during the past summer have 
been about the worst possible, due to 
the drought which has prevented a 
sufficient flow of water to neutralize 
in a sense the surcharge of sewage 
which of necessity has gotten into the 
river. He pointed out that roof drain- 
age alone accounted for much of the 
load in sewers in storm time, but was 
assured by Mr. Sanderson that this 
condition does not occur in Winches- 
ter. In reply Mr. Weston praised the 
town as one of the few communities 
which are caring for this type of 
storm water. 

Questioned by Mr. Davidson, he did 
not believe it possible to limit tem- 
porarily the business of industrial 
firms known to be polluting the river 
so that their waste might not increase 
stating that these firms are not 
dumping their waste into the river

State House, Sept. 11 — Three pos- 
sible remedies for the sewage over- 
flow nuisance into the Aberjona Riv- 
er are being pursued by state sani- 
tary engineers, it was annouced to- 
day by Ot. Henry D. Chadwick, state 
commissioner of public health. 

Although no assurance can be giv- 
en residents of Winchester that the 
nuisance will be entirely cleared up 
until the completion of the new 
sewer main now under construction, 
state health engineers are hopeful of 
reducing the overflow to a minimum. 
According to PWA engineers, the 
new line will be completed in March. 

As a first measure to prevent over- 
flow, or reduce it to a minimum, the 
state health department is request- 
ing manufacturing establishments 
along the river to economize on their 
use of water and thereby reduce the 
load on the sewer main. It is esti- 
mated by the department that four 
factories located on the banks of the 
river are responsible for the loading 
of from two to three million gallons 
of sewage a day into the main. De- 
partment engineers are of the opin- 
ion that, in view of the emergency, 
this load might possibly be cut down. 

Secondly, contractors are being 
prevailed upon to reduce to a mini- 
mum the periods of time during 
which sections of the main must be 
partially blocked up in order to con- 
struct crossover sections of the new 
main. 

The third possible abatement of 
the nuisance being investigated is to 
secure a release of water from Horn 
Pond into the Aberjona River there- 
by raising the water level. This will 
not be possible, however, until the 
Town of Winchester has completed 
construction of a bridge over Horn 
Pond Brook which has necessitated 
in damming up of-the brook.

The Navy Department has notified 
me that I am entitled to designate 
from the Fifth Congressional District 
cf Massachusetts two candidates for 
midshipmen in the United States Na- 
va Academy at Annapolis, Maryland, 
such midshipmen to enter the Acade- 
my during the summer of 1937. I am 
also entitled to designate six alter- 
nates who will be designated in order 
of rank if the principals fail. 

The men whom I shall designate, 
both as principals and alternates, to 
enter the examination for admission 
to the United States Naval Academy, 
will be selected as a result of a dis- 
trict-wide competitive examination. 
This examination, which is entirely 
unofficial, I have requested the United 
States Civil Service Commission to 
hold, and the Commission will, with- 
out my intervention, prepare the ques- 
tions, hold the examination, correct 
the papers, and certify to me the 
ranks and relative standing of the 
competitors. This examination will be 
held at the new Post Office. Lowell, 
Mass., on Oct. 17, 1936, at 9 a. m. 

I have requested the Civil Service 
Commission to give an examination of 
substantially the same degree of diffi- 
culty and in the same subjects as those 
which comprise the examination for 
admission to the Academy. The ex- 
amination will consist of algebra, 
plane geometry, English composition 
and literature, history of the United 

j States, ancient history, and physics, 

i (science). 

I The first eight in rank at the men- 
i tal examination of Oct. 17, 1936, 1 
shall cause to be examined by an offi- 
cial United States medical examiner, 
on a date to be set later, but subse- 
quent to Oct. 17, 1936. If all eight 
pass the physical test— which I shall 
request the examiner to make almost, 
but not quite, as rigorous as the offi- 
cial test will be— I shall designate 
them in order of mental rank. If one 
or more fail, I shall designate in order 
of rank those who pass, causing those 
next in mental rank to be examined 
physically until I am able to designate 
the men as principals and alternates 
who shall be the highest eight in the 
mental examination and who are able 
to pass the physical test. 

There will be no expense whatever 
involved in taking the above mental 
and physical examinations, other than 
the items of the applicant's travel. 
The examination I desire to be abso- 
lutely free to every young man resid- 
ing in the Fifth District who will be 
within the proper age limits pre 
scribed by the government as stated 
below. 

The candidates designated as prin- 
cipals and as alternates will receive 
from the Navy Department a letter ol 
appointment, and they must appear 
tor official examination at the time 
and place designated therein, before a 
board of Navy Officers convened by 
the Navy Department. Graduates of 
certain approved schools and colleges 
may be declared eligible for admission 
without official mental examination. 
The principals and alternates must be 
citizens of the United States and ac- 
tual residents of the Fifth District, 
and must have reached their sixteenth 
birthday, but not their twentieth on 
April 1, 1937. 

Although I expect to appoint appli- 
cants in order of qualification as above 
indicated, I reserve the right to re- 
ject any applicant who in character, 
temperament or other respect, may 
seem to me to be unfitted to make a 
successful officer. I also reserve the 
right to modify, as may seem neces- 
sary, any or all of the foregoing con- 
ditions prescribed by me.

remained as permanent residents in 
Waterfield as they called it, and as it 
was happily called for nearly 200 
years. The map made by 



s4-3t 



Cooke as of these parcels shows how 
well the town was located and how 
fortunately it might have been named 
for all time. 

From this small group of settlers 
on the Aberjona River, dwelling, first 
in Charlestown, then in Woburn, and 
finally in 1850 makers of their own 
incorporated Town of Winchester, the 
historian takes us along the road to 
the municipality of today with its 
14,000 population, rated by the tax 
authorities as holding nearly $32,000,- 
000 of property and with annual in- 
come and disbursements of almost 
$2,000,000. The path may be a bit 
rugged in the early part, but it shows 
a certain rise from the beginning to 
the end. 

Life in the 1600's is graphically 
told in the chapters on the pioneers 
or founders, first in the Converse and 
Richardson families, the former head- 
ed by Deacon Edward Converse who 
built the "Cold Bridge" (now Con- 
verse bridge) over the Aberjona and 
set his house near by. In the same 
group are the Symmes, Gardner and 
Johnson families who shared equally 
in all the activities of the infant 
village and whose names have been 
identified with it ever since. Sturdy 
and striking figures are found among 
these "fathers" and their doings and 
sayings, official, religious and domes- 
tic, set in the folk-lore of the time, 



embody vividly their days and ways. 

They appear in the contest between 
church and state in Woburn like so 
many of the revolts from the Puritan 
theocracy again in the share the com- 
munity, had in the colonial militia. 
The forefathers went about the busi- 
ness of any "frontier," clearing the 
wilderness, laying out roads, building 
churches, training soldiery and mak- 
ing war, gradually arriving at educa- 
tion, for not until 1761 was built the 
little school which led to the complete 
equipment possessed today. 

The Black Horse Tavern, manageo. 
by a score of landlords, but notably 
a social center both as a favorite stop 
on the coach road to the north and 
south, a focus for gatherings of the 
military and a sure attraction for 
townsfolk in the farming village seek- 
ing news and gossip becomes the na- 
tural vehicle for the period from 
1728 to 1835, in which the Revolution- 
ary chapter is most full of life and 
incident. In this appears the first of 
the town's three Governors, Brooks, 
Everett and McCall. John Brooks 
went from Symmes Corner to Wash- 
ington at Valley Forge and came 
home here after helping defeat Bur- 
goyne at Saratoga. 

As the 18th century goes out. the 
State official survey finds the com- 
munity with about 40 houses and 200 
inhabitants, but full of the small shoe 
shops which were the precursor of the 
leather industry in this section. With 
the 19th century came the develop- 
ment of transportation, bringing first 
to the town the Middlesex Canal, 
which, in the ¥1 years to 1836 in 
which it flourished, lent a fillip to the 
localities along the route, then the 
steam railroad, which, though wreck- 



ing the canal, gave the most positive 
stimulus to industrial growth and to 
a rise in the population. 

By 1839 it was South Woburn and 
in true New England tradition, the 
establishment of the First Church 
(Congregational) was the mark of 
the coming self-determination. It 
was "secession" from Woburn. but so 
successful that civic independence 
came fast upon its heels. 

The struggle for the charter of in- 
corporation and the canny aid of 
Stephen N. Clifford in winning it, the 
contest for a name and the ingenious 
lead of Frederick O. Prince direct to 
his friend Col. W. P. Winchester, with 
$3000 in hand for a town of Winches- 
ter, are told with zest, as are the days 
of the early town, its narrow means, 
its shrewd borrowing, its dusty 
streets and few gas lamps, its white 
picket fences about each house and 
great stretches of meadow on the 
west. 

The period of the Civil War which 
saw the town well in the 2500 class 
brought to Winchester many men 
who became conspicuous in its later 
history and who joined actively in 
strengthening the public spirit to 
which it has established full title. 

Edward Everett, who had built his 
fine home on the shore of Mystic Pond 
had too many duties as Governor, as 
Senator of the United States and as 
minister to Great Britain, to partici- 
pate often in town affairs. But there 
were now many others, and following 
their lead, men and women of the 
young town gave to the full their aid 
in support of the Union. 

The development of the '70's and 
'80's brought this unity of effort to 
view in a fashion far less striking

but none the less practical, when af- 
ter prolonged discussion, the inde- 
pendent water system was estab- 
lished. 

The extension, rounding out and 
completion of the fine school system 
contains concrete evidence of the 
strength of the spirit in the com- 
munity and the degree in which it was 
reflected in the citizenship. Again, un- 
der the leadership of Forrest C. Man- 
chester, it is witnessed at work in the 
creation of the parks and playgrounds, 
headed by the field which bears his 
name, and in the sedulous care of 
property, public and private. 

It comes to light in many phases 
in the building of the Library and 
Hospital, in the improvement of the 
waterways and even if it is not fully 
perceptible, in the controversy over 
the abolition of the grade crossing, 
it may be viewed with detachment. 

In the World War, as the histori- 
an's record makes evident, the town 
through and by its citizens* contribu- 
tions kept its demonstration of public 
spirit at the highest mark. Individual- 
ly and collectively, its support may 
be measured by the roll of participa- 
tion in every field of service. 

It is Charles Francis Adams, 2d, 
who, though unofficially, has given a 
considered opinion confirming strong- 
ly this estimate. It was embodied in 
his advice to some young friends 
about to choose a community in which 
to make their home. 

"Quite apart from the beauty of 
the town" said he, "you will find 
there an unusual public spirit" 

This the historian adjudges truly 
to have been found in the common 
willing effort toward physical im- 
provement, in generous provision with 
means for best education, in the sense 
of responsibility for proper manage- 
ment, in devoted unselfish public 
service, in unity of attachment to 
the town and in the endeavor surely 
to seek the best in home and com- 
munity life.

In the early days of the club there 
plenty of interest in cano 
ing. There are still two or 
shells at the clubhouse now 
were used extensively at that 
They are a heavier type boat 
have not the stream lines of today's 
craft.

Of course in these days the prob- 
lem of transporting; the boats was 
not easy.

Ur The feature event in these times 
was a win at Lowell by the Win- 
chester Boat Club of an entire meet. 
That is the highest number of points 
in all events. 

Paddlmg ltlf-ll* 
Canoe racing and other aquatic 
sports should always be an important 
function of a canoe club. With this 
in mind, and realizing that water 
sports were on the wane, the late 
Charles Tenney, then president of 
the club, donated a handsome trophy. 
This was in 1915. It was for war 
canoes and to be raced for annually, 
between the Medford and Winchester 
clubs. The first race for this trophy 
was accordingly held in that year 
and Winchester was the winner. This 
one event remained the only straight 
away race between the two clubs with 
the exception of an occasional fours 
race. 

In 1921 Medford scored a smash- 
ing victory and the cup remained at 
their end of the lake until 1924. The , 
race in that year first ended ma! 
dead heat. The run off was immedi- 
ately held and this time Winchester 
was the winner. The same year, 
Marshall W. Symmes, present presi- 
dent of the club donated a challenge 
trophy for fours, to be raced for an- 
nually between the two clubs. Un- 
fortunately, however, interest in 
paddling on Mystic Lake was at a low 
ebb. No race was again held for 
this cup until this current year! The 
1924 Eastern Division A. C. A. re- 
gatta was held on Mystic. The war 
canoe race called for a distance of 
one mile. To accomplish this a turn 
was necessary. Only three war ca- 
noes went to the line. The Crescents 
of Waltham, the Omicron Delta Ca- 
noe Association also of Waltham and 
Winchester. The crack Crescents were 
an easv winner, Winchester second 
with the O. D.'s trailing. 

The 1925 season offered no pos- 
sibility of a war canoe race with 
Medford. As a consolation offering 
the club entered its nine man crew 
in the New England Amateur Row- 
ing Association's regatta, held in 
Boston, on July 4. The task of mus- 
tering a crew for this event was no 
small matter but finally the boat was 
filled and Mr. F. Leroy Pratt, crack 
paddler of other days, acted as coach. 
The members of that crew will al- 
ways look back upon the week before 
the big event, when they practiced 
on the Charles, using the St Al- 
phonse's boat house as their head- 
quarters, with pleasure. While they 
viewed the whole affair as something 
of a lark, to their good coach it was 
mental anguish of an extreme form. 
One member of that crew still has 
a lively recollection of his distracted 
coach, pleading in vain for better 
form and cohesion and finally resort- 
ing to colorful orations and dire pre- 
dictions. 

There were seven war canoes en- 
tered in this event, some regarded 
as being very strong. At the out- 
set of the race, the two major con- 
tenders pulled away to a lead on even 
terms. Strangely Winchester had 
fought its way into third place. Then 
something happened. The two lead- 
ers fouled. The Winchester helms- 
man and stroke were quick to see a 
rare ooportunity. A higher stroke 
was called for and all hands turned 
to as never before, crossing the 
finish line the winner, a scant foot 
ahead of the Pawtucket R. L crew. 
A somewhat flukey win, yes, but a 
thrilling race in any event. The boys 
and their coach, had a very enjoy- 
able holiday that year— and that is 
the story of the big shield hanging 
over the mantle piece. 

In 1926 no war canoe prospects 
were in sight. The crew had dwindled 
down to three or four willing souls. 
At this time double blade paddling 
began to appear on Mystic Lake. 
Through 1926, 1927, 1928 and 1929, 
a small group of five or six practiced 
a great deal, raced whenever pos- 
sible and traveled wherever regattas 
were to be found. They had a world 
of fun! In some small way they re- 
established the Winchester Boat Club 
in the eyes of others in the canoeing 
world. Apparently their enthusiasm 
was infectious as after they dropped 
out of competition there were others 
to take over. 

Records are often uninteresting to 
read over and for that reason the 
writer has carefully avoided them. 
He cannot conclude his part of this 
article however, without naming a 
few of his associates of past and hap-

MRS. PHELPS TO OPEN DANC- 
ING SCHOOL OCT. 30 



Ideal weather furnished the perfect 
background when, on Sept. 11, 30 
members of the Fortnightly Antiques 
Group set out for Cambridge, where 
a succession of historically interest- 
ing and beautiful scenes were en- 
joyed. 

Our first thrill was when we en- 
tered that aristocratic old mansion, 
the Cooper-Austin House, on Lin- 
naean street, buih in 1657, and filled 
with rare old pieces from cellar to 
garret 

Our next stop was at the historical 
exhibit of Radcliffe College, arranged 
in Fay House, built in 1807 and one 
of the finest examples of the work of 
that greatest of designers, Bullfinch. 
A charming Radcliffe student took us 
through this and several others of the 
interesting Radcliffe buildings. From 
here we wandered down the street to 
visit historic Chijist Church, which 
played so important a part in the his- 
tory of Cambridge. 

And, since no trek to dear old Cam- 
bridge is really complete without a 
visit to the equally famous old Cock 
Horse Inn, the site of the Blacksmith 
Shop mentioned by Longfellow in, 
"Under the Spreading Chestnut Tree" 
we thither repaired for a most de- 
licious meal and "look around." 

Immediately after luncheon we 
made all haste to take advantage of 
the most gracious invitation of Mr. 
Henry Wadsworth Longfellow Dana, 
to visit his home, which of course 
was the home of the beloved poet 
whose name he bears. Mr. Dana was 
kind enough to tear himself away 
from the interesting activities of the 
Harvard Tercentenary to personally 
greet us and conduct us through his 
lovely home, pointing out those things 
which had historical as well as fami- 
ly interest. We were so surprised to 
know that George Washington visited 
Mr. Longfellow, in this house, for al- 
most a year, in 1775 and 1776, that 
here in this house the idea for the 
free and independent United States 
of America was conceived — in the 
room which was our first president's 
office, and which later became Mr. 
Longfellow's study. What a large 
part that room has played in the 
story of our country — historically as 
well as poetically! 

With many a loving backward last 
glance at this beautiful old home, we 
continued our trek to Robinson Hall, 
the site of the already famous collec- 
tion of rare and priceless pieces ar- 
ranged in honor of the Harvard Col- 
lege Tercentenary. 
WIere we had the pleasure of hear- 
ing Mr. C. Malcolm Watkins give a 
most interesting talk on the History 
of Lighting Fixtures, in front of a 
case containing many rare and his- 
torically interesting lamps, from the 
earliest candlesticks and Betty lamps. 
At the conclusion of his brief but 
most worthwhile lecture, we were 
conducted on a tour of the room by 
one of the very efficient young Har- 
vard guides. It would take a far more 
intelligent antiquarian than I to de- 
scribe the beauties of that collection, 
one of the finest ever to be assembled, 
and certainly the most intelligently 
arranged. 

A comparatively few pieces, each 
outstandingly rare, choice, valuable 
and precious because of the page it 
represents in the history of our coun- 
try, are lined up around the entire 
wall space of that brilliantly lighted

For no one at I 
that time questioned the soundness 
of the government finances. Every- 
body felt then that a Liberty bond 
was as good as gold, which it isn't 
today. 

The reason that government bonds 
sold on a high yield basis after the 
war was that there were more of 
them put on the market than could 
be absorbed. There was a strong 
demand for business capital, and this 
helped to increase interest rates all 
around. Those were the days of 
prosperity. 

Today the banks are so loaded up 
with government bonds that they can 
make little money. The general pub- 
lic holds very few government bonds. 

What would happen if a sudden 
demand for commercial loans in great 
quantity should arise, and the banks, 
to get the money, should sell a good 
part of their government bonds? In- 
terest rates would rise sharply. 
Would Secretary Morgenthau then be 
willing to admit that the credit of 
the government was less sound? 

The present interest rates have 
little or nothing to do with the finan- 
cial soundness of the country, for it 
is perfectly obvious that a country 
which is spending vastly more than 
it takes in, and which is far from any 
balancing of the budget, is not in 
a sounder financial position than in 
the days when it paid all its bills, 
and more, out of income— [Editorial 
from the Boston Post of Sept. 7.

Now that the primaries are over,

An interesting feature of the 
park's statues is that they were all 
modelled in clay by one man, Nor- 
way's great sculptor, Gustav Vige- 
land, whose works embellish many 
Norwegian cities and towns. Oslo so 
appreciated his work that it erected 
for him a handsome studio which will 
eventually become the Vigeland Mu- 
seum. As such, it will house casts 
of all the sculptor's works. 

Open Air Museum 

Oslo's residents imbibing art have 
ample opportunity to "come up for 
air" not only while viewing the stat- 
uary in Bigeland Park, but while vis- 
iting their Folk Museum. The mu- 
seum grounds cover about 350 acres 
of the wooded peninsula, Bygdoy, 
west of the capital. They contain 
approximately 50,000 exhibits, includ- 
ing Viking ships, furniture, cooking 
utensils, farm implements, wood carv- 
ings and fabrics. Together these 
give one a splendid idea of Norwe- 
gian civic and rural craftsmanship 
trom Viking day to modern times. 

In most museums one would have 
to tramp many weary miles of mar- 
ble corridors to inspect these treas- 
ures. Not so in this open-air mu- 
seum. Many of the exhibits are 
housed in. a fine collection of ancient 
farmhouses and peasant buildings 
brought to Oslo from many parts of 
the country. The visitor rambles 
from one building to another through 
sunny fields or white birch woods.

HORSE AND BUGGY DAYS" 
STILL PREVAIL ON MACKI- 
NAC ISLAND 



The perennial discussion of need 
of a bridge to span the Straits of 
Mackinac is on again. Each year in- 
creasing numbers of business men, 
home builders and vacationists are 
lured to Michigan's upper peninsula 
and to the islands in and near the 
Straits, thus giving weight to the pro- 
posals of the bridge advocates. 

Among the favored vacation spots 
of northern Michigan which will be- 
come accessible to greater numbers of 
people by the construction of the 
bridge will be Mackinac Island, lying 
east of the Straits, about three miles 
from where the proposed span would j 
touch the upper peninsula, says a bul- ' 
letin from the Washington, D. C. head- 
quarters of the National Geographic 
Society 

Island is Famous For What It Lacks 

Inhabitants of Mackinac have a 
strange way of boasting of their is- 
land. Instead of praising its cool, 



standing features, they tell the world 
what it lacks — hay fever, mosquitoes, 
automobiles, street cars and railroad 
trains. 

From the deck of an approaching 
ship, a visitor sees white limestone 
bluffs that are a foil to the island's 
green crown of forest. The huge por- 
ticoed face of the Grand Hotel, the 
walls of the Old Fort and moat hous- 
es in the island's only town are spot- 
less white. The visitor's first' impres- 
sion of order and cleanliness is aug- 
mented on landing when he hears no 
honking taxis, and is attacked by no 
fumes of gasoline The old fishing 
and trading village has expanded into 
a modern resort with fine shops, all 
modern public utilities and splendid 
hotels and summer homes. For a tour 
of the numerous shrines of history and 
legend, one may hail a carriage-for- 
hire. The enforced slow pace of the 
vehicle alows full enjoyment of the 
rich scenic resources contained with- 
in the Island's skimpy limits — two 
or three miles. 

Has State Park 

There are more than 25 miles of 
drives, saddle paths and foot trails on 
the island. They lead to spots whose 
historic associations or curious nat- 
ural formation require a visit. The 
wave-carved Arch Rock, with its 50- 
foot span; thumblike, limestone Sug- 
ar Loaf; and the Devil's Kitchen, a 
favorite cave where tourists roast 
marshmallows in a huge fireplace, are 
a few of the points of interest. 

Since the end of French domination 
activity on the Island has centered 
about its Fort Mackinac, which lies 
on the hill slope north of the town. 
Above its walls have waved both the 
British and American flags as the two 
nations bandied control of the region. 
Begun in 1780, it was built to replace 
Old Mackinaw on the mainland which 
was insecure against attack by In- 
dians and American Revolutionary 
soldiers. In 1895 the Fort passed from 
national to State control and it is now 
included in the Mackinac Island State 
Park. Picturesque stone blockhouses 
have been restored. 

Fort Holmes, perched on the high- 
est point of the Island northeastward 
from Fort Mackinac, was erected by 
the British during the War of 1812. 
Here one delights in a panorama of 
Lake Huron with its tree-covered is- 
lets, and the distant shores of the 
Straits. 

Indians of the Chippewa, Huron, 
and Ottawa tribes inhabited Macki- 
nac at various times. In 1763, at the 
close of the French and Indian War, 
control of the Mackinac region passed 
from the French to the British, who 
organized an important fur trade cen- 
tering about the Straits and protected 
it with the fort. It was surrendered 
to the Americans in 1796 and became 
the base of operations for John Ja- 
cob Astor's American Fur Company 
when Mackinac was the provincial cap- 
ital of one of the northwest terri- 
tories. The old Astor House still 
holds early record books of the Fur 
Company. The Treaty of Ghent 
gave Mackinac permanently to the 
United States after a temporary re- 
occupation by the British.

The Boonsboro monument has been 
disqualified by rivals on the grounds 
that it is not a monument at all, but 
a mere pile of stones devoid of art. 
How can it be the first erected, say 
its detractors, when it was not even 
completely erected but left unfinished 
for years? Yet no one has chal- 
lenged its sincerity as a tribute. It

around it— the town's chief claim to 
distinction. 

Boonsboro is associated also with 
another hero of the country's early 
growth — frontiersman Daniel Boone. 
His cousins, William and George 
Boone, were pioneer settlers of the 
town in the latter part of the eight- 
eenth century, originally naming it 
Margaretsville in honor of Georges 
wife. Restless Daniel is said to have 
visited there several times. 
Close to Battles of Antietam and 
Gettysburg 
Red letter days for Boonsboro, of 
which history holds only a few of 
much importance beyond the city lim- 
its, are associated with the crest of 
South Mountain. Aside from the 
building and the rededications of the 
Washington momument, history has 
been made on these heights only when 
McClellan's army fought Lee's in two 
sharp clashes for control of the moun- 
tain passes on September 14 1863, 
two days before Antietam. The bat- 
tles of South Mountain, lamented by 
Confederate forces aa the Battle of 
Boonsboro because of the location of 
their headquarters, caused Lee to 
abandon plans for invading Pennsyl- 
vania and to retreat into Virginia 
via Sharpsburg and Antietam, a few 
miles southwest of Boonsboro, where 
victory by northern troops foreshad- 
owed ultimate success in saving the 
South for the Union. 

The rough stones found on South 
Mountain's crest, behind which Union 
and Confederate soldiers crouched to 
fire and to die while the sulphur 
smoke of their guns drifted down 
, over Boonsboro like a yellow pall, 
were the reason for the inconspicu- 
ous towns winning the Washington 
monument race. The summit offered 
a spot known as Blue Rocks, 1200 
feet above the town, where a profu- 
sion of loose weather-beaten rocks 
weighing from ounces to tons cropped 
out in such abundance that it would 
have been uneconomical not to put 
them to some good monumental use. 
So early nineteenth century patriots 
assembled them into a monument to 
look up to, on a site which commands 
a view down the rugged mountain's 
green wooded flanks into fertile farm 
lands spreading green and golden 
into four States— Maryland, Virginia, 
West Virginia, and Pennsylvania. 

Monumental activities were rare in 
Boonsboro — still rare, for that mat- 
ter—and decidedly to be made the 
best of. Preparations for the memo- 
rial and the occasion were begun a 
day in advance, when a foundation 
was laid, rough limestone bowlders 
arranged in a circular base 54 feet 
in circumference. At 7:30 the fol- 
lowing morning, Boonsboro sent forth 
practically its entire citizenry moved 
by a firm faith in the greatness of 
George Washington and the respect- 
ability of hard work. 

They spent the whole day convert- 
ing the stone-littered mountaintop 
into the site of a memorial, and 
stopped briefly at noon for a fiery 
patriotic soeech and a cold collation. 
At four they called it a day, having 
assembled a truncated cone 30 feet 
high with walls of huge stones and 
a core of smaller ones. From the 
stairway indented in one side was 
read the Declaration of Independence. 
Three rounds of shot were fired by 
veterans of the Revolutionary War. 
Though they were not shots heard 
round the world, they served as sa- 
lute for a monument believed to be 
first of the many now in practically 
every State in the Union and many 
foreign countries.

Attitude. 



i President RooaeveH'S ideas and pur- 
port In connection with the Constitu- 
tion, the Snpreme Court and the Con- 
gress are again brought to the front 
>by the appearance of the first issue 
of the New Deal's weekly magazine, 
the Roosevelt Record. The new publi- 
cation doea not reveal the names of 
tta publishers and editors and incor- 
porators, but It is regarded In Wash- 
ington as having the seal of the Pres- 
ident's full approval. As such, it will 
express Administration views for the 
duration of the national campaign. 

The leading article In the Roosevelt 
Record is written by Charles A. Beard, 
the historian whose Ideas of the Con- 
stitution and of the powers of Con- 
gress have been regarded so broad as 
to come under the "radical" classifica- 
tion. When President Roosevelt last 
year announced his appointees to a 
commission to aid in making plans 
:for the sesqufcentennlal celebration of 
the Constitution's birth, Professor 
Beard was named as chairman. Later 
was eliminated. Consid-

erable comment had been caused by his 
selection on a commission which was to 
undertake to educate the public on con- 
stitutional matters. 

"General Welfare" Clause. 
The Beard article In the first Issue 
of the Roosevelt Record discusses the 
question of how wide are the powers 
of Congress under the "general wel- 
fare" clause. The clause authorizes 
Congress "to lay and collect taxes, du- 
ties, imports, and excises, to pay the 
debts and to provide for the common 
defense and general welfare of the 
United StateB." 

It Is Professor Beard's conclusion In 
the Roosevelt campaign publication 
that It is left to Congress to decide 
whether Its acts concern the "general 
welfare" and if it decides that an im- 
mediate question of taxing or spending 
legislation does involve the general (as 
distinguished from local) welfare, the 
Congress may pass the law. 

Beard's position has been opposed 
by Jurists, statesmen and by some of 
the more respected members of the 
little group who approved the Consti- 
tution in its final form. The Supreme 
Court In the AAA decision of last Jan- 
uary also Indicated an oposite view. 
Assails All Opponents. 
But, in the closing paragraph of his 
article Professor Beard says: 

"The narrow view of the Constitu- 
tion Is a perversion of their Intentions, 
a falsification of history for partisan 
ends— a screen for covering attacks on 
measures of government, actually op- 
posed on grounds of expediency or per- 
sonal antipathy.'' 

Washington observers see in this re- 
vival of the old argument favoring a 
letting down of the legislative bars 
only another move in the campaign to 
deprive the Supreme Court of the pow- 
er to Invalidate Acts of Congress. As 
yet, the President has made no defi- 
nite statement In behalf of these "re- 
forms." Political experts say he will 
not venture to do so In election year. 
But the attitude of his associates and 
of his publicity agencies, it is pointed 
out, leaves little doubt of the presi- 
dential viewpoint 

Latest Box Scores in 

the Taxpayers' League 

If the taxpayer were to look no fur- 
ther than the first item of the latest 
Treasury report, he might feel almost 
cheerful about the way things are go- 
ing. He would find that the Govern- 
ment receipts for the first nine months 
of the present fiscal year were $3,330,- 
G24.850.40. That is an increase of 
$24O.00".S60.2" over receipts during the 
same period of last year. These re- 
ceipts were largely from Income and 
customs taxes and the taxpayer might 
well be proud of his increasing con- 
tribution. 

Expenditures, however, conrlntied to 
show an increase, and this item In the 
Government report lends the usual 
troop of evil results: increasing defi- 
cits, additions to the huge public debt 
and a budget that is still far off bal- 
ance. Expenditures for the nine-month 
period were $5,907,997,515.70 which 
was an Increase of $108.919,3<.W.21. 

The Administration's deficit for the 
nine months was $2,037,005.30. Secre- 
tary Morgenthau Informed a Senate 
Committee recently that by the end of 
the present fiscal year the 1930 deficit 
would be almost 0,000 millions of 
dollars. 

The public debt on April HO, 1930. 
was $31,425,440,395.88. That Is an in- 
crease over the same date of last year 
of $2,757,334,004.90. 

The taxpayer is going deeper and 
deeper into the red. Spending more 
than we take in has been piling up the 
same sort of score for the last three 
years. Spending has made a clean 
Jsweep In all 



We can never have too many cross 
bearers. Men and women who stand 
prepared to bear the burdens of their 
fellows are not too plentiful any- 
where. 

The Right Reverend Stephen E. 
Keeler, Bishop Ciadjutor of Minne- 
sota, in a recent sermon declared: 

"I want to correct a notion many 
people have about their crosses. A 
cross is neither the burden of life 
nor the thorns of life. What is the 
burden of life? It is the work you 
have to do. If you are a business 
man, it is your business; if you are 
teacher, it is your teaching. The 
thorns of life are definite suffer- 
ings, and we all suffer. 

"Your burden and the thorns in 
life are never crosses, because you 
cannot escape your burden and you 
cannot escape your thorns, but you 
can escape your cross. There are 
thousands of Christians today who 
haven't chosen their crosses. 

"When you find your cross, it will 
make you happier. Crosses add to 
the joy of living, for they will kill 
selfishness. No person picks up a 
cross who doesn't to some degree for- 
get himself." 

God give us men and women will- 
ing to take up crosses. We need to 
exercise a more dynamic cross bear- 
ing. Too many seem either to be 
on the verge of forgetting or have 
forgotten that the secret of real Cris- 
tian living is the stewardship of bear- 
ing one another's burdens, that cross- 
es must be taken up in the market 
place where men rub shoulders with 
one another, and by possessing Chris- 
tians who will peel off their coats 
and get right in on the job of cross 
bearing. Our cross bearing degen- 
erates too often into pessimism a 
very mean kind of substitute.

"Give me liberty or give me death!" 
temanded Patrick Henry in 1775, and 
within 25 years he got both. Now 
he receives also something for which 
he would have been too modest to 
ask — a Bicentenary Celebration at 
Hanover Courthouse, Virginia, where 
he nrst won fame. 

The crossroads town of Hanover 
Courthouse, Virginia, 12 miles north 
of Richmond, gets its name from the 
dignified little courthouse of red 
brick, says a bulletin from the Wash- 
ington, D. C, headquarters of the Na- 
ional Geographic society, 'this is 
the scene of the first flare from Pat- 
rick Henry, who fanned the Revolu- 
tionary conflagration with his fiery 
oratory. 

In tnis substantial brick structure 
Henry won the local acclaim that sent 
him to the Stamp Act protest in Wil- l 
to | liamsburg and then to his Liberty- j 
' or-Death oration in Richmond. During | 
his subsequent career as delegate to j 
the Continental Congress, Command- 
er-in-Chief of Virginia's army, and 
the first Governor of Virginia, he 
did not forget that he stepped upon 
this larger stage from the more mod- 
est drama of Hanover Courthouse. 

The courthouse still dominates the 
town, maintaining judicial aloofness 
in its shady green yard enclosed from 
the highway by a low red brick wall. 
Built in 1735 — the year before Henry's 
birth — of bricks brought from Eng- 
land, it is the only brick edifice in 
the immediate vicinity. Its cloistered 
porch of seven arches, on which the 
courtroom opens can shelter overflow 
crowds. Old documents as well as old 
memories are treasured within, among 
them a will which bequeaths a rib of 
King James of Scotland. 

Across the highway a big box- 
like wooden building preserves tradi- 
tions of a non-legal bar to which 
Patrick Henry was admitted even be- 
fore he became a lawyer. Here is 
where, it is said, gentlemen in vel- 
vet wearing wigs and farmers in 
homespun, would naturally turn for 
refreshment before and after tire- 
some court sessions across the way. 
Henry's father-in-law kept the tavern. 
Several times the impecunious young 
lawyer lived there, before his ride 
to Williamsburg in quest of a law- 
yer's license, and afterward when the 
court was in session. It is not prob- 
able that his good-natured helpful- 
ness about the tavern caused Thomas 
Jefferson to call him a bar-keeper. 

The town consists of half a dozen 
scattered houses and about as many 
stores and filling stations. A quar- 
ter of a mile away a bank and a store 
keep company with the railroad sta- 
tion. This obscure county seat is one 
of several which aspired in vain tc De- 
come capital of Virginia when the Gov- 
ernment was moved from Williams- 
burg to Richmond in 1779. Autoists 
dashing along the highway from Rich- 
mond, notice Hanover Courthouse on- 
ly as a flash of white on the roadside, 
and they may reflect on what a differ- 
ence a few votes make. 

The town was only a little smaller 
in Patrick Henry's time when it was 
the crossroads center of a few farms 
boldly carved from the Virginia wild- 
erness. Henry attempted to profit by 
the little settlement's commercial pos- 
sibilities, and a site is still pointed 
out where he kept a country store, 
measuring out molasses, weighing su- 
gar and salt, selling hairpins and shoe 
buckles until his liberal credit policy 
and failure of his customers' tobacco 
crop put the business in the red. 

The surrounding country was per- 
fectly familiar to him. Born nearby 
at Studley he had spent his boyhood 
roaming barefoot in the forest with 
musket or fishing rod, or diving and 
canoeing around his favorite South 
Anna river swimming hole. With his 
mother he drove in the double gig to

ISMAILIA: NEW BASE FOR BRIT 
AIN'S "WATCH ON THE SUEZ" 



In the chain of outposts that guard 
old England's empire, a new link has 
jumped to prominence — Ismailia, now 
just a little Egyptian town, but des- 
tined to be the new seat of Britain's 
"watch on the Suez." 

Under the treaty just signed be- 
tween Great Britain and Egypt, Eng- 
lish Tommies will move out of Cairo, 
Alexandria and other cities where 
they have been garrisioned for many 
years and will be concentrated in and 
near Ismailia along the Suez Canal, 
says a bulletin from the Washington, 
D. C, headquarters of the National 
Geographic Society.

Scene of World War Conflict 

Strategically located about half- 
way between the two ends of the Ca- 
nal, Ismailia has once before played 
a king-pin role in Suez history. The 
desert just south of the citv echoed 
to the thunder of guns in February, 
1915 when a Turkish army tried to 
capture the Canal. But French and 
British troops, and warships anchored 
in the Canal itself successfully beat 
off the atack. 

Named for the first khedive of 
Egypt, Ismail, the town came into ex- 
istence as a center of operations for

With local Scouts re-established in 
the regular routine of troop meetings, 
Winchester leaders of the organiza- 
tion today began the task of recruiting 
more adult leaders for their proteges. 

Prospective Scoutmasters to lead 
troops and committeemen to assist 
and^ advise in the planning of activi- 
ties' programs and to exercise execu- 
tive supervision of troops are being 
sought by Fellsland Council President 
Robert H. Sibley of Winchester, ac- 
cording to an announcement from 
fccout Headquarters on South Border 
road. 

That these prospective leaders, 
whose only qualification needs be that 
they are interested in boys, may be 
prepared to direct efficiently the ac- 
tivities of their Boy Scout troops, a 
training course in the elements of 
Scout leadership will be offered to 
them. 

Under the direction of Professor 
Crosby Baker of Tufts College, the 
course will be opened in Pearson Me- 
morial Chemical Laboratory of the 
college on Oct. 6 next. Nine Tuesday 
evening sessions of two hours each, 
beginning at 7:30 o'clock, will be held. 
Registration may be made through lo- 
cal Scoutmasters, Scout headquarters 
on South Border road, Winchester, tel. 
Win. 2030, or with Professor Baker. 

At the same time, a course in the 
elements of Sea Scout leadership will 
be conducted. 

Distinctly novel for adults will this 
training course be. Lecture periods 
have been reduced to an absolute min- 
imum. Instruction will be given by 
practical example. For nine nights, 
the "students" will be Boy Scouts 
themselves, actual playing and work- 
ing to the accompaniment of explana- 
tions of the aims of each activity, plus 
a bit of psychology and philosophy. 

"We oldsters are still boys, only 
grown up," Mr. Sibley commented in 
discussing the course. "And the gen- 
uine enjoyment that a man can extract 
from turning time backward in its 
flight under the guise of this training 
course will simply astound anyone 
with the preconceived notion that the 
restraint of his maturity is irremov- 
able. 

"There is much studied method be- 
hind every form of Boy Scout work 
and play that is not apparent to the 
casual observer. To the partici- 
pants in the course nothing profound 
in juvenile psychology will be impart- 
ed. They'll merely acquire a complete 
understanding of Scouting that they 
could not otherwise than by years of 
close association with the movement. 

"Let none fear that he is commit- 
ting himself to an undue sacrifice of 
time. Our troops meet only once a 
week. There are no contractual obli- 
gations. And I may say that our lead- 
ers get as much fun out of their asso- 
ciation with the Scouts as the boys do 
themselves." 

Acting as Scoutmaster of the Scout 
training course will be Scout Commis- 
sioner William O. Jones of Medford.

The Bankhead Cotton Act of 1934 

imposed a penalty tax of 50 per cent 
of the market value of lint cotton, 
levied on each pound of cotton ginned 
in excess of the farmer's allotted 
amount. Violation of the Act was 
punishable by a fine not to exceed 
$1000 or by imprisonment not ex- 
ceeding six months, or by both. 

The Kerr Tobacco Act imposed a 
tax ranging from 25 per cent to 33 *s 
per cent of the sales price of the to- 
bacco which a grower sold in excess 
of the allotment made to him by the 
Secretary of Agriculture. Punish- 
ments for violations of the Act were 
similar to those imposed by the Bank- 
head Cotton Act with the additional 
provision that false statements with 
respect to, or falsification of tax 
documents were punishable by a fine 
not exceeding $5000 or by imprison- 
ment not exceeding five years, or 

both. „ . 

The Potato Control Act of 193o 
provided for a tax of three-fourths of 
1 cent per pound (45 cents per bushel) 
for potatoes marketed in excess of 
allotments prescribed by the Secre- 
tary of Agriculture. In addition to 
the usual penalties on the grower for 
violation, the Act made the buyer re- 
sponsible for the purchase of only 
those potatoes marketed in a man- 
ner fulfilling the requirements of the 
law. Section 220 stated: 

"Any person who knowingly 
sells, or offers for sale, or know- 
ingly offers to buy, or buys, pota- 
toes not packaged as required by 
title, or any person who know- 



ingly offers to buy, or buys, pota- 
toes to the packages of which are 
not affixed or attached tax-exemp- 
tion stamps or tax stamps as re- 
quired by this title shall, upon 
conviction thereof, be fined not 
more than $1000. Any person con- 
victed of a second offense under 
the provisions of this title may, in 
addition to such fine, be imprisoned 
for not more than one year." 

"Congress has no power to enforce 
its commands on the farmer to the 
ends sought by taxing and spending 
to purchase compliance. The Con- 
stitution and the entire plan of our 
Government negative any such use 
of the power to tax and to spend as 
the Act undertakes to authorize." 

(Supreme Court decision 
on AAA, Jan. 6, 1936)

The Winchester Taxpayers' Associ- 
ation was formed April 14, 1936. The 
past few months have been devoted 
to perfecting the organization and 
laying plans for active work this Fall 
and Winter.

Winchester is fortunate in having 
a well run local government and an 
efficient and able Finance Committee. 
The organization of this Taxpayers'

way. There have been times in the 
past when even better results have 
been obtained had there been an ac- 
tive body of organized taxpayers 
supporting the Finance Committee. 

It is too well known to require ela- 
boration that the financial policies of 
the State of Massachusetts in recent 
years have been unbelievably bad 
and that State taxes in various forms 
are taking a larger and larger share 



of the taxpayer's dollar. In 1910 poll 
and property taxes in Massachusetts 
were $68,590,000. They mounted to 
$142,000,000 in 1920 and to $225,935,- 
000 in 1934 — a staggering rise of 229 
per cent. The tax collector gets 25 I 
cents out of every dollar which the ! 
average man earns, either directly or | 
from hidden taxes added to the cost 
of everything he uses. It is only by 
banding together that taxpayers can 
accomplish anything towards reduc- 
ing the heavy and growing burden on 
their pocketbooks. 

There are 355 cities and towns in 
the State. At the present moment 
there are 235 local taxpayers' associ- 
ations already actively at work or in 
process of being formed. These local 
associations are banded together in a 
central body — The Massachusetts 
Federation of Taxpayers' Associa- 
tions. We are planning to co-operate , 
to the fullest extent with The Massa- j 
chusetts Federation of Taxpayers' 
Associations in reducing unnecessary I 
State expenditures and in lowering 
the tax burden. We shall also keep 
Winchester voters informed as to 
how well our State Senators and rep- 
resentatives are serving our inter- 
ests and shall see to it that these men 
are kept alive to their responsibili- 
ties. 

The expenses of the Winchester 
Taxpayers' Association are relatively 
small. The officers and directors 
have signified their willingness to 
serve the interests of the community 
and there is no salary attached to any 
office.

Lowest-Pitched Sound 

The lowest-pitched sound used in 
music is the lowest note on a few 
of the greater organs, which vi- 
brates at 16 times a second. Ma- 
chinery often malees sounds still 
lower in pitch than this, but these 
are usually felt as vibrations rather 
than heard as sounds. The highest- 
pitched note of the most complete 
type of piano vibrates 5,120 times a 
second; higher by two tones or 
about 500 vibrations per second than 
the shrillest note of the piccolo.

ST. MARK'S SQUARE: THE HEART 
OF VENICE 




The house at 410 Main street, West Middlesex, Pa., where Governor 
Alf Landon, Republican nominee for President, was born in 1887, has be- 
come a point of national interest. Today it is occupied by the Rev. Henry 
Schilling, pastor of the First Methodist Episcopal church. In 1887 it was 
occupied by the Rev. Herman Mossman, pastor of the same church, when 
his daughter, Anne Landon, bore a boy baby named Alfred. 



Silence hung over St. Mark's 
Square in Venice recently. Puzzled 
eyes turned to the top of an ancient 
clock whose two bronze giants usu- 
ally announce the hour by striking 
their hammers on a huge bell. The 
giants stood motionless, their mech- 
anism worn out after over four cen- 
turies of steady striking. 

Like St. Mark's Cathedral, and the 
much photographed pigeons that strut 
on the pavement in front of it, the 
giants, or the Moors as they are 
called, are an interesting feature of 
that famous open square, the Piazza 
di San Marco, which no visitor to 
Venice misses seeing, says a bulletin 
from the Washington, D. C, head- 
quarters of the National Geographic 
Society. 

Center of Venetian Life 

St. Mark's Square merits the title 
of "the heart of Venice." Passing 
under the lofty archway of the clock j 
tower at the square's northeast cor- 
ner, one enters the narrow, winding 
Merceria, the city's chief business 
street. At the southwest corner be- 
gins the Salizzada San Moise, an- 
other street noted for its fine shops. 
From the southeast the Piazzette, an 
open way, leads to the Molo, Venice's

Republican Nominee Will 
Make Many Platform Ap- 
pearances to Meet People. 

West Middlesex, Pa.— In this vil- 
lage, where he was born 49 years 
ago, Governor Alf Landon will start 
fhis eastern campaign for the Presi- 
dency of the United States, August 
•22. Governor Landon's tribute to 
the scene of his birth is bringing 
tforth a responss which indicates 
<he largest turnout in the history of 
Jthis quaint Pennsylvania village. 

Governor Landon will deliver 
•here the first of three major ad- 
dresses scheduled for his eastern 
stour. The second will be at Chau- 
tauqua, N. Y., the night of August 
.24. The Landon family, when they 
-visited West Middlesex during the 
summer holidays, spent much of 
the time at Chautauqua, which has 
•been a powerful agency in mould- 
ing educational and public opinion. 
The third address will be given the 
right of August 26 at Buffalo, where 
Wood row Wilson opened his suc- 
mpaign in 1912. Governor 
l_.ardr>n wrffl make platform appear- 
ances on the way to and from the 
eastern center. 

The rally here will be the first 
Important occasion in which thou- 
sands of Governor Landon's east- 
ern friends and supporters will be 
able to participate. Governor Lan- 
. don's birthplace is in the center of 
a vast industrial area— 6,000,000 
persons live within a radius of 100 
amies, and many thousands are ex- 
pected to hear the Republican nom- 
inee. 

West Middlesex recalls that John 
"M. Landon, father of Governor Lan- 
don, came to this section of Penn- 
sylvania to enter the oil fields. The 
Landon family moved to Elba, O., 
Jbefore Alf Landon was born, but at 
the time of his birth in 1887, his 
mother was visiting in West Middle- 
sex at the home of her father, a 
Methodist Episcopal minister. 

Governor Landon's saying that 
■"you can't spend what you haven't 
got" was taught him at parental 
'knees in a family that knew hard 
times along with the good. Young 
landon was taught the principles 
of thrift from his earliest childhood. 
Applying those principles as gover- 
nor of Kansas, where he cut taxes 
and balanced the state budget dur- 
ing the depression, has brought na- 
tional attention to the man and to 
his methods of government, which 
lie proposes to install in Washing-

Fronted on the east by the im- 
pressive tawny mass of St. Mark's 
Basilica, the square is enclosed on 
its other three sides by imposing 
buildings behind whose colonnades 
crowd offices, travel bureaus, cafes, 
and shops displaying exquisite Ven- 
etian lace, leatherwork, and glass. 
Organ notes, reverberating from St. 
Mark's, mingle with music from the 
cafes. In chairs on the pavement 
patrons sip coffee, chat, and watch 
the world go by. On summer even- 
ings the square is like a large out- 
door salon, with a band in the cen- 
ter playing "Cavalleria Rusticana," 
and the lights blazing on beautiful 
women in evening frocks. 

Seaweed on City's Pavements 
Among the square's most familiar 
features are its pigeons. The birds 
lead an easy life. According to leg- 
end, back in the 14th century, car- 
rier nigeons brought important news 
to Venice. So grateful Venetians 
have cherished their descendants ev- 
er since. Whether the legend is true 
or not, the birds are fed at public 
expense twice a day, and in between 
times by tourists who heed the grain 
peddlar's cries of "Grani, grani, gra- 
ni pei piccioni" and often have them- 
selves "snapped" with the birds 
alighting on head and shoulders. 

The birds drink from troughs 
built especially for them in the court- 
yard pavement of the nearby Doges' 
Palace, and nest among the carvings 
of the surrounding buildings. Wor- 
shippers entering St. Mark's hear 
them murmering above the porches. 
Booming of the noon cannon may 
startle the birds into flight but they 
soon alight again in the square to 
preen themselves and peck compla- 
ently at grain.

As soon as the eye becomes 
accustomed to the dim twilight of 
the church's interior, one marvels at 
the walls lavishly decorated with 
glittering mosaics, at the jewel-en- 
crusted gold and silver altar-pieca 
before which candles blaze, and at the 
hundreds of beautiful marble columns 
brought from ruined Roman cities 
on the mainland, and by Venetian 
traders from the East. So many col- 
umns were brought that some were 
sliced like sausages to provided a 
variegated facing for the walls. 

Women Alarmed at Rise 

of U. S. "Hidden" Taxes 

CHICAGO.— Women are promi- 
nent in the hundreds of taxpayers' 
groups now being formed through- 
out the United States to study the 
effect of the Roosevelt administra- 
tion on taxes, Robert Kratky, di- 
rector of the tax division of the 
Republican National committee 
here, reported. 

"Women hold title to nearly half 
the homes in America," Mr. Kratky 
explained. "They have about 65 
per cent of the savings accounts 
amounting to $14,500,000,000 and 
women are beneficiaries of more 
than 80 per cent of the 65,000,000 
life insurance policies now in effect 
in America. These have a face 
value of about $100,000 000,000. 
Women pay their share of the $100,- 
000,000 in taxes levied annually 
against the insurance companies.

woman's allowance for the home 
budget. Hidden and consumer taxes 
take about 25 cents of every dollar 
" Mr. Kratky said. 



Germany's alleged refortification of 
Helgoland has attracted international 
attention. Again the island is ac- 
cused of having as much strategic 
importance per cubic foot as any oth- 
er chunk of Europe. 

From a passing steamer, Helgoland 
appears as a single triangular block 
of red sandstone, says a bulletin from 
the Washington, D. C. headquarters 
of the National Geographic Society. 
Now only a fraction of a mile square, 
the island is literally crumbling away 
beneath its 2500 inhabitants. 
Just One-Fifth of Its Former Self 
This sea-bitten morsel is the re- 
motest of the Frisian Islands, which 
the North Sea has gouged out of the 
northern coastline of Europe. A 
broad submerged rocky ledge in the 
shoal area around Helgoland is a clue 
to the islands former extent estimated 
to have been five times its present 
size. The wave-worn side was ringed 
around with a girdle of granite 
brought from the Danish island of 
Bornholm. But even thus protected 
Helgoland is doomed to melt slowly 
into the North Sea. 

Because of position in the Nor ; .K 
Sea the island bears the reputation 
of a Gibralter. As Germany's "Eye 
of the Empire," it commands the 
mouths of the Weser, Jade, Elbe, and 
Eider Rivers, and the harbors of Ham- 
burg, Bremen, and Cuxhaven from a 
vantage point 28 miles from the near- 
est mainland. 

Shaped somewhat like a lean pork 
chop, it has dimensions notable for 
their smallness, except the height; 
its sides rise sheer and dripping from 
the North Sea to a flat top 200 feet 
above sea level. Its three tips can 
be visited in an hour's stroll. Upon 
the triangular rock would fit the Fed- 
eral Triangle buildings along Penn- 
sylvania in Washington, D. u, with 
a little margin.

Within its diminishing boundaries, 
the island has three parts: the rock 
table of Oberland with its tuft of 
town, the shoreline shelf projecting 
like a cap's visor below with a sec- 
ond edition of town called Unteriana, 
and the wisp of sandy Dune in tow 
a mile of the east.

The money crop of Helgoland is 
sun tan. This is raised chiefly at the 
expense of visitors basking on the 
frail half-moon of barren beach of 
the Dune, or Sand Island. Among 
the thousands of summer resorters 
who steam out of Hamburg was once 
the American actor, Richard Mans- 
field, then an infant comfortable in 
an improvised cradle of a dresser 
drawer. His mother, exited at leav- 
ing the island in a terrific storm, em- 
barked without him, so that the for- 
gotten baby was delivered to her on 
the high seas wrapped in an oilskin 
coat. 

Helgolanders are mainly pilots, 
fisherfolk, or boarding-house keepers. 
A rugged race of Frisians, they ac- 
quired the habit of considering them- 
selves fishermen at the beginning of 
the 15th century, when a strange mi- 
gration of herring brought them 
great harvests of fish for 200 years. 
An equally strange emigration of 
their source of income left them 
catching only a few lobsters. 

Helgoland was traded by England 
in 1890 to Germany for Zanzibar, 
2000 times as large. The exchange 
was ridiculed as an entire suit of 
clothes swapped for a trouser button. 
But the trouser button demonstrated 
that it could serve a purpose ox vital 
importance when it became one of 
the world's strongest fortresses du- 
ring the World War. Not far away, 
on a misty morning in August, 1924, 
occurred the first serious naval clash 
of the war, when British victory lit- 
tered the North Sea with wreckage.

North America's highest peak — 
Mt. McKinley in Alaska, rising to 
an altitude of 20,300 feet — has, for 
the first time, been photographed 
intimately from the air. The pictures, 
both still, and in motion, were taken 
by Bradford Washburn, leader of 
the National Geographic Society's 
Mt. McKinley Expedition sent to Al- 
aska last July, who has just made 
a preliminary report to the Society's 
headquarters here. Some of the pho- 
tographs were made on infra-red- 
sensitive film. 

In a series of four flights from 
the Pan American Airways base at 
Fairbanks, Alaska, Mr. Wasnourn 
succeeded in photographing a vast 
expanse of the rugged terrain be- 
tween Mt. McKinley and Mt. Hayes. 
McKinley Exceeds Everest in Sheer 
Height but not in Altitude 
The pictures reveal the highest 
territory under the American flap?. 
They also mark the first use, in the 
region, of infra-red ray photography, 
which makes it possible to show the 
town of Fairbanks and the white sum - 
mits of Mt. McKinley and its related 
peaks projecting above the horizon 
more than a hundred miles away 
across a haze -obsscu red plain.. 

The infra-red photographs show 
why Mt. McKinley can claim one of 
the greatest heights, from top to 
bottom, among the world's mountains 
since it rises 20,000 feet from a level 
plain almost without foothills. Mt. 
Everest, although 29,000 feet above 
sea level, actually rises only 10,000 
feet above a lofty plateau region. 
Because of its near Arctic latitude, 
Mt. McKinley has a very low timber 
line and is forbiddingly barren, Mr. 
Washburn points out. Its expanses 
of snow and glacier do not completely 
cover all its jagged rocky ridges. 

After flying 500 feet above the 
top of Mt. McKinley, despite danger- 
ous air currents, and circling the peak 
several times, Mr. Washburn flew 
straight along the axis of the moun- 
tains, taking close range photographs 
in pairs, stereoscopic fashion, at in- 
tervals of a minute. He thus ob- 
tained a progressive series showing 
the various peaks in their true re- 
lations to one another. 

World's Highest Cliff. 
The photographs prove conclu- 
sively the location of Mt. Hunter, a 
peak more than 15,000 feet high, 
about which accurate information 
has been so scarce that its very ex 
istence has been denied

The Rileys, on the other 
hand, pulled themselves together and 
with "Dick" showing some nice 
stroking and court covering, and

to run out the set and square the 
match. 

As the teams changed courts and

Narrow, winding business streets, 
and quiet old re sid e nti al avenues of 
historic Quebec will ring with the 
cries of mashers, the barks of high- 
strung dogs and the cheering of spec- 
tators when the 14th annual Quebec 
Dog-Sled Derby gets under way. 

For two and a half centuries dog- 
sleds have been a popular means of 
winter travel in northern Canada, 
says a bulletin from the Washington, 
D. C. headquarters of the National 
Geographic Society. The introduction 
of the ski-equipped airplane that can 
land on frozen lakes, and the increased 
motorization of all kinds of trans- 
port in the north, have not as yet de- 
troyed the dog-team's usefulness. 
From Alaska to Labrador and from 
the Great Lakes to the Arctic Ocean, 
mailmen, doctors, the Royal Canadian 
Police, prospectors, teachers, traders, 
missionaries and sportsmen still de- 
pent on sleds and the strong thighs 
of huskies when Jack Frost reigns. 
Dogs Indispensible in Snow- Buried 
North 

Without the strength, courage and 
intelligence of the husky, development 
of Canada's far north would have 
been retarded. In a country where 
ice and snow blind and bury the 
landscape from October to May, and 
where lakes and rivers are the sum- 
mer highways, the problem of travel 
is naturally of first importance. Ex- 
plorers, bold coureurs de bois and 
modern prospectors alike would have 
been helpless without the Indian's 
birch-bark canoe in summer and wood, 
en sled and dog-team in winter. 

Six to thirteen dogs make up the 
average dog team, though four to 
seven are used in racing where there 
is no load. A good combination is 
a clever mother followed by a dozen 
of her own pups. Each dog weighs 
between 60 and 110 pounds and often 
has some wolf blood in its veins. The 
wild strain gives added courage and 
endurance. A. strong, experienced an- 
imal is trained as a lead dog. The 
dogs following at the leader's heels 
are taught to respect its authority. 
But since the leader enjoys certain 
priveleges, bitter jealousy sometimes 
leads the other dogs to attack it. 

There are two common methods 
of hitching up the team. In one way, 
all the dogs are hitched by short 
thongs to a main trace, like hcrses 
to a wagon tongue. By the other 
method each dog pulls on his own 
trace, fastened to a ring or stout 
thong at the front of the sled. The 
dogs spread out fanwise. This way 
it is easier to detect the shirker, but 
harder to keep the traces unsnarled. 

Dog Teams Can Cover 100 Miles in 
a Day 

Lazy and snappish in summer, sled 
dogs come to life when frost flies. 
They lose excess fat, become lean and 
strong. Their coats grow thick and 
shiny with health. A good team, 
pushed a little by an expert driver, 
can cover 100 miles in a day with a 
light load. 

Popularized in Alaska, where $10,- 
000 was first prize in the old All-Al- 
aska Sweepstakes, sled-dog racing has 
spread to many parts of Canada and 
the United States. A 200 mile non- 
stop race at The Pas, Manitoba, suc- 
ceeded the Alaskan race as the sport- 
iest on the continent. Lake Placid, 
N. Y.J Poland Springs, Me.; Laconia, 
N. H.; Ottawa, Ont.; Ashton, Idaho; 
and Truckee, in the California mount- 
ains are a few of the widely separated 
towns that regularly play host to hus- 
kies and dog.drivers. 

Drivers have built up a fine tradi- 
tion of "dog first" as dog-sled rac- 
ing has grown in popularity. At the 
end of a day's relay, a musher sees 
that his dogs are fed, rubbed and 
bedded before thinking of his own 
needs. Flannel moccasins are often 
carried to protect bruised and cracked 
foot pads on rough ice. 

In a recent Quebec race, one driver 
stopped near the finish to bind a dog's 
cut foot Then he put the dog on the 
sled, pushed on with the three remain- 
ing dogs and won the race. 

The Quebec race will be run over 
a forty mile course. All teams will 
cover the course three times, start- 
ing at the Drouin Bridge each morn- 
ing and circling through Stone ham, 
Lake St. Charles, Loretteville, Char, 
lesbourg, and Ste. Foy. The entries 
will get them away from the starting 
line at five minute intervals to pre- 
vent teams from jamming up on each 
other. The team that covers the course 
in the shortest time by the official 
stop-watch will be the winner. Total 
score is the sum of each days time, 
reckoned from the time the contest- 
ant checks out in the morning until 
he returns at night. 

The Quebec race has been run ev- 
ery year since 1922, wit* the except- 
ion of 1932. As usual, several noted 
United States drivers have promised 
to enter teams this year.

citisena of Simla, Bogo- 
ta, Canberra and other high-altitude 
capitals, a group of Filipinos have 
launched a campaign to remove their 
seat of government from hot, hu 
mid Manila to cool pine-scented Ba 
guio, ISO miles north of the capital 
and one mile higher above sea level. 

Baguio is easy to reach from Ma- 
nna, says a bulletin from the Wash- 
ington, D. C, headquarters of the 
National Geographic Society. A 
train journey of only a few hours from 
the capital brings you to Dagupon 
or Damortis. By automobile from 
either place you may be whisked 
around loops of the tortuous Ben- 
guet Road which climbs out of the 
tropical lowlands up rain-gashed 
mountain slopes to a temperate cli- 
mate. 

Cool Summer Nights 

After the long pull up the narrow 
but well-kept road, you coast down 
easy grades to comfort and modern- 
ity at Baguio. In the humid coast 
towns you may have kicked the bur- 
densome sheet to the bed-foot, but 
in the uplands of Benguet Province 
pine-log fires and the solid weight 
of blankets are welcome. 

The 13,000-acre town patterns the 
central depression of a natural green 
saucer among the hilltops. The de- 
sign is the creation of the famous 
American landscape architect, D. H. 
Burnham. Buildings have been wide- 
ly scattered to preserve the spacious- 
ness that vacationists demand. Bag- 
uio's winter population is small but 
as hot weather strikes the lowlands 
it is augmented by the thousands 
who throng there for relief. Although 
the Philippine Government no longer 
shifts its activities there in summer, 
many officials still keep their Baguio 
homes and the Filipino Smiths and 
Joneses come in growing numbers to 
swell the town's limits. 

Flowers in Profusion 
Sturdy and fragrant pines are 
scattered over rounded grassy knolls 
in a landscape as green as Killarney. 
Palms and other torrid vegetation 
were left behind with the heat. A 
few sub-tropical plants, however, 
hold their own in the highlands. Big 
tree ferns are Titans' umbrellas with 
ten foot handles, fibrous ribs and 
:xonds as long as your arm. Cramped 
1 lower fanciers of Manila can prac- 
tice their hobby to their heart's con- 
tent here among orchids, geraniums, 
roses, hydrangeas, lilies and blood- 
red bougainvillea. Flower gardens, 
terraced like the natives' mountain- 
side rice fields, parallel the roads and 
mottle the slopes. 

The business part of Baguio and 
some of the administrative buildings 
overlook a canoe-dotted lake. On 
opposite hillsides stand the green- 
atticed city hall and the buildings 
and cottages that were formerly 
used by the government. Away up 
n the clouds looms the massive rest 
house of the Dominican Order to 
which the Archbishop of Manila of- 
ten retreats. Several of the most 
beautiful upland homes are occupied 
by mission organizations. There 
Philippine branches of the Y. M. C. A. 
and Knights of Columbus also main- 
tain dormitories. Gardens and play- 
grounds, social and dining halls of 
one extensive recreation camp offer 
refuge to Filipino and foreign teach- 
ers from many districts. 

Two miles out of the city is well- 
groomed Camp John Hay, where ar- 
my men wearied by the climate "down 
below" can regain their vigor. Vari- 
colored stone terraces ring the slopes 
of the Camp's celebrated open air 
amphitheatre where concerts, lectures 
and religious meetings are held. 

The town's 18-hole golf course, 
country club, baseball diamonds, mo- 
vie theatre, schools, garage, ice-plant, 
telephone exchange, hydro-electric 
installation, observatory, library and 
water supply system recall those of 
any American Middletown. 

Nearby in Trinidad Valley, Japa- 
nese and Chinese truck gardeners 
raise strawberries, lettuce, cabbages, 
string beans, tomatoes and other Tem- 
perate Zone fruits and vegetables 
for local and Manila markets. In 
the valley also are a government 
stock farm and agricultural school. 
Southwestward from Baguio, Mt. 
Santo Tomas lifts its 7400-foot head. 
Its summit reveals a spacious view 
over mountains and valleys away to 
the lowlands and the China Sea.

New Deal Foreclosed 
on 11,438 Farm, in '35 



Washington, D. C— Mortgages on 
11,438 farms were foreclosed during 
1935 under the New Deal, records 
of the Farm Credit administration 
here show. This is more than two 
and one-half times the number of 
such foreclosures in 1934, and 1,399 
more than in 1932. One farm in 
every ten is now under mortgage to 
the United States. 

The federal government, accord- 
ing to the records, owned 27,516 
farms at the end of 1935, roughly 
5,000 more than it owned at the 
same time the year before. All had 
been seized through foreclosures. 

Despite the large increase in fore- 
closures, 128,457 or approximately 
one-fifth cf the ioans of the FCA on 
Dec. 31, 1935 were delinquent. By 
ruling of the FCA on February 1, 
1935, this did not include loans upon 
which an extension had been

BUFFALO, N. Y.— Gov. AH M. 
Landon of Kansas charged the 
Roosevelt administration with in- 
creasing by 25 per cent the share 
of the cost of government falling 
mainly on persons of incomes of 
$25 a week or less, in a speech de- 
livered before a crowd of 25,000 
persons here. 

He deplored wasteful spending 
and deficits, with their Increased 
burden of hidden taxes, and de- 
clared, "The time has come when 
we must establish a system of sim- 
ple, honest bookkeeping." 

The Republican Presidential can- 
didate reiterated his belief in direct 
taxes levied on the net incomes of 
individuals and corporations as a 
means of charging everyone his 
fair share of the cost of govern- 
ment. 

"In the year 1932, 59 cents out 
of every dollar collected by our fed- 
eral government was secured from 
direct taxes," said Gov. Landon. 
"The other 41 cents was collected 
from indirect and hidden taxes. 

"Four years later wha.. do we 
find? We find that 51 cents out of 
every dollar collected by the fed- 
eral government came from hidden 
taxes. In other words, the share of 
the cost of government falling main- 
ly on those with incomes of $25 a 
week or less has increased 25 per 
cent during the three years of the 
present administration. They are 
paying far more than their right- 
ful share of the cost of govern- 
ment." 

Gov. Landon's views on education 
were made plain in his speech at 
Chautauqua, N. Y. "In Kansas," he 
said, "we believe that our schools — 
public, parochial and private— must 
be kept free of all control by the 
federal government. We insist that 
no teacher should be required to 
take any oath not required of ail 
other citizens." 

He warned that a danger of 
propaganda now present "concerns 
widespread use of the machinery 
of the federal government to main- 
tain the present administration in 
power." 



Next to a man's relations to his 
Maker are his relations to his fel- 
lows.

But the moment that we look 
at any one of these we find that there 
exist those inequalities of which it has 
been the dream of social enthusiasts 
almost ever since human society be- 
gan, to get rid, but by which never- 
theless it is a part of the Divine ap- 
pointment that our lives shall be 
disciplined and educated. 

What kind of a life do most of us 
live in our homes? In the sphere of 
the home is a large field for undue 
and unwarrantable exactions. How 
many sweet and gracious relation- 
ships, begun in love, and cemented, 
it may be, by mutual sympathies, 
have been blasted at length by a 
temper which was all the time throw- 
ing itself back upon its wifely or 
husbandly rights and exacting not 
only these, but more than these with 
a petulant impatience and peevish 
fault-finding querulousness, a harsh 
imperiousness which thought only of 
itself! 

"I wish," said father to his son's 
teacher, "that I could at least per- 
suade my son to treat me like a gen- 
tleman. 

"Suppose," said the other, "that 
you try the effect of treating him 
like a gentleman." 

Does it ever occur to some of us 
that because the Almighty has con- 
stituted the familv as a divine in- 
stitution in which the parent is king, 
it does not follow that our sover- 
eignity is to be an absolute despo- 
tism? There are homes in which 
the children fly to the will of the pa- 
rents, and in which a sacrifice for 
dad or mother is a sweet and gra- 
cious instinct. But they are not 
usually those homes in which a com- 
mand is a threat, and in which an 
imperious rule is chiefly illustrated 
by a supreme consideration for one's 
self. Any experienced teacher will 
tell you if that would make ruler- 
ship a throne of real power, it will 
surely be when the right to com- 
mand is thrilled through and through 
with the impulse to forbear, and 
when love holds back the hand of 
power, that so it may "exact no more 
than that which is appointed it."
